With reference to Department Letter 125-1-5 
dated August 20th, I now enclose herewith copy of a 
letter received from Rev, Father Brachet, Principal of 
the Fort Alexander Indian Residential School. 


We expected to repair the water line by 
digging down at the school and with pressure forcing 
the pipe through the bank into the river. Unfortunately, 
there were too many rocks and it became necessary to 
lay the pipe by digging from the school out into the 
river beyond freezing point. I think the Department 
will understand that this entailed a great amount of 
work. I need only refer to the expense in connection 
with the water line at the Kenora School which expense, 
I understand, reached approximately $2500. ‘The work 
at Fort Alexander was practically the same and I am 
convinced that the Principal has kept the cost as low 
as possible and that the work will prove satisfactory. 
I trust the Department will see fit to pay this added 
expense.

Thus with a lowered 
gost the switchboard should work properly until such 
time as the Department would see the way to authorized 
the contemplated transmission line from Pine Falis.

With regard to 56 cells, ICG-ll Delco 
Ironclad batteries purchased for Fort Alexander Indian 
School, we wish to advise that this installation has been 
inspected and the following noted: 


Qn December 10th, the writer accompanied 
by Mr. P.C. Armstrong representing Zxide Batteries of Canada 
Limited, and Mr. J.A. Smith, our service manager, proceeded 
to Fort Alexander School for the purpose of making a thorough 
examination of the condition of the batteries. Unfortunately 
we found that a few days previous the switch panel had broken 
down, the battery charging resistor had become broken, the 
ammeter was not in operation and the batteries were in a dis- 
charged condition. We made an examination of the batteries 
and they appeared to be, apart from the discharged condition, 
normal. There was nothing t'at we could determine from obeer- 
vations made that would indicate that the batteries were def-~ 
ective and that with proper care and attention they diould not 
give the service for which they were recommended. Due to the 
discharged condition of the batteries, we were unable to make 
the regular tests and therefore we were unable to determine to 
what extent the batteries had been in @ semi-discharged condition 
as the fact that the charge was not going into the batteries was 
entirely unknown to the party in charge of the equipment. 


We remained on the job from approximately 
3 o'clock P.M. until about 10 P.M., allowing a short interval 
| for dinner. We succeeded in temporarily repairing the battery 
charging resistor on the plant and also temporarily repairing the 
ammeter and although the lighting plant end of the installation 
was apart from our affairs, wewere able to assist the man in 


sherge in obtaining a better working Imowlsdge of their Present 
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system and at the same time we left instructions with him for the 
proper care of the batteries. 


As mentioned above, we were unable to determine 
to what extent in the past these batteries were allowed to become 
discharged away below normal, Therefore to offset a sulphated con- 
dition and the possibility of 4 low capacity, we left full 
jnatructions for a method of correction which would remove 
sulphation and increase the capacity. We have further requested 
that they forward @ report as soon 46 the various charges have 
been given the battery and when we have received this report, we 
will communicate with you further. 


The above visit to the Fort Alexander Indian 
School is the third oall which has been made ani these calls were 
due to complaints which you have on record but in all cases we 
have found that the charging rates were {nadequate to keep the 
pattery in condition. However, we believe Father Brachet who is 
in charge at present, will see that instructions regarding this 
equipment are carried out and that the equipment will be preserved 
to the best of their ability. The young man in charge of the 
plant appears to be very conscientious and willing to co-operate 
in every way in regard to the proper care and attention of their 
lighting system. 


We will communicate with you further when we 
have received the report from the operator in charge.

of the school painted one coat. This has greatly improv- 
ead the appearance and will help to preserve the build- 
ing. 


While at the school, I pointed out to the 
Rev. Pather that there was no authority for any of the 
work and that it would be impossible to even submit 
further vouchers without his definite assurance that 
there would be no further expense during the present 
fiscal year. The Department will note that the Rev, 
Father has given this assurance in the letter attached. 
I am submitting the accounte in the form of a voucher 
@nd would recommend that, i? funds are available, 
these accounts be paid. In making this recommendation 
i realize the Principal had no authority to do the 
work, but, on the other hand, it was practically

ALEXANDER INDIAN RESIDENTIAL SCHOOL. 


- Original on No, 125-1-6 - 


The fire eccapes were unlocked. The fire 
hose apoeared 1n good condition, but carelessly hung over a 
pipe. Brackets should be supplied and the hose properly 
folded. I would recommend that four axes be provided and 
placed in suitable locations, these to be used only in case 
of fire. Fire extinguishers are located on each floor. 
In winter, a night watchman is on duty and his time is 
checked by means of a clock, The school is a fire hazard 
and every precaution should be taken to prevent one. 


The new laundry is well built and well equipped, 
except that more power is required to operate the machinery. 
If the Hydro power is not installel next year, a 10 H.P. 
engine should be supplied. The dryer is installed upstairs 
above the laundry and, when fitted with new coils, will 
prove very satisfactory. 


x x x 


The lighting plant is not giving good service. 
The engine is very old and expensive to operate. 
The switchboard really should be replaced, but with some 
renaire, we can perhaps get through the winter, I hope 
next year we can have the Hydro power installed; if this 
4a not done, we must be prepared to install a new lighting 
plant and supply a larger engine for the laundry.

This school should also be supplied with a 
frigidaire. Due to the location, it 1s necessary to keep 
a supply of meat and other perishable food on hand and it 
is difficult to prevent waste under present conditions, 
There 1s suitable space for the installation in the dairy and 
I hope funds will be provided.

With reference to your letter of the 
kth instant, reporting on your inspection of the Fort 
Alexander Indian Residential School, you may purchase 
and ship to the school the brackets which you consider 
necessary for the fire hoee. You should also instruct 
the Prinoipal to have the hose properly inetalled and 
placed on the brackets. 


With reference to the lighting plant, 
you were authorised by officiel letter of the gat 
ultime to arrange for the repairs required to 
ewitchboard. 


Your recommendation that a frigidaire 
be supplied is noted. Owing to lack of funds, it is 
not possible to favourably considsr a 1. thie 
pena he at the present time. Certain are 
provided for this school in our Appropriation for next 
year, and if this item is allowed, it may be possible 
to supply the frigidaire.

This will acknowledge your letter of 
April 2nd regarding the chlorinating system at the Fort 
Alexander Indian Residential School and I should be glad to 
discuss this with you the first opportunity. 


I do not concur in your opinion that the 
chlorinating installation is necessitated by mill operations, 
nor that the Company is responsible in any way for the upkeep 
or cost. Some years ago I offered to send our man down to 
the Mission periodically to make an inspection of the plant 
purely as a matter of voluntary assistance to the Mission 
authorities; apparently for quite a long time the plant was 
not used and was permitted to get out of repair so that there 
was no object in continuing this practice. lowever, if it is 
going to be of any assistance to the Mission authorities, 1 
should be glad to send a man down periodically to inspect 
the equipment and give the Mission people any advice we can 
with regard to proper maintenance and operation. We would, 
however, assume no responsibility in connection with either 
the UHMorex or repairs. 


I shall be glad to disouss this at any time 
with Father Brachet and make arrangements as to the best 
time for such inspection.

Rev. Sir: 


The Department has received a communication 
from the Manitova Paper Company Ltd., Pine Falls, relative to 
the chlorinating plant at the Fort Alexander Indian Residential 
School. They state that inspection has been made of this 
plant from time to time by their Chief Bngineer and Chief 
Chemist and that it developed, at the time of the last 
inspection, which was on the 7th ultimo, that the school had 
been out of chlorine since about November 10th, last. 


In this connection I have to say that an arrange~ 
ment was made some time ago with the Company that when the supply 
of chlorine on hand reached a certain point, the School Authorities 
would advise them, and & further supply would be furnished. It 
is necessary, if this chlorinating plant is to be operated properly, 
that you co-operate with the Company in order to receive proper 
advice on how to handle the plant. The water from the Winnipeg 
River is grossly polluted, and, as the Department went to a great 
deal of expense to install the system, and as the Paper Company 
undertook to have their Engineer make periodic inspection and 
assist you in keeping the plant in order, it is expected that 
you will co-operate with them to the fullest extent. It would 
appear that this system is being operated with a great deal of 
carelessness and neglect. It is of the utmost importance to 
the health of the pupils that this chlorinating plant be kept 
in proper order and in constant use. I shall be pleased to 
have a report from you in the matter.

I would point out, at the 
beginning that this amount is over and above 
our recommeniation, which I am forwarding under 
separate cover and will total more than the (1400.00 
allowed for this school. The material shown in 
the voucher was purchased from the only firm on the 
list at Pine Palls and was needed for different 
repair work which was required throughout the school. 
I realize the Pather had no authority for this 
expenditure but I can assure the Department that 
the material was needed and the work performed has 
been well done. 


In view of the new preventorium 
which they are building and the other repair work 
yet to be done, the Father felt it necessary to go 
ahead in order to have the school in readiness for 
the pupils when it re-opens in September. 


Por the Department's information, 
I am attaching a sheet showing the repairs which have 
been carried out by the school authorities. These 
repairs amount to $3,405.15 and the expense was 
assumed by the school authorities, Along with the 
summary, I am forwarding a detailed statement which 
shows exactly how the money was spent. 


In view of the large amount of 
work carried out by the school authorities end for which 
they received no assistance from the Department, I would 
certainly be pleased if funds could be provided for 
the voucher which I am submitting. The Rev. principal 
has been very fair in connection with the work and I 
might say that had he desited, the need for a septic 
tank could easily have been kept under cover until all 
the other repairs were completed and then made known, 
which means that we undoubtedly would have been obliged, 
by the Hellth authorities, to find finds wherewith to 
install 4 septic tank. I would be glad to know the 
Department's wishes nm connection with this matter.

I wish to refer to your letter 125-1-5, 
dated July 16th, and to say that, as requested, 
I have visited the Ft. Alexander Indian Residential 
School and find that the $1400.00 allowed will hardly 
meet the expenses in connection with the work that 
should be carried out. 


The roof of the boiler room leaks and 
unless this is repaired {mmediately the plaster 
inside will be entirely destroyed. This would cost 
approximately $110.00. 


It has recently been discovered by the 
Health authorities that the disposal of the sewage 
from the school does not pass through a septic tanke 
It flows into a cement basin and from there runs into 
the lake. ‘The outlet to the lake is not many feet 
from the present intake which supplies water to the 
school. A septic tank should be installed and it is 
estimated this would cost approximately $565.00. 


A number of the beds have been used 
for many years and are past repair end six new ones 
are required. Many of the mattresses must be destroyed, 
ana the Sisters have made up the coverings necessary 
for 32 new mattresses. The filling for these will 
cost approximately $90.00. 


Although we did considerable repair work 
o the plaster on the walls of the school last 
year, there is still abovt 1000 yds., to be done. If it 
were possible to do the worst parts, probably 250 
yards, we could get along for another year. ‘This 
ould cost $325.00. 


The boys’ play room has not been painted 
for many years and is very dark and gloomy. This room 
should be painted as well as the corridor leading to it. 
‘he laundry erected last year has never been painted 
inside and, as a large amount of the material used in 
the construction was old material, this should also be 
painted. The labour and paint in connection with this 
work would cost approximately $350.00.

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If it 16 imperative to keep within 
the $1400.00, I would suggest that the plastering 
be left over although I am sure before another summer 
patches of it will have fallen orf the wall. 
The principal is anxious t@ complete a large part 
of this work before school opens and I would appreciate 
having the necessary authority, if possible, by wire. 


The labour, with the exception of that 
of Mr. Desrosiers and his assistent, will all be 
performed by the Indians. Mr. Jeerosiers is the 
men who built the laundry last year and is a first 
Clase builder.

Re Urgent repairs on Ice House. 


Last year when I aame here as Principal I found 
in duly that there was no more ice left in the Ice House. 
This year we have some left yet,owing to great care taken 
in surrounding al1 the ice with new shavings ; however,we 
have been unable to keep meat throughout summer,on account 
of defective ventilation and of the leek of # cooling room. 

I find it absolutely necessnry to keep all meats in very good 
eondition,speeially now that we are to start a preventorium. 
We would heave to put a better insulation el) through the in- 
eide,a new ventilation, two cooling rooms,and possibly 4 new 
foundation. The work has to be done now that the weather is 
cold and before frost beginn. Mr. Desrosiers,who supervises 
the building of the preventorium,ie equipped to do the work 
and he has the experience that will enable him to put satis- 
factory work. If we do not repair the Ice House now,we would 
have to wait another full yeer and consequently to be without 
any cooling convenience for ment, butter,etc..

I am ready to put any extre expenditure over 
the mentioned amount,in order to have an Ice House that will 
give perfeet service.

You may purchase the quantity of refilis that you 
consider necessary for the fire extinguishers at present in the 
school. Regarding the Principal's request for additional fire 
extinguishers, the Department is not certain if these are necess- 
ary. If, however, you consider two or three new extinguishers 
are required, you may elso supply then. 


In connection with the application for fire extingui eh- 
ers, hose and blinds for the preventorium, it is considered that 
these should be purchased by the school management.

My dear Doctor McGill:- 


You are sufficiently conversant witn the situation at the Fort 
Alexander Indian Residential school to dispense me from going into 
details concerning the electric plant which is now in use. I mignt 
say, however, as a matter of record that tne electric lignt and 
energy are now supplied by a Diesel engine; of course tnis kind of 
power necessitates a very large number of batteries, This engine is 
very ola and I am informed that it will soon have to be replaced, 

Yhe same, of course, must be said of the batteries as they wers 
installed a few years ago and that, as you know, batteries have a 
very short life, even wider the very best management and care. 


Would not the best solution of this power and lignt problem 
be the building of a power line from Pine Falls to the school ? This 
project was approved by the Department two years ago and was not 
proceeded with because it was found that tne Manitoba Pulp and Paper 
Company which operates the Pine Falls Mill nad not the rignt to sell 
electric energy to outside customers. This state of affairs is now 
eliminated because the Manitoba Power Company is building a line, at 
least so I am informed, from Great Falls to within two miles of the 
town of Pine Falls. This line could easily be projected as far as 
the school. The school then would have a permanent and safe source 
of electric power, This is all tue more necessary since tne building 
of the Preventorium in conjunction and under the direction of the 
Indian Fort Alexander school. You know how little dependable are 
the small power units in our schools. It would be most wfortunate 
if the patients who will be confined to the Preventorium were to 
suffer through the lack of sufficient electric energy bota for power 
and light. 


I submit this case to your consideration knowing tnat you 
will favorably act upon it if it is at all possivle to do sq,

I am in receipt of a letter from Rev. Father 
Brachet stating that: 


1. The 15 H.P. Diesel engine which operates the electric 
plant for the Fort Alexander sehool is out of order and 
requires immediate attention, Would you be kind enough to 
issue orders to have this engine overhauled. 


2. Up to last June the farm instructor for the school was 

a bachelor and had a room in the school itself, but Hather 
Brachet has seen fit to replace him with a married man.

I beg to let you know that on the Sth inst. 
our Hot Water Boiler burst through the action of rust. 
We have soldered it with Smooth on Iron Cement without success. 
We then had an experienced man come twice from the Pine Falle 
Garage to braze it with acetylene ; but it leaks elsewhere. 
All the front section would have to be taken out and repbaced ; 
but I em afraid that the six sections are in the same state, 
for the coil pipes which were connected from the hot water sto- 
rage tank with the ordinary heating furnace were leaking last 
winter and we had to disconnect them. 


It is a Guerney Geytage Boiler we have from 
the Guerney Foundry Co. Robert A. Stewart,Chief Inspector 
of the Bureau of Labor,3352 Legislative Bldg.,Phone No. 840 282, 
who was here yesterday is of the opinion that it would not be 


safe th try and repair this old boiler, that any way these 


Guerney Boilers do not last long. e mentioned to Rev. Sister 
Superior another kind of boiler which would be better suitable. 


We are quite hendicapped at present for the 
question of hot water,which is daily needed for dishes and 
baths. We would singerely appreciate if you would kindly 
communicate with the Department by telegram in order to ob- 
tain the authorization to have another boiler bought. 

The Guerney Foundry Co. would let you know what kind of boi- 
ler we have,and Mr. Stewart would mention the type of boiler 
which he thinks would be better fit and last longer. 


I eam sure you will do your best to help us 
in our difficulty. I have bought already at our own ex- 
pense a big water cooling tank for our 15 H.P. Engine,also 
@ gazoline tank for the seme engine,and © little tank for 
the kitohen range ; but’@1l1 the expenditure of repsirs I ha- 
ve had in the school for the last two years I am unable to 
bear the cost of a hot water boiler.

You will remember when the question of @ 
transmission line from Pine Falls was previously conm~ 
sidered the expenditure was estimated at $6500.00. 
This amount is prohibitive and unless a considerable 
deduction can be obtained the Department does not 
consider it worth while giving this particular matter 
further consideration. However, the third paragraph 
of Father Brachet's letter reads as follows: 


"you are likely aware of the fact that there 
is now installed at Pine Falls an apparatus to dis- 
tribute in the surrounding district of Tin Town and 
St. George the electricity coming from Great Falls, 
whieh fact would render easier a connecting line to 
the school.” 


Possibly the power line could be installed 
at a much lower figure than the amount previously 
stated. Please make inquiries and let me have any 
information that you can obtain. 


At the same time you might supply detailed 
information regarding the type and size of batteries 
that are in use at this school as it will be possible 
to supply these if it is decided not to consider the 
power line.

In reply to your letter 125-1-5 dated 
November 2nd, I wish to report that I have again discussed 
the question of erecting a transmission line from Pine 
Falls to the Fort Alexander Indian Residential School with 
Father Brachet and others, and it is dobtful if the 
expense of ‘this work can be reduced, in view of the advan ced 
cost of material. 


Pather Brachet states that it is the opinion 
of the Rev. Father Provencher that under the circimetances, 
it would be inadvisable at the present time to request the 
expenditure of such a large sum and, as an alternative which 
he believes would be just as satisfactory and probably even 
less expensive than simply paying for the light, he suggests 
installing a unit similar to the one installed at Sandy Bay, 
at approximately $100.00. Father Provencher points out 
that, in their experience, a plant of this nature would cost 
less to operate than charges per month for electricity from 
a Hydro power line. 


The present lighting plant is a very old type, 
making it expensive to operate, and exceedingly expensive to 
buy repairs for. The dynamo and switchboard are in very 
poor condition. It is possible that the batteries may last 
another few months. The engine is badly worn and, as pointed 
out above, expensive to operate in view of the fact that it 
consumes a large amount of gasoline. 


I am convinced that the most economical solution 
to our problem at this point would be to supply the school 
with a lighting plant as suggested by the Rev. Father Provenche

It 
had been hoped that they could be postponed 
until 1942 as the school itself was in need of 
fairly substantial repairs. However, at the last 
minute Father Brachet, who as you know is a very 
conscientious and able administrator, thought that 
if the machinery shed was not repaired immediately, 
it might collapse completely anda entail later on 
a much larger expenditure for rebuilding. As 
farthe addition to the farm instructor's home, that 
also was unexpected and necessary, because he got 
married on short notice and proper accommodation had 
to be provided for him. 


In view of the fact that Father Brachet 
paid all the labour in connection with these repairs, 
and that the,assets of the school which is Government 
property havé“Yncreased by that much, you will wish 
to pay all the accounts. I am enclosing the Dufault 
Sheet Metal account with the necessary detailed 
information.

I inspe¢ted this school on October 22 and sub- 
mitted my report on November 8. I now quote from that 
report as follows:

The 
laundry roof and walle were badly damaged. The 
principal started repair work at once and the work 
was almost completed when I was there. The expense 
involve@ will probably reach $300.00. ‘The fire ex- 
tinguishers were all emptied and refills have been 
purchased, I am convinced the school was saved from 
total destruction only by hard fighting well directed 
by the principal.”

In reply to your inquiry of the 26th inst. 
regarding the cause of fire,which occurred between 
the bakery and the laundry on October 7th at 1.35 
p-em.,I beg to say that apparently it was due to a 
pipe which passed through the wall of the bakery, 
connecting the oven to the chimney in the laundry. 
This pipe,it is true,was surrounded in the wall by 
1s ft. square of bricks,and these bricks on examina- 
tion after the fire did not appear to be loosed. 
However, the pipe,which becomes quite heated at times, 
may have heated in turn the surrounding bricks to the 
point of setting fire to some dust or spider's web 4- 
dove. Any way the fire made its way very rapidly 
through the wall upwards,setting all the top of the 
laundry in smoke and flames,which we took two hours 
to extinguish. Besides the united effort of 211 the 
staff and senior pupi]ls,what saved the school itself 
from burning to ashes,was 2 rubber hose,which we use 
for the boys and girjs' skating rink. 

One linen fire hose in the laundry dowstairs 
gave no service,for it was pierced in spots,being too 
old. When Mr. Hamilton came,I suggested that he should 
kindly ask the Department to supply us with 50 ft. of 
Linen Mill Fire Hose,Dia.inside 14". I do not know if 
he mentioned this need of ours in his report. Up to da- 
te,however,we did not receive any hose. I wish you 
would kindly obtain it for us. 

—_— 

Now to prevent a recurrence of the fire in 
the same spot,we have built in the wall a square of 
strongly wemented bricks of about 2s ft. square with 
a circular opening of one foot,so that the oven pipe 
cannot possibly touch or heat anywhere. This opening 
of one foot in diameter serves as 2 ventilator 4s well, 
as the bakery is quite hot at times. 


In the same time we have set and repaired 
the oven,so there can be no danger coming from it, 
whether the staff is there or not.

I have your memorandum of the Srd instant, 
File No. 125-1-5, quoting an extract from a report received 
from the Principal of the Fort Alexander Indian Residential 
School, explaining the cause of the fire which occurred 
in the school building in October last. It would seem that 
we were somewhat fortunate in that the fire did not do more 
demage than it did. 


In view of the possibility of fire occurring 
in other schools in the same manner, might it not be well 
to send a circular letter to all Principals of Residential 
Schools suggesting that they should regularly examine 
into all possibilities of danger from fire. The danger 
which existed for many years at the Fort Alexander school 
is apparently now being prevented at very little expense 
and the damage that was caused by the fire could have been 
prevented if this work had been done before the fire 
occurred.

It is becoming quite 4 task to find suitable 
employees to work for our residential schools. When 
a good one can be hired,who will not likely be called 
for military gervice,it is wise,I think,to give him 
and his family the minimum comfort,in order to interest 
him to his work and make him stay- 


One of our employees left us late last fall 
and we found & sickly, but willing man with 4 family 
of six chil ead by another one 
soon. Our former emplo v with his wife, 
and the little cottage they wer eg ere ,was 
plenty large enough for them. The cottage is far 
from being spatious enough for this jarger family, 
and our new man was ready to leave unless we would 
puild an addition {immediately this spring. 

I thought the vest and only policy was,with the per~ 
mission of our Provincial, to purchase at once the 
necessary material for an addition and to build it 
ourselves as soon as possible. Ye have consequently 
bought from The Vusson Lumber CO. Ltd.,St. Boniface, 
Man.,some building material to the amount of $ 411.60, 
and we are going to start digging 4 cellar and founda- 
tion likely this week. Later there will be few other 
items to buy yet,such as paint. 


We woulda far rather wait for the due autho- 
{gation from the Department for such improvements, 
but you realize that it is generally ® slow and uncer- 
tain process. Even if the permission is granted, be- 
fore the material is bought by the Dep rtment ,winter 
4f often close by. 


I presume it is the intention sf the Depars- 
ment to keep our schools running 48 efficiently 48 pos- 
sible during these trying times.

I have for acknowledgment your letter of 
June 10, in whieh you diseuss the urgent need of a 
building suitable for living quarters for the farming 
instructor employed at your school. 


I was greatly disturbed to note that you 
had already bought from the Cusson Lumber Company, 
Limited, of St. Boniface, building material at « cost 
of $411.60. No provision was made in the estimates of 
this year for the construction of a home for a farming 
instructor at the Fort Alexander School, and conse uently 
it will not be possible for us to make this payment. 


Under existing regulations - and these 
regulations have been in force for a number of years - 
no offieial of the Department and no principal of an 
In@ien residential school can commit the Government to 
an expenditure unless authorized to do so from the head 
office. In the case of on emergency, certain field 
officitels are allowed to incur expenditures not to 
exceed $25.00 in any given ease. If ve had in this 
year's estimates sufficient funds to meet this particular 
expenditure, we heve no assurance whatever thet the expend- 
iture iteel? vould be recognized by the office of the 
Minister or by the audit office. 


I am anxious that you shovld inspect and 
eonsider the suitability of the buildings on the Fort 
Alexander Reserve purchased by the Government about 4 
year ago. If these buildings are suitable for the

I have for acknowledgment your letter of 
June 18th, File 125-1-5, relative to repairs to the 
Fort Alexander Residential School. 


I have interviewed Father Brachet and 
he informed me that he did not ask the Department to 
pay for the building material for the farming instruct- 
or's house at the Fort Alexander Residential School. 
However, if the Department is prepared to allow them a 
few hundred dollars to assist them in this matter, he 
gaid it would be greatly appreciated. I inquired if 
there was any other repair work that required to be done 
at the School and he said that there was nothing that 
he knew of. I did not inform him that there was $900.00 
available for repairs to this school. 


In regard to the Department's buildings at 
the old Hudson's Bay Post, he informed me that they might 
be able to use them and that he would advise me regarding 
this at a later date. The school now has two farm in- 
structors, one a single man and the other 4 married man 
with a family of eight. The Father informs me that the 
single man is talking of getting married and if he does 
they will want to take over our buildings. I would suggest 
that we hold the $900.00 for repairing our own buildings 
for they will certainly need repaire if they are to be 
used,

I presume that the 
pupils practice fire drill regularly and if 80, past 
experience shows that if this is done the pupils usually 
become accustomed to pole type of fire escape.

We would then eliminate these periodic repairg 
bills which usually entail heavy expense.

Further to our memorandum of June 15, we are now 
in receipt of plans of the above school prepared from measure~ 
ments taken on the site by Mr. W.H, Wallace with Mr, Persooge 
of Mr, Gow's staff, 


From the indian Affairs record drawings available 
in this office, we were under the impression that the building 
was a brick structure, and accordingly recommended metal fire 
escapes, From the information now to hand, the sehool is of 
frame construction on masonry foundations, and four pole type 
fire escapes are shown on the building, two on the rear wall 
and one each on end walls, 


Under these circumstances, an outside enclosed 
stairway of wood fraue construction, leading to the ground 
and having exit doors, equipped with panic volts would pro- 
vide cover from the elements and prevent entry from the out- 
side by unauthorized perenne. This type of fire escape 
serving a wood frame ilding complies with the requirements 
of the National Building Code for structures of this nature 
and height, 


Two fire escapes of this type should replace the 
two pole type escapes on the rear wall of the school, The 
two end pole escapes are somewhat more difficult to replace and 
would necessitate alterations to enclosed verandah and stairs 
to main floor open verandahs, 


Some difficulty has been experienced in the past 
in getting contractors to quote « reasonable price for the 
erection of iron fire escapes at outlying schools, Similar 
aifficulty should not be encountered in a wood frame escape 
and the cost should be considerably reduced, Our estimate 
of the cost of two wood frame enclosed stairs is in the 
neighborhood of $2,500,00}/and an additional $1,000,00 to re- 
place end pole escapes tetal of $3,500.00, As a comparison 
the estimated cost of two iron (ire escapes on the rear wall 
is $4,000.00, 


If the above proposal meets with approval, we shall 
be pleased to proceed with the preparation of drawings and 
specifications as soon thereafter as staff can be assigned,

Yesterday three men of the Winnipeg Electric Co. 
came from Great Falls to measure the length of the road, 
together with the number of curves,starting at the Pine 
Falls Hydro line on this side of the railroad track co- 
ming this way to Fort Alexander. When they reached Chief 
John Thompson's place,he stopped them and sent them back, 
telling them that white people had no business to come to 
the reserve without his permission and insulting them hea- 
vily. 


Before returning, they came to consult me. I told 
them to proceed, but they did not dare until I brought the 
Chief to reason,which took quite a time. 


I told him that this was only a survey for a re- 
port to the Indian Affairs Branch,which is interested in 
supplying electricity for the two schools,that he could 
hardly stop this improvement for the two government schools, 
that the Indians did not have to take this convenience un- 
less they really wished to have it. “or him the government 
or anybody else has no right to step on the reserve, that 
an exh@oitant price would have to be paid for the use of 
the land regarding the poles,that the Indians would not be 
fooled any more as they had been by the Manitoba Paper Co., 
that the two schools were no good as they had failed to form 
any one for a high public office,that the Indians were 411 
against the use of electricity, telephone,etc..-First he did 
not want to speak to me at all as I hed not told him beforehand 
that these men were coming,but finally he agreed to let them 
finish their work. 


The foreman was quite upset about it,and, though 
quite big,he felt all shaken. I thought they would not come

On July 25th Mr. A. G. Hamilton, Inspector, brought 
Mr. Keenlyside, Deputy Minister,to visit the school. They saw 
the cement floor,which was finished a few days vefore,and Mr. 
Hamilton was willing to recommend some refundment for the 
work. 


When you visited me on the 28th inst- you saw the 
Battleship Linoleum as it is nicely and evenly laid. 


For this emergency work I spent $ 83.62 for mate- 
rial and $ 144.00 for wages.

When I came here in 1936 all the Indians were 
against a good road. Still they have been generous enough

The situation has been personally discussed with 
Rev. J.Brachet,0.M.I.Principal of the school,and comp,lete 
inspectéon made of school regarding supposed hazards.*rom 
my investig&tion there emergeg# two major requirements for 


protection. 
(A) Means for evacuation of children. 


(B) Meane for control of fire.

We have your letter of the 12th instant, 
fille 3-11-0, with reference to the Fort Alexander 
Indian Residential School. 


With regard to the fire escapes, this 
matter was brought to the attention of this Depart- 
ment in a letter from Acting Agent Hughes, dated 
September 27th, 1946. 


We referred the request to the Surveys 
and Engineering Branch and on October 3rd, 1946, 
they advised us that from the drawings of the school 
on their files, they estimates the cost of a cylindrical 


steel chute type of fire escape at $600.00. Consequent- 
ly, we included this amount in our appropriation for 
the year 1947-48. 


In memorandum dated July 20th, 1947, the 
Surveys and Engineering Branch advised us that one of 
the members of their staff had recently visited the 
sehool and from the measurements and information given 
by their officer, they expressed the opinion that it 
would be necessary to construct two wood frame enclosed 
stairs at a cost of proximately $2,500.00 and an 
additional amount of $1,000.00 would be required to 
replace the end pole escapes. You will note that this 
meant en expenditure of approximately $3,500.00 and 
as funds for the purpose were not available in the 
current year's appropriation we advised tnem not to 
proceed with the work. 
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I believe it is too late this year to 
erect these escapes but the matter will be given 
further consideration early next summer. 


In official letter of september 24th, 
1946, we authorized the following action which was 
contained in a letter of the principal's aated

The 
beds were neatly made and supplied with plenty of bedding. 


The children were well clothed and clean. Their 
health appears good and I am convinced they are well fed. 


I understand @ 
full report with pictures was submitted by Mr. Gow, District 
Chief Engineer, Surveys and Engineer Branch, months ago. 

Dr. Keenleyside on his visit was much concerned about the 
present pole fire escape and expressed the opinion that action 
to make secure the present poles and build extra escapes should 
not be delayed.

I am enclosing the original of a letter received 
yesterday from Reverend Father Brachet, 0.M.I., Fort Alex- 
ander. Attached to Father Brachet's letter is one from ir. 
M. CG. Gilman, Manager of Blectric Sales of the Winnipeg 
Blectric Company, which, in my estimation, should dispel 
all doubts in your mind regarding the economic aspects of 
this project. The Winnipeg Bleetric Company proposes to 
contribute the sum of $1,500.00 towards the execution of 
this project, and only requires $750.00 as total yearly 
revenue. I am firmly convinced that with the other custom- 
ers they will be able to secure this amount. 


The objections of Chief John Thompson should be 
set aside completely as of no value and of a nature to keep 
the reserve in a state of semi-civilization. I, therefore, 
hope that it will be possible for you to hurry this installa- 
tion so that the sehool may benefit by the amount of $6,000. 
which you now have in the estimates for this project.

Immediately on my return fron Ottawa in 
May I went to see the Manager of the Winnipeg Electric 
Co. at Great Falls. It was only on my third trip the- 
re that I was able to see him. Afterwards he came to 
gee me here and discuss the installation of a power 
line from Pine Falls to the school. 


The great objection that the company 
hed was the scarcity of material and labour. 
Later on the company was agreable to contemplate 
the possibility of a line extension,but it wanted 
a petition to that effect,with the names of the pro- 
bable users,and the proposed location of the line. 
All this was forwarded on August 19th. We were in- 
formed on Sept. 6th that their representative ,H.Via- 
loux,would make a survey some time after his holidays. 
I went with him back and forth all the way between 
Fort Alexander and Pine Falls,contacting the possible 
users of electricity and measuring the distance from 
the highway. On Oct. 8th three men came from Great 
Falls to measure the length of the road, together 
with the number of curves. When they came opposite 
Chief John *hompson's place,they were ordered to re- 
turn loaded with insults. After much arguing I in- 
duced the chief to let them finish their task. 


On Oct. 25th I asked the Company to gi- 
ve an estimate of the present cost of a transmission 
line to the school. I herewith submit the answer gi- 
ven on the 5th inst. 


I would have wished that at least the 
poles would have been planted before the frost sets 
in,so as to tie the sum of } 6,000.00 appropriated 
for the purpose,but before the Indian Affairs Branch 
takes a decision and the Indian Vouncil here agrees, 
it shall be too late likely. 


The Chief,who complains that there is 
no progress and who in the same time hinders all pro- 
gress as much as he ean,is not in favour of an electric 
transmission line,but the great majority of Indians are 
in favour. If their approbation is necessary,it should 
be obtained early. Mr. B. E. Olson,Inspector of the 
Clandeboye Agency,Selkirk, states that there is on re- 
cord at Ottawa a lease right covering this problem. 


Besides the Residential school and the 
Catholic Mission,the Indian day school, the Anglican 
mission,and the former store of the H.B.C., there would 
be at least 15 families that would use not only the 
lights,but also electric appliances,such as frigidaires, 
motors.--

We have your letter of the 15th instant, 
file 202-11, reporting on your recent inspection 
of the Fort Alexander Residential School. a 

With regard to the fire escapes, this 
matter was brought to the attention of the Depart+ 
ment in a letter from Acting Agent Hughes, dated 
September 27th, 1946. We referred the request to 
the Surveys and Engineering Branch and on October 
3rd, 1946, they advised us that from the drawings 
of the school on their files, they estimated the 
cost of a cylindrical steel chute type of fire 
escape at $600,00. 


Consequently, we included this amount in 
our appropriation for the year 1947-48. 


In memorandum dated July 26th, 1947, the 
Surveys and Engineering Branch advised us thet 
one of the members of their staff had recently 
visited the school and from the measurements and 
information given by their officer, they expressed 
the opinion that it would be necessary to construct 
two wood frame enclosed stairs at a cost of approzx- 
imately $2,500. and that an additional amount of 
$1,000. would be required to replace the end pale 
escapes. 


You will note that this meant an expend- 
iture of approximately $3,500. and as funds for the 
purpose were not available in the current year's 
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appropriation we advised Surveys and Engineering 
not to proceed with the work. 


The information just given regarding fire 
escapes has been supplied Superintendent Olson in 
our letter of November 19th. In that letterhe was 
also authorized to make immediate repairs to the 
boiler room doors in order to reduce the fire hazard. 
We also told him that we were prepared to supply 
additional fire extinguishers on receipt of inform- 
ation from him stating how many ere actually required. 


He was also advised that the Department was 
prepared to allow an amount of $40.00 a month towards 
the salary of a night watehman,. 


We will erder the two new sewing machines 
and also the warming oven. 


We hope te be able to make arrangements for 
Hydro power to this school next year. In the meantéme 
you might let us know the size of the room in which 
you consider refrigeration equipment could be in- 
stalled. If you can obtain a quotation on installing 
this equipment from a firm in Winnipeg, you might also 


forward this for our consideration.

The main work of the engine,besides ope- 
rating the charging generator,is to revolve the water 
pump Tuyers Self-oiling Bulldozer No. 915),which on 
wash days is running continually and on other days 
at very frequent periods. 


Even after we obtain the hydro-electrici- 
ty, the engine shall be precious to produce 4 supply of 
light when the line is defective during of after storms. 


There is mach enimosity among the protes- 
tant element of the reserve against the transmission 1li- 
ne and it is hard to say what some individuals may do 
in the matter of interference, though I hope that the 
line shall not be cut. 


In short if we would dispose of the engine, 
we would need another one in its place. As it is,the en- 
gine is well set on 4 specially built foundation.

and the other to the Sandy Bay School. I have gone over your files regarding 
these two schools and have turned down some papers which have reference to the 
items mentioned. I have also been in touch with the office of the Purchasing 
Agent. He informs me that Purchese Order No, 19877 wae issued on May 16th, 
1947, in favour of Crane Limited. It referred to certain pipe, elbows, etc., 
required by the Sandy Bay School. He also informs me that this order mes 
given to the Company F.0.B. Amaranth. The second Purchase Order No, 20930, 
or No, 30930, was issued on the 26th of June, 1948, for the Fort Alexander 
School.

For your information I would report that the matter of 
fire hazard at the Fort Alexander Residential School has been a 
live issue for the last three or four years. A very complete 
fi spection report with recommendations was made oi. 
A ton of the Fire Commissioner's Department on e 13th 
1946 Several recommendations were made regarding y 
@rs and fire prevention orders. There is ac ete file in 
your office originally submitted to Mr. A. Ge ilfon, then 
nspector, telling the various recommendati that\had been 
executed. Ottawa also is quite familiaf\wi the requirements 
having received a copy of the origina} fire inspector's report. 
Mr, Bernard F, Neary reported tg this ice that the Surveys 
and Engineering Branch had advijsed at the cost of executing 
the necessary fire escape prote was approximately $3,500.00 
and that the Department's appropriation did not permit this 
expenditure, at that time. Whether the required amount has 
been included in the current estimates is unknown to me. 


In the fire inspector's report you sent to me it is 
indicated that recommendation #4 regarding the life safety 
orders had not been fullfilled, I would definitely advise that 
this is not so as a night watchman has always been on duty and 
the Department has paid for his services regularly on a monthly 
basis, baring of course the months of June and September of each 
year. With regard to recommendation "C" relating to life safety 
orders this has now been taken care of since the installation of 
electricity this year at the institution,

I have reviewed the Fire Inspection Report 
of June 13th, 1946, on the above school. The main 
recommendation seems to be the substitution of sliding 
pole fire escapes for the stairway type fire escape. 


Before we decide in this particular instance, 
it will be necessary for you to review the situation at 
other residential schools in Manitoba. We have a number of 
pole fire escapes, as these were strongly recommended at 
one time. 


If we should go into a wholesale replacement 
of these fire escapes with the standard stair type, then 
it will enteil expenditure of a great deal of money. 


You might advise whether the Principal of 
this school has any definite views concerning the pole 
fire escape, We have been advised that if the children 
practice using thia escape, they become accustomed 
to it and, of course, it is preferable in that no ice 
and snow can accumulate as with the stair type.

With reference to your letter of Noveabe+Tbsh, file 
579-5 (EB), the sliding pose fire escapes now in use at the 
above mentioned school, extend to the second storey, and in 
view of the long drop are not satisfactory. However, in our 
schools where the pole extends to a veranda, it more or less 
makes the drop very short and the children are not nervous 
about going down them. 


The Rev. Father Ruest is very much against sliding 
pole fire escapes, for while they might be satisfactory for 
older children, the younger chiidren will not use them be- 
cause of the drop; also, the drop is 80 sudaen it might break 
their legs. * 


I am quite aware that 1t would be very expensive to 
go into a wholesale replacement of fire escapes, out 1 feel 
that at this school, a wooden chute could be ouiit - covered 
with tin. This should answer the purpose and be much less 
expensive. I must admit, ever, that the stairway type 
of fire escape is far but the cost is too high.

It would be advisable to consult 
Dr. J. B. Still, Room 711, Boyd Building, Winnipeg, who is the 
Agent of the Health of Animals Brunch, Depurtment of Agriculture, 
ana wno would, no doubt, assist you in purchasing a pure bred 
bull. Before purchasing, you should make sure that the animal 
selected is free from tuberculosis ond has been inspected by a 
Veterinary.

Since my arrival at Fort Alexander,I have 
done my vest to put the school on a good standard 
materially and morally. There is much to do. 

Much has been done already,to such an extent that 
I am about out of funds,although I have received 
a little help from the church. 


Two of horses were no more good. I had 
to buy a team from Winnipeg,in order to be able to 
haul the wood which is necessary for the school. 
The horses have cost 4 235.60,plus $ 16.50 for de- 
livery. They are a fine and good team. 


father Plourde,having passed here lately 
with Rev. Father Provincial,and noticing my detress, 
has advised me to write to you and ask you to kindly 
ywse your influence to have the Department cover this 
expenditure in my special case. 


I am, therefore, including the account in 
quadruplicate, hoping that you will be successful 
to have it paid. 


When you come westward again,I would be 
glad that you make it a point,once you have reached 
winnipeg,to make your first visit to Fort Alexander, 
to see the change that has been operated. In the 
meanwhile I wish to express to you our best wishes 
for the year 1937.

In answer to your inquiry of the 
Slst. ult. I beg to state that our herd has been 
tested last summer,at which test one cow I had 
bought from Pine Falls was found to react and 
was killed the same day ; the herd was retested 
last fall and found in good order. We have pre- 
sently 14 milching cows,ten of which have been 
purchased before the last test. We derive enough 
milch from our cows and we do not need to buy any 
elsewhere. 


The purchase of these ten cows has 
thrown us back financially ; but the purchase was 
necessary,as the former milching cows were too 
poor to depend on them for our miclh supply for 
the school and preventorium. It has been always 
my policy in the past to have plenty of good milch 
for the pupils,so as to secure good health to all 
the pupilsand to build up the weaker ones. 


If you could manage to obtain for 
us 4 little help towards covering partially the 
expenditure of : 521.70,1%t would be appreciated. 
I would be quite satisfied with a cheque of $ 100.00. 
It would allow us to buy some feed,which this year 
is rather scarce.

Deer Father Brachet: 


I am enclosing herewith three photos 
received by the Department from the Anglican Missionary 
stationed at Trout Lake, in northern Ontario. 


It would appear that this missionary 
purchased three or four goats two or three years ago 
at Winnipeg. In his letter he states that these animals 
have contributed substantially to the physical fitness 
of his Indian population. The Indians, it would appear, 
enjoy both the milk and the meat of these animals. 


I have discussed with Inspector Hamilton 
on more than one occasion the desirability of securing 
goats for a number of Indian reserves in the province 
of Manitoba, particularly Indian reserves where milk is 
searce and where relief costs are high. Goats are 
immune from tuberculosis and their milk if widely used 
by the Indians would, I feel sure, tend to arrest the 
ravages of tuberculosis amon; young Indians. 


I am anxious that you should discuss with 
Father Plourde the desirability of — three or four 
goats and establishing these at your school by way of 
experiment. It would be, in my judgment, @ fine thing 
if you could place these goats in the care of three or 
four of the senior pupils, in the hope that these students 
after graduation would feel disposed to care for such 
animals. These goats might be purchased by the Department

In answer to your kind letter of the 
16th inst. I beg to say that we find your proposi- 
tion very practical and we would be quite disposed 
to make the experiment of raising goats and of in- 
ducing the Indians to have some. I would only sug- 
gest that the goats should be big enough to defend 
themselves against ordinary dogs. I am told that 
the school has tried raising sheep in the past and 
that Indian dogs ate them. However,since that ti- 
me,Indians have raised sheep and two families still 
keep some. 


We would put the goats in charge of 
interested pupils who later would receive as re- 
ward a kid,which would be for them the beginning 
of a herd. 


Some pupils are quite enthusiastic al- 
ready about the proposition. I know very little about 
goats myself ; but one of our employees had some and 
his experience would be found useful.

Reverend Sir: 


I am directed to acknowledge your 
lettor of April 1 addressed to the Honourable the 
Minister of Mines and Resources in which you offer, 
on behalf of the Reverend Oblate Fathers, to establish 
e hospital for indians on lends belonging to your 
order beside the Fort Alexander Indien Residential 
Sehool. The Honourable the Minister had at the same 
time a proposal from the Abitibi Pulp and Paper 
Company Limited in respect to the provision of hospital 
accommodation for Indians at the town of Pine Yells. 
He has decided to accept the proposal of the Company 
as regards hospital accomwnodetion for ordinary sick 


and injured Indians. 


Iam directed to express the sratitude 
of the Department for your offer to establish a general 
hospital and to ask whether, in view of the Honourable 
the Minister's decision, your Order would be willing to 
estavlish an institution for the special purpose 
described hereafter. 


It is the Department's hope to enter 
upon @ program for the control of fuberculosis among the 
Indians of Manitoba with special reference to the elimination 
of this disease fron the Indian Residential Schools. 
From rather extensive surveys of these schools in that 
and other Provinces it has been found that there are two 
classes of children suffering fron Tuberculosis. The one

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class consists of pupils who have the disease in @ 
definitely active form and for whom the only effective 
treatment must be carried out in sanatoria specially 
designed and equipped for this purpose such 68 the 
institutions at St. Vital and Ninette. The other group 
ineludes children who are only slightly affected and 
who have the prospect ef becoming fit for ordinery 
sohool life after & period of special care extending 
over a year or two during whieh they oan earry on their 
studies in 8 modified degree. They may remein pupils 
of the sehool but they require extra oere, rest and 
feeding, and should be segregated from the other pupils 
for the sake of both groups. 


Experience 4n other Provinces suggests 
that in the three accessible schools under the charge 
ef your Chureh in Manitoba there might be found from 
twenty to thirty ehildren of this jetter class. The 
Departmen 4 that for the efficient conduct 
of their isolation they should be in & place where they 
are under the frequent and careful supervision of 6 
Physician and where that Physician oan secure reguier 
periodical advice from 4 specialist 4n Tuberculosis pased 
on his personal examination of the pupils. 


It will be agreed that these conditions 
obtain et Fort Alexander in e degree whieh would be 
impossible at Sandy Bay and Pine Creek, and the Department's 
proposal 4s thet your Order should establish at the Fort 
Alexander sehool, in the building under discussion, & 
section for the accommodation of this class of pupil from 
that sehool and the other two schools nentioned above. I 
wisi to make it cleer that this institution would be 
designed only for pupils belonging to your Church. They 
would remain sehool pupils with at least nominel attachment 
to the schools to whieh they belong. rhese schools would 
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receive the uewal grant for their education and in 
addition the Department is prepared to pay annually 
a sun sufficient to provide the additional cost 

of special food and the services of 4 graduate nurse 
or nursing Sister, At other units of this kind this 
has worked out at about $1000 per annum. 


The plen, of course, is designed 
for the rehabilitation of pupils who are found to have 
been admitted to the schools after #11 precautions 
have been taken to exclude those who are actively 
tubercular. It is not intended to serve as 4 means of 
providing hospitel accommodation for tuberculer Indien 
ehildren at large. 


I recommend this proposal to the careful 
and, I hope, favourable consideration of your Order. It 
is based on the best advice the aes has been able 
to secure from recognized authorities on Tubereulocsis 


as the means of solution of what hes come to be regarded 
as the most accessible key to the control of Tuberculosis 


in the Prairie Provinces at any cost whieh might be 
approved by Parliament. It is possible that the Department 
is asking for some slight financial eo-operation on the 
part of your Order but it will do its best to ensure 

thet the Order is not put to any subdstantial expense. 

It has the advantage which I think will appeal to you of 
retaining the sehool status of these children, 6 status 
whieh it might well be impossible to retein under any other 
plan of procedure. 


I am authorized to lay this proposal 
before you and I shall hope for fairly early consideration 
ef it as the Department is anxious to be able to plen a definite 
program, of which thie would be e part, to be got into 
operation as neerly as possible at the beginning of the new 


school year in September.

My Dear Doctor McGill: 


I beg to acknowledge receipt of your 
letter of April 26th 1937 in which you ask whether 
our Order would be prepared to cooperate with the 
Department of Indian Affairs in the establishment 
of a health unit in which certain cases of T.B. 
Indian children might be taken care of as far as 
their health is concerned whilst receiving at the 
game time that amount of education which their 
condition might permit. 


Your proposal is that this institution be 
located at Fort Alexander and that arrangements be 
made to receive therein from twenty (20) to thirty 
(30) children who are slightly affected by tuber~- 
culosis and who can be made fit for ordinary school 
life if given special care and diet for a period 
of a year or two. 


I am authorized by Reverend Father Lamontagne, 
Provincial of the Manitoba Province, to advise you that 
the Oblate Fathers are prepared to establish a sanato- 
rium or @ preventorium at Fort Alexander for the pure 
poses above set forth. However, after examining care~- 
fully the building which we had offered to the 
Department for hospital purposes we have come to the 
conclusion that only part of that building can be

I regret the delay in replying to your 
letter of June 12 in which you accept the Department's 
proposal to have the outside building at the Fort 
Alexander Indian Residential School adapted for what 
has come to be known as a preventorium. The Medical 
Services of the Department have been occupied by the 
convention of the Canadian Medical Association and 
partioularly with a meeting of a committee on Tuber- 
eulosis at which were represented the Provincial 
Governments and tuberculosis health authorities from 
all parts of the country, in fact it was thought well 
to ascertain the views of that committee before going 
further with this and one or two other projects of 
the same kind whieh have been under consideration. 


The Tuberculosis Committee gave a good deal of 
attention te this phase of tuberculosis work among 
Indien children and was convineed of its value. Tf 
believe that your Order will come to regard this instit- 
ution as very valuable and will be pleased thet the 
Department urged you to adopt this plan, rather than 
the other you had in mind.

I have received a copy of 4 
letter 51-125 dated July 6th, addressed to the 
Rev. Father Plourde, which letter, 1 fear, does 
not clearly set forth what is desired. 


The thirty pupils for the Preventorium 
are to be taken from Fort Alexander, Sandy Lake and 
Pine Greek schools, which means that the above 
schools will be short thirty pupils - some perhaps 
five, others ten or fifteen. I presiwme the per 
capita grant, plus 26¢ per day, will be paid the 
preventorium institution. Is this correct? Accepting 
this as correct, will the schools concerned be 
allowed and paid the grant for pupils recruited to 
replace those transferred to the preventorium? 


As this undertaking entails considerable 
expense and as it will spread over a long period of 
years, I think all parties concerned should thoroughly 
understand the arrangement. I believe Father Plourde 
is writing the Department and I would appreciate 
being advised re the arrangements under which the 
work is to be carried on.

I beg to acknowledge yours of the 6th instant 
re the erection and operation of a preventorium for 
Indian T. B. children at the Fort Alexander Indian Resid- 
ential School. 


The conditions set forth in your letter for the 
operation of this institution are in line with the 
conversations that I had with Doctor McGill and the 
Officers of the Department of Indian Affairs in this 
connection. 


There is one point, though, which we would like 
to be clearly understood before we proceed with the erection 
and furnishing of this new building. My understanding, as 
well as that of the Oblate Provincial of Manitoba, is that 
the Oblate Fathers are to receive for the inmates of this 
institution the ordinary per-capita grant allowed for 
Indian children in boarding schools, i. e., the sum of 
$165.00 per year, plus .25 per day to defray the cost of 
special food and in addition the salary of a graduate 
nurse or nursing sister. 


The children that will be in this institution will 
come from the three Residential Schools under the direction 
of the Reverend Oblate Fathers in Manitoba. But it must 
be understood, of course, that these schools will not be 
deprived of any revenue for pupils so transferred and 
that they will be allowed to accept other pupils to take

To supplement and confirm our conversation on the above subject, I 
wish to make the following comments: 


Three questions immediately arise, namely: 


1, Ave there enough suitable cases to fill thirty beds? 

2. Would the Preventorium plan really make « substantial contribu- 
tion to the Indien tuberculosis problem? 

5. If not, how can the plan be improved? 


I shall deal with each of these problems separately. 


i, Are there aveilable cases? 


It is that the proposed unit will be rum along the lines usual- 
ly implied by the word "Preventoriun", i.e. the inmates will all be in the 
following classes: 


a. They shall be of school age, i.e. six to sixteen and of beth sexes, 

be. They shall not have open tuberculous lesions of eny sort and will 
therefore be non-infectious. 

Ge They shall ell be fit for ambalant treatment and will be up and 
about most of the time. 

d, They shall not require intensive medical or surgical treatment. 


The above is the usual conception of a Preventoriun case. It will be 
found that very few such cages are actually in territory tributary to 
Fort Alexander. 


A veal Preventorium cage is not really a clinical entity. It is an 
abstraction built on the assumption that doctors can predict by examination 
what children are likely to contract tuberculosis. This is, of course, not 
so. It is certainly true that children who have had contact with open tuber- 
culosis are the only ones who ultimately get tuberculosis. But all contacts 
camnot be cared for in an institution, Even if they were, there is no 
assurence that there would ultimately be less tuberculosis among them. The 
sume implies to those with a positive tuberculin test and thoge with lLealed 
childhood lesions. The possibility that contacty with open tuberculosis 
would be breken for children in a Preventorius might operate in their favor. 
This breaking of contact should, however, be accomplished for all Indian 
children in boarding schools without providing separate buildings. This 
could be done by frequent tuberculin tests and x-ray examinations. 
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But suppose no such spread took place, what will be the position of 
these children when discharged to their old environaent at the age of fifteen 
or sixteen? Will the fact that they have been in Preventorium prevent then 
from breaking down at the usu:l age (sixteen to thirty-five)? Probably not. 
Since « larger number than usual will possibly be tuberculin negative, the 
reverse may quite possibly happen; i.e. they may be more susceptible. 


The crux of the whole tuberculosis problem in Indians is no different 
than in whites, i.e. sources of contamination must be removed by treatment 
es att le The Preventorium plan does not do this and it would seem « 
misuse e if they were spent on anything so fantastic when there are 
no many other urgent necessities.

The Menitoba Sanatorium Board, following 
its recent tuberculosis survey of your school reports 
that the following pupils should be kept under 
observation: Bernadette Catcheway, ‘va Nepinak, 
Richard Cook, Bertha Tanner and Alfred Mintuck. The 
preventorium unit at the Fort Alexender Indien Resident- 
jel School was designed for this class of pupil and 
the Department would be pleased if you would arrange 
to have these five children moved to that unit as soon 
as possible. The parents must be consulted before 
their removal and in the event of any of the parents 
raising a decided objeetion you should consult the 
Department in regard to what is to be done next. 


These children will cease to be pupils of your 
sehool as from the day of their removal and may be 
replaced by new reoruits. The very ¢ reatest care 
should be taken to have the new candidates examined 
for tuberculosis as it is not the Department's wish 
that they be admitted if they have this disease in 
ean active or suspicious phase. Candidates of whom 
the doctor is doubtful might in fact be suitable for 
the preventorium unit themselves, but their cases 
would have to be further reviewed. The Department 
will pay the expenses of the removal of these children 
on the understanding that it is carried out in the 
most economical manner reasonable at this time of year.

Dear Sir: 


The tuberculosis survey of the residential 
schools cerried on under the auspices of your ehurch 
in Menitoba has disclosed that at Sandy Bey there are 
three and Pine Creek five children who require 
accommodation in the preventorium recently established 
at your sehool. At your own school there was only 
one, Annie sutherlend. The reverend Principels of 
the other schools heve been requested to have these 
eight pupils removed to the preventorium et es early 
a date as may be convenient end I have no doubt you 
will place Annte Sutherland in the same institution, 
as soon as it comes into use. 


\ As @iseussed with you on more than one occasiog, 
the operation of these units must be considered as 
experimental for a reasonable length of time. You 
may begin by rendering an account for the accommodation 
of these nine children at the rate of $1.00 per day 
on the understanding thet this rate is temporary and 
only designed to cover the cost between the time the 
ehildren ere admitted end the end of the fiscal year 
and subject to revision upwerds or downwards after 
experience has shown what the cost of operation may be.

Dear Sir: 


If the present plans of the Department succeed, 
there will shortly arrive at the Fort Alexander Indian 
Residential Sehool, some nine children requiring obser- 
vation for tuberculosis. These are not sanetorium cases 
but pupils who require additional food, general care and 
shortened school hours so that after a year or so of this 
rest they may resume their original school life at the 
school from which they came. The Reverend Principal 
will require some advice in establishing a proper routine 
for these children and the Department will appreciate 
your ration with him to this end. Knowing your 
active interest in Indian tuberculosis, I have no 
hesitation in asking you to do this and will appreciate 
ea ay oy from you with any recommendations on which 
may based some rather more definite plan for the 
operation of this and other units of the same kind, as 
I think you may know this is the first definite central 
preventorium which the Department has undertaken to set 


Up. 


I do not want to ley down any definite rules at 
the moment saying thet should any of these 
children develop a condition which requires active 
sanatorium care, the Department would be pleased to know 
about it at once as it is not the intention that this 
institution should be used for that purpose.

I wish to convey to you the Department's 
thanks for your summery ay addressed to Doctor 
Stone on December 15, showing the results of the 
survey of the Igdien Residential Schools in Manitoba. 
Instructions are being issued to the principals of 
the Roman Catholic schools to have removed to Fort 
Alexander the nine pupils found in these institutions 
and I think it mey not be necessary to trouble you 
further about these nine ehildren. 


There were in the Roman Catholic schools, three, 
and in the Protestant four cases recommended for san- 
atorium eare. The Department is anxious fhet these 
ehildren should be removed from the schools if it has 
not already been done, and placed in institutions 
where they sey obtain the best care available. ath 

© consent of the parents, I think that the three 
Roman Catholic children might go to the Childrenis 
Pavilion at St. Vitel, but I think there might be 
possible objections to the four ohildren from Elkhorn 
eoing to that place. The Department is not prepared 
to recognize such objections as final as it is the 
nvarieble rule that Indiens, or the parents of minor 
ndians, may choosé any hospital or inetitution 
recognized by Provineiel authority. Tf should like, 
however, to ask you whether you could provide at 
Ninette accommodation for four pupils from Elkhorn 
if their parents object to their going to te Vital. 


There is no central preventorium for Protestant 
observation eases and I note your statement that you 
EB.

I understand, 

as stated above, Dr. Bissett is writing direct con- 

cerning this matter which I hope may be agreeably 

settled. 
The preventorium building is well built 

and wonderfully bright and cheerful.

Dear Sir? 


In reply to your letter 200-115 of January 
11 I may say that in my letter of December 22 I made 
as clear as possible the views of the Department on 
the rate to be paid in the first instance to the 
Principal of the Fort Alexander Indien Residential 
Sehool for the accommodation of Indian children in 
the preventorium at that school. If the last para- 
graph of my letter is taken literally as it was 
expected to be, there can searcely be any misunder- 
standing. In the letters of the same day addressed 
to you, care wes teken to state thet the children 
admitted to this preventoriun would cease to be 


pupils of the schools where they had formerly been 
and there could be no further question of erant 
or Indian education in their cases. Rev. Father 
Brachet may present accounts at the rate of $1.00 
per day for each child. 


The reference in your letter to Doctor Bissett's 
recommendation is not quite clear, but I may repeat 
the Department's view end policy that it does not wish 
nor propose to have the preventorium used for the 
necommodation of children suffering from definitely 
active tuberculosis,

If they belong to the Departwent no doubt they oan be sent 
here without any trouble. If, however they actually belong 
to Hinette Sanitorium, procedure towards getting them will 
be somewhat different. In any event it ia most desi rable 
that we have them here, and if your department will secure 
them for us we will undertake to see that they are kept 
safely, and returned either to the department, or to the San+ 
itorium authorities when requested. If it && necessary to 
@iseuss this matter with either Dr. Stone, or Dre MeGill, 
they will I how understand immediately the desirability of 
our having the films here, 


I hope within the next two weeks to be able to draw 
up & definite sahemo for the control of 7. Bb. on this regerve 
and eubmit the same for suggestions and approval to the direct- 
or of the Department. 


Just another point I note in the letter written by lire 
MacInnes to the Rev. Father Plourde that mention ie made of 4 
recognised specialist in T. Be being available especially in 
regard to the preventorium work.

This building is now completed and furnished. As you 
inspected it with me it is not necessary for m to point out 
that it is a most attractive and well laid out little institut- 
ion. 


In the report mde by the Hinette Sanitorium Clinde in re- 
gard to the children attending the Yort Alexander Indian 
Residental School, there is specifically mentioned some 
twenty seven childron who have aigne and stigm of 7. B. in 
som form, although the report says that they are not necessar- 
ily of present or active disease. ' 


I went over these children and find that they are all under 
weight, a number of them also need their Tonsils removed. 


I have a copy of a letter dated July 6th, 1957, written to 
Rev. Je O» Plourde, O.MeIs, Winnipeg, and signed by T. Re le 
Macinnes, acting rector of Indian Affairs. This letter deals 
with the construction and operation ef the preventorium, now 
completed at Fort Alexander, and in paragraph three it is 
intimated that thirty children will probably be the usual 
number of residence there. ‘hie paragraph has been ape cifically 
drawn to my attention by the Reverend Principal of the School. 


I have taken the children mentioned above, and placed tham 
in this preventorium for observation, extra diet, ote., and 
just what period of time they will be there it ie impossible 
at the moment to say. As soon ae their weight and general 
condition picks up they will be placed once again with the 
regular sohool children. 


I heve lately received a letter from Dre MoGill, and it 
is quite ——— that the Director is taking 4 personal int- 
erest in is preventorium.

Attached you will find a copy of a letter written by 
me to the Rev. J. Brachet, Principal of the Fort Alexanéer Indian 
Residental School, dated February 2 1938, in connection with the 
se recently established at the Fort Alexander Indian 
School. 


First let me say that the children from other reserves 
about which you wrote me on December 22, 1937, have not as yet arr- 
ived. If, and when they do, provisions will be made to take care of 
them. 


Under rules governing the admission of patients to the 
Preventorium,I might have added that no Non-Catholic child will be 
admitted, egcept on direct request of the department. It is too 
bad that this type of institution is not open to all the children 
on the reserve, as there are @ great ag Ang would certainly bene~ 
fit by being admitted. I am anxious to ow if I have met your 
wishes in placing this particular group of children in the event- 
orium. I discussed with the Medical men who conducted the T. Be 
elinie, the advisability of placing these particular children in the 
Preventorium for special care and diet, and they agreed that un- 
questionably it would prove ef much good. We intend to keep & very 
careful record of all these children, in oréer that you may be able 
to judge as to the effectiveness of this type of an institution for 
Indian children, who are T. 3. contacts, and whose general health is 
somewhat below pare 


Could the Department arrange to have a Dentist visit 

periodically, in order to see that the childrens teeth are kept in 
good order. I am requisitioning from the Department, & Scale with 
measuring rod, clinical thermemeters, hospital charts, and some extra 
God Liver O11, and Iron Tonic, which I hospe you will be able to sup- 
ply for the Preventoriun. 


I would appreciate greatly, your advice in regard to the 
general set up of the Preventorium, especially as to the daily rout-

As you 
will note from hia letter, (which I have shown you), Dre Mo@ill is taking a personal 
interest in this institutions Just wmat financial aif has been provided by the de 
partment I do not know, consequently we must, consistent with giving adequate care 
to the ohildren, keep a close eye on expenditures. The success or failure of this 
inetitution will apparently have a decided bearing on the departments policy in re~ 
apect to the establishment of similar institutions elsewheree We must therefore use 
every effort towards seeing that ohildren admitted are given every chance to benefit

Dear Dr. Stone: 


I had occasion last week to meet Father 
Brochet, Principal of the Fort Alexander school and 
also Director of the Preventorium. He informed me 
that he has only four children that might be classed 
as preventorium cases. Three of these come from Sandy 
Bay and one from the Fort Alexander reserve. So far 
he has received no children from Camperville, Fort 
Frances, Kenora or McIntosh, 


If all the children in the above schools 
and districts who were declared preventorium cases 
were to be sent to Fort Alexander the Preventorium 
would be more than filled. My purpose in writing you 
today is to acquaint you with the facts in the case 
and to urge upon you if you deem it advisable the 
necessity of fairly prompt action if we wish the Pre- 
ventorium to fulfill the purpose for which it was 
erected.

In reply to your letter of April 26 I 
may say that the Department has long since given 
instructions that the Preventorium cases from the 
four residential schools you mention be removed to 
Fort Alexander. The instruction was made conditional 
on the consent of the perents and as you point out, 
none of the cases from these four schools have gone. 
Some light is shed on the matter by a report just 
now received from the Indian Agent, Fort Frances 
that he has not been able to induce any of the 
parents to ellow their children to go. The sentiment 
among them in that neighbourhood appears to be that 
"they would rather see them die here than send them 
away and have them die at Fort Alexander". 


It appears to me that something might be 
accomplished by wh sphonaey work on the part of the 
school Principals if the Indians et other places had 
the same views as those et Kenora. Perhaps you are 
in the best position of anyone to request the Principals 
to do what they can in thie direction. At the same 
time the Department will see what can be done through 
the Indian Agents and Medical Officers.

Dear Sir: 


In rep to your letter 5-415 of April 27 
i may say that the Department is very discouraged at 
the attitude of the parents of the children recommend~ 
ed to the Preventorium section of the school at Fort 
Alexander. Yer from there being any likelihood of 
the ehildren dfing at Fort Alexander, the Preventorium 
there has been set up as © poses where they will 
receive even better care a attention than they 
eould have in eny ordinary residential school where 
they will be among ohildren of their own kind, have 
emple rest and no work and where every effort will 
be made to produce happy surroundings for then. If 
there wes any prospect of these children dying or 
even becoming bed oases, the Department would not 
think of sending them to any sohool. 


Thies appears to be a matter in whieh the Indien 
Agent, Medioal Officers and school ‘rincipals should 
all combine to explain to the indiens the true facts. 
The Chureh which operates the Fort Alexander School 
has very kindly spent a good deal of money in provid- 
ing this institution and the Department hes furnished 
it also at considerable expense. It hopes that this 
kindness and thoughtfulness will not be defeated by 
the very persone for whose benefit it was intended. 
hile thie letter is addressed to you, copies are 
being sent to other Indian Agents who will cather from 
it what the Department would like them to do at their 
\wonoles.

It may well be that this letter does 
not cover the whole field and that other aspects 
of the problem may have to be decided on the 
ground.

An earnest endeavour has been made in

Dear Sir:- 
Re Preventorium - July & August. 


In answer to the inquiry of the Department 
regarding the care of some pupils in the preventorium 
during the month of July,I beg to say thet we hed no di- 
reotions from the Department. Dr. Bissett, however, in- 
sisted on keeping during the holidays ¢i1 the pupiis ca- 
rea for in the preventorium. 


Regarding the three pupils brought to the 
preventorium from Sandy Bay,one,Marie Louise Beaulieu,was 
found to be well enough to be discharged and I brough 
her back to Sandy Bay at the end of June. The two others, 
aceprding to the report of the Ninette Clinic,had to be 
kept in,and we did keep them throughout the holidays. 

The others were taken out by their parents in turns. 
This account for a few days marked on some patients. 
We regretted, however, that some went away. Annie Suther- 
land ,for instance,lost 10 lbs. during her holidays. 


I may add that for the month of August 
we have only on the report the two pupils from Sandy Bey, 
Louisa Malcolm & Harry Houle. ‘The two others ,who have 
each 4 and 3 days to their name,were brought tack before 
the end of the holidays.

Dear Sir, 


I wish to refer to your letter dated 
December 5th, file 125-1-25 and to say that & 
accompanied Dr. Adamson to the Fort Alexander ‘School 
on December 30th. The trip was somewhat delayed but 
the Doctor was unable to leave prior to that date. 


The roads were very heavy from Pine Falls 
to the school and it was necessary to hire a special 
livery for this trip. 


The eight pupile without po sitive tuberculin 
reaction have been discharged and at present there are 
27 receiving special care. Dr. Adamson is reporting 
on the situation but in my opinion there is little ground 
for criticism, as the situation now stands. If this 
'preventorium’ is to be operated as outlined by Dr. 
Adamson, it will require addit jonal equipment and staff 
and will be almost a ‘sanatorium’. I do not know if the 
school authorities are willing to do this. The Rev. 
principal feele that an inetitution of this nature, operated 
in conjunction with a school, will change the environment 
and make the preventorium children restless, thus preventing 
their rapid return to health. He aleo intimated that, if 
carried out, the present financial arrangement would be 
insufficient. 


Dr. Bissett acted on Circular 706e778 dated 

August 5th and made his admissions from the previous clinic 
report. I did not advise Dr. Bissett of letter 125-125 
dated September 2lst but did advise Doctors Adamson, Ross 
and Jackson and Mr. MoEHachern. The circular made clear to 
me that the Provincial Tuberculosis Glinic was to be used 
if available and Dr. Bissett knew the clinic would later 

be making a return visit to the school. 


As pointed out above, I feel we can offer very 
little criticism other than with regard to the eight pupils 
and even in these cases I believe Dr. Bissett acted in the 
interest of the children, and felt that three or four months 
special care would tide them past a possible preakdowm. 


The clinic has recommended fourteen pupile. Four 
have not yet arrived but we hope to secure their admission. 
We have not received any, 48 yet, from Ontario. Di sch arges 
can be affected any time to accomodate new admissions.

To supplement and confirm our conversation on the 
above subject, I wish to make the following comments! 


Three questions immediately arise, namely: 


1. Ave there enough suitable cases to fill thirty 
beds? 

2. Would the Preventoium plan really make & 
substantial contribution to the Indian tuber- 
culosis problem? 

3- If not, how can the plan be improved? 


I shall deal with each of these problems separately. 
1. Are there available cases? 


It is presumed that the proposed unit will be run 
along the lines usually implied by the word “preventoriun", 
iev@e the inmates will all be in the following classes! 


a. They shall be of school age, i.e. six to sixteen 
and of both sexes. 
be. They shall net have open tuberculous lesions 
of any sort and will therefore be non-infectious. 
co. They shall all be fit for ambulant treatment 
and will be up and about most of the time. 
ad. They shall not require intensive medical or 
surgical treatment. 


The above is the usual conception of a Preventorium 
ease. It will be found that very few such ases are actually 
in territory tributary to Fort Alexander. 


A real Preventorium case is not really a clinical 
entity. It is an abstraction built on the assumption 
that doctors can predict by examination what children 
are likely to contract tuberculosis. Thies is, of course, 
not so. It is certainly true that children who have 
had contect with open tuberculosis are the only ones who 
ultimately get tuberculosis. But all contacts cannot be 
cared for in an institution. Even if they were, there 
is no aseurance that there would ultimately be less 
tuberculosis among them. The same implies to those with 
a positive tuberculin test and those with healed childhood 
lesions. The possibility that contact with open tuberoulo- 
sis would be broken for children in « Preventorium might 
operate in their favop. This breaking of contact should, 
however, be accomplished for all Indian children in 
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_ boarding schools without providing separate buildings. 
This could be done by frequent tuberculin tests and 
x-pay examinations. 


The death rate in infants - which is said to be 
high - would obviously be unaffected. Also % as many 
would be infected up to ging to sehool, While in the 
Preventorium there would presumably be less spread of 
infection. This would, however, probably not be absolute. 
Among thirty suspects or alleged closed cases there would 
always be some who would become “open”. Indeed the 
oriteria by which we have previously judged cases to be 
“Open” or “closed” have recently been brought into question. 


Im any event, a very close serutiny would need to be kept 
to prevent spread in the institution. 


But suppose no such spread took place, what will 
be the position of these children when discharged to their 
old environment at the age of fifteen or sixteen? Will 
the fact that they have been in Preventorium prevent 
them from breaking down at the usual (sixfeen to 
thirty-five)? Probably not. Since « larger number 
than usual will possibly be tuberculin negative, the 
reverse may quite possibly happen; i.e. they may be 
more susceptible.

An inetitution at “ort Alexander might possibly 
contribute something if it went right out to treat tuber- 
eulosie among young Indians in the ordinary way. ™ 
might be arranged that patients be sent into Sanatorius 
for a few weeks or months observation and when oonsidered 
euitable be transferred to Port Alexander where they eould 
continue modified Sanatorium care and pneumothorax if 
necessary. Even then I feel that there would never be 
enough of school age Indian children to fill thirty beds. 
However, I suppese the age limit for inmates could be 
e + Sueh an institution, proper supervised, might 
develop into a very useful organization. 


The plane of the new building which you showed me 
are qiite good except that there are no single warde 
whatever, and when one is treating many ehildaren 
facilities for isolation is imperative otherwise you 
would be almost always harassed with inter-current 
infect: ous diseases. 


I hope you will not consider these opinions as being 
merely destructive. They are offered in complete candor 
and sincerety and I think the epinions given are these 
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~ gonerally held by el! these experienced in the treatment 
of tuberculesia. 


I feel that thie whole matter should be referred 
to the Committee recently appointed in Ottawa for the 
eonsideration of the Indian problem in Canada.

In accordance with your suggestion, Inspector A. G. Hamilton and I 
visited the Fort Alexander Preventorium on December 50, 1958. 


I examined the records and the x-ray reports of the 27 children now in. 
They all have demonstrable tuberculous lesions which are healed or healing, 
and none of them can be called open cases in the ordinary sense, and none 
of them require care in a fully equipped Sanatorium. Some of them may at 
times produce tubercle bacilli. 


This situation is a very definite improvement over the one that existed 
when the Travelling Clinic examined the school in October, 1938, when of 34 
children only 6 were considered to be proper cases and 8 were actually skin 
negative. According to Dr. Bissett and Father Brachet, these 34 were put in 
on the understanding that the institution was to be run on the original idea 
of Preventorium, i.e., it was to be used simply as a unit in which under- 
nourighed and generally run down children should be given extra food, rest 
and medical supervision. Their instructions apparently specifically stated 
that potentially infectious cases should not be admitted. These instructions 
are contained in a Head Quarter's circular letter No. 706778, September 21, 
1938. 


Since the Travelling Clinic report (October 17, 1938) the 8 negative 
reactors have been discharged. Also, 10 “spreader echool" cases, 46 selected 
by the Travelling Clinic, have been admitted. At present the large majority 
of the patients may be regarded as suitable cases for the institution. 


The obvious objection to the present situation is that the new cases sent 
in are potential spreaders and might possibly contaminate the children in the 
school with whom they freely associate except with regard to sleeping quarters. 
If it is to be run as a "spreader school", arrangements for complete isolation 
from the other school should be made. It is obvious that this would require an 
extensive change in general routine and establishment. Separate dining room, 
class room and play grounds will be necessary, and these children should not be 
allowed to mix in any way with those of the larger school; also, @ nurse or 
attendent with some training in tuberculosis should be available, and the treat- 
ment should be continued throughout the yeer and not simply for the school year. 


These suggestions came as @ surprise to Dr. Bissett and Father Brachet 
who apparently up to now considered that the procedure would be similar to that 
which was in vogue last year. I am convinced that when they selected the

children at the beginning of the season they were both acting in accordance 
with what they considered to be the wishes of the Department, and I think it 
is true to say that neither of them had had any specific intimation of the 
chenge of procedure. 

To reduce the danger of contamination I have suggested thet in the mean- 
time the Preventorium children should be separate in the dining room and use 
separate dishes. 


I did not go into details as to the extent or the expence of the changes 
that would be necessary if the Department is of the opinion that this Unit 


should be run strictly as a “spreader sthool". An estimate in this regard 
can be made. 


If the Department is satisfied with the policy of a “spreader school", 
arrangements should be made to have the appropriate changes made. In the mean- 
time such steps as are possible under the circumstances will be taken to 
prevent contact between the two groups of children.

Enclosed please find my report on the Fort Alexander visit. 


I shall be very glad to assist the Department in eny way I can in 
making this Unit a satisfactory one to all concerned. On the next occasion 
when we have a meeting of those interested in tuberculosis the whole question 
of the feasability of rumning a real "spreader school" in that particuler 
locality will be discussed. It probably can be done but it will likely be 
necessary to use other meane to bring the children in from their homes. 


The future plans in connection with this, I think, should be made in 
consultation with the Sanatorium Board. If the Department wishes me to 
act as their consultent I think they should have a definite understanding 
with the Sanatorium Board that I am acting in such capacity. I do not think 
’ thet there is any likelyhood of any objections to such an arrangement but 
I sometime would feel much more comfortable if the Sanatorium Board understood 
my position.

Re: Fort Alexander ventorium 


In my recent inspection trip to Manitoba I 
visited the above institution in company with Inspector 
Hamilton and Doctor Bissett. 


The institution consists of two dormitories 
which are, to all intents and purposes, © part of the 
main school. 


The type of children chosen by recognized 
authorities such as the travelling clinics of the verious 
provinces for this kind of institution fall into a very 
definite group. They all have demonstrable tuberculous 
lesions which are healed or healing, are not open cases 
im the ordinary sense and do not require care in a fully 
ogeas7es sanatorium. They would include the children 
with enlarged hilar glands and the so called childhood 

or primary infection type of pulmonary tuberculosis. 
of them may et times produce tubercle bacilli. 

and joint cases which had been treated in a sanator- 
and were ambulant or on casts could be removed to 
type of place for more economic care. 


I now quote from @ report on this institution 
to the Department on January 5, by Dr. J. D. Adamson, 
Winnipeg, & recognized authority on tuberculosis, with 
which report I fully coneur: 


"The obvious objection to the present situation 
ie that the new cases sent in are potential spreaders and 
might possibly contaminate the children in the school with 
whom they freely associate except with regard to sleeping 
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quarters. If it is to be run as 4 "spreader school", 
arrangements for complete isolation from the other 
school should be made. It is obvious that this would 
require an extensive change in general routine and 
establishment. Separate dining room, class room and 
play grounds will be necessary, and these children 
should not be allowed to mix in any way wth those of 
the lerger school; also, 4 nurse or attendant with 
some training in tuberculosis should be available, 
and the treatment should be continued throughout the 
year and not simply for the school year." 


It is not reasonable to remove children 
from one school because of the obvious danger t hey are 
to other pupils, and bring them to another school where 
they are in constant contact with the other children 
except for sleeping quarters. 


The Reverend Principal of the school recognizes 
this fact, and asked me not to transfer the children from 
Western Ontario to the Preventorium until the question 
was settled and some more suitable way of earing for 
these cases found. 


I think I should point out the experience of 
Dr. Geo. Ferguson, in connection with these "observation 
cases" at Lebret school. While they were kept in the 
school, although under supposed segregation and special 
routine, twenty-five new cases of tuberculosis soveiazes 
in one year. ince they have all been removed from t 
school, not a single new case has Weveloped in more than 
two years. 


I do not believe the present Unit to be at 
all satisfactory and it is distinctly dangerous. Nor 
do I believe that elterations eould be made to make it 
satisfactory. Such a Unit should be entirely separate 
and away from the school where non-tuberculous children 


are living. 
Therefore I recommend the abandonment of this

In accordance with your suggestion, on May 15, 1959, in company with 
Inspector A. G. Hamilton and Dr. E. D. R. Bissett, a visit was made to the 
Fort Alexander Preventorium. 


All the children in the Preventorium were examined, their x-ray plates 
(teken by the Travelling Clinic on May 10, 1959) having previously been read 
in collaboration with Dr. E, L. Ross and Dr. D. S. Scott. There has been a 
gratifying improvement in most of the children as judged by examination and 
plates.

The significant recommendations are therefore: 


1. Five children should remain as preventorium cases and two others should 
be admitted. These children are potential carriers and require special supervision. 


2. Two children have been recommended for Sanatorium care. They can be 
definitely improved by treatment. Pending admission to Sanatorium they should 
remain in the Preventoriun,. 


The discharge of the other children to the school or to their homes may well 
be delayed till the end of the school session. In this way their studies will 
not be broken into and duplication of transportation arrangements will be un- 
necessary. 


It is recommended that those children selected for preventorium treatment 
shall remain in the institution throughout the summer and be re-examined for dis- 
posal before school opens in the fall. It would be unwise to allow them to return 
to their home environment after having brought them to their present improved 
condition by special supervision and care. In a few months most of them should 
be fit to resume their usual life; those who are not will likely need more energetic 
treatment in Sanatoriun, 


I cannot speak too highly of the conscientious and intelligent efforts that 
Father Brachet and the Sisters have made in their attempt to assist these children. 
They have done the very best that could be done under the eiroumstances. They 
have implemented the suggestion that preventorium children should be segregated 
from the school children in the dining room and that they should have separate 
dishes. ‘The children still mix freely with the other children in play and class

rooms. This is a definite hazard to the healthy school children. Under the 
circumstances this hazard has not been very great because very few are potential 
carriers. If the preventorium were filled next fall with real "carriers" the 
risk would be very serious, and the children in the echool would be in no better 
position, so far as infection is concerned, than in their own homes. 


It is urged that the Department arrange to make the Preventorium into 
a real “carrier school" ‘or use it as 4 boarding schol for healthy children. 
The latter alternative is probably preferrable since surveys during the coming 
year will probably not discover 4 sufficient number of carrier cases who can be 
persuaded to come in. If all the known cases who are clinically carriers, but 
do not need full Sanatorium care, can be made to come in, and if proper facilities 
for segregation can be made, the institution might serve a useful purpose.

Adameon's report from which you will see that 20 
children may be discharged. I am writing the 
Rev. Principal today disclosing the findings and 
advising that the instructions from Ottawa state 
these children are to be discharged from the 
preventorium. 


Two are recommended for sanatorium 
treatment and five are to be retained with the 
addition of two new ones--& total in the preventorium 
of seven children. 


Dr. Adamson and the Board agreed 
and recommended that these children, if possible, 
be retained at school during the holidays and then 
re-examined. Ie this recommendation approved? 


I believe the preventorium , 
even though operated under a number of difficulties, 
has rendered a splendid service and I find the Rev. 
Principal ready at all times to co-operate in any 
effort put forth for the welfare of the children.

The Bishop of Saskatchewan has inclosed a 
memorial from the Synod of his Diocese, asking for the 
establishment of a boarding gohool in the Pas agenoy, 
to be built by the Government ,te accommodate 50 pupils 
at the usual per capita grant. 

The question of openinga boarding or indus 
trial school at the Pas has been before the Department 
since 1887, and applications from the Church of Fngland 
for such a school have been renewed from time to time 
since them. ‘There are some 260 children of school age 
in this agenoy; practically all of them are recognized 
ac metibers of the Church of Fngland. To meet the ed 
ucaticnal neecs of these Indians there are eight dey 
sohools, conducted under the auspices ef that Church. 
The last published annual report shower. an enrolment at 
these schools ef 185, with an average attendance of 96+ 

In the memorial it is pointed out that many 
ef the children cannot attend day sohcols, and of those 
whe dO attend they are so irregular that practioally 
they receive very little education and it is olaimed 
that experience fully shows that funder existing con 
ditions the day schools are hot very effective. I 
regret to say that this statement is in the main correct, 
but there ig no reason why day gohools should not be 


made 
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made effective. This could be done by raising the 
Present salaries and holding out inducements te of- 
fiolent teachers to take charge of these schools, 

and although the olergy generally,and some few 
layman, hold that the enly way to oivilize and educate 
an Indian child is to place him in an industrial or 
pearding sohool, where he will be removed from the 
influence of the reserve, I do not share this opinion, 
ag my experience hac taught me that the boarding and 
industrial schools do net , in most oases, achieve the 
end aimed at. The ex-pupils of these schools, I have 


learned from reliable information, failed, with fow 
exceptions, to benefit from their stay there, and to 


mako any return for the large cutlay entailed in main= 
taining such institutions. Tor the six years and nine 
months ended March 31, last, the cost of sohools of 

this class in the West was olose upon two million 
dollars, and I oleim that,if a portion of this sum had 
been expended in bettering the Indians! condition on 

the reserve and improving the existing day schools, 
better results gould have been obtained, As an argument 
against boarding and industrial sohcols, I might point 
out that the long hours and confinement tells against 
the health of the pupils, as is conclusively shown by 
our medical reports, Then again, the relieving of Indian 
parents from all responsibility for the maintenance of 
‘heir children does not encourage industry and self- 
reliance, and the pupil, whe has had» everything found 
for him up to the time he leaves scohood does not show 
much inolination for steady work when he is removed from 
restraint. In fact, the greater number are much more 


helpless 
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helpless and disolined for steady work than those whe 
have never attended schools of this class. These 
remarks are more applicable to boys than to girls. 

The memorial, as before stated, asks the 
Government to contribute the full oOst of wuilding and 
equipping the sohook, and, should it net be suoccess~ 
fully carried on with the usual per capita grant, which 
ig most likely, the Department would have to meet the 
deficits. Again, if the Department once undertakes to 
pudld and equip boarding sohools and hand them over t® 
Teligious denominations to carry en, it will be flooded 
with applications and there will be no limit to the

secceeesesThere are day schools on all the reserves,taught in 
a good many cases by the missionary, and they were all in 
operation,with the exception of Shoal Lake which was 
closed for the want of a teacher. It seems impossible 
for the Indians to grasp the benefits conferred by the 
educating of their children; but if a school happens to be 
closed for want of a teacher as in the case of Shoal Lake 
they make great complaints, open it up and they do not 
seem to care whether their children go or not, and if it 
was not for the children themselves,very few would attend. 
If the teacher neglects to go around,and is at all care~- 
less,the attendance is very poor. Take the schools as 
a whole in this agency, they are very poor, and few 
children over ten or twelve attend. A boarding school 
at the Pas is asked for by the Agency Indians, and would 
suit them much better than sending the children to the 
Industrial Schools. They object very strongly to send- 
ing their children so far from home. An occasional one 
dies while at school, and it is very difficult to make 
them understand that all these schools have the very 
best medical advice.

On the Pas Reserve there are two schools,— The 
Pas and Big Eddy, These must be Classed as failures, owing 
largely to nomadic habits of parents and partly to inefficient 
teachers, The school population of this reserve as shown 
by 1909 census was 63.

Venerable Archdeacon MacKay of Battleford oalled 
on me on the I?th. instant with reference to the Ohurch of England am 
Schoole in the Saskatchewan Diocese. The growing difficulty of 
obtaining pupile for the Battleford Industrial School end the need 
for new buildings there if the School is to be continued has forced 
the Bishop to consider the situation. 

Evidently the arrangament which the Department made with 
the Presbyterian Church on the Glosing of the Regina Industrial 
School commends iteelf favorebly to the Ohuroh of England. Archdeacon 
Mackay presenged the attached memorandum, making alternative propos~ 
itions; first, as to an increase in the grant for the existing Board~ 
ing schools and the establishment of a new Boarding School at the 
Pag: second, proposing the closing of the Battleford Industrial School 
and a partition of the granty amongst the other schools on an inoreased 
soale of per capita allowance. This latter proposition appeals to 
me as being in line with ouf policy of closing the larger Industrial 
schools and where Boarding Schools are at all required to establish 


them upon the Reserves. It involves also. the improvement of three 


Day Schools. The present buildings of the Battleford Industrial 


“ 
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School are in a dilapidated condition and if the School were to be 
longer maintained we would have to consider putting up a new building, 
which could not be done to meet the needs of the institution much 
under $50,000.00, Taking everything into consideration, therefore, 
I think we should accept the proposal to close Battleford, allow the 
Boarding Schools at Lac la Ronge and Onion Lake an increase in their 
per capita grant to $100.00, establieh a Boarding School at the Pas 
providing for [00 pupils at $I00 and either make an addition to the 
present Lac la Ronge Boarding School or erect a new School at Montreal 
Lake. We should be able to build a school at the Pas for about 
$30,000.00. 

I do not think it would be advisable to decide hastily on 
the needs of the Montreal Lake situation but to consider the matter 
most carefully before we decide what mutidinge 40 erect. In Arch- 
deacon Mackay's memorandum of the funds available for redistribution 
under the new plan he includes those fommerly voted for Emmamel 
College. This item disappeared from the Eatimates some years ago, but 
we could close a number of day echools in the Pas district which are 
now doing very poor work. While I think the Church of England might 


have some olain for consideration as to the loss of Enamel College

At a meeting of the Pas band held on the resefve on the Sth. 
of August last, the question of a boarding school for the Pas 
Agency was again brought up by the band and fully discussed. The 
Inéians are getting anxious on this subject,as a poarding gchool 
was promised the bend by Mr-Marlatt,the late Inspector for the 
district,at a meeting held by him over ten years ago,end they 
think that the promise should be carried out as soon as possible. 

The Canadian Northern Reilway is now at this point. A lerge 
lumber mill hes been erected by an American firm,s0 ell kinds of 
material for building can be obtained at reasonable prices. The 
band at this mecting passed a resolution unanimously thet they 
offer a free site to the Department of 320 acres any place on the 
reserve. In my opinion a boarding school should be built at this 
point,sey for eighty children,as all the bands in this Agency 
would send their children. 

I would recommend that serious consideration be given this 
matter by the Department,as I am aware that the English Church 
authorities would be very glad to take charge of a boarding school 
at this point.

With regard to the representations made 
to the Department by His Lordship Bishop Newnham on 
the advisibility of establishing an Hospital for 
the Indians,I would certainly consider the plan of 

the greatest importance and benefit to them. 

The medical attendance as it is at 
present is unsatisfactory in the results,while the 
Doctor is attentive and painstaking ,the apathy and 
negligence of the Indians themselves in carrying 
out his instructions ,render his efforts in many 
cases of little use. The mode of living of the 
people ,their nomadic habits,moving as they do from 
place to place and living in tents,as well as sleep- 
ing on the ground,makes the attendance necessary 
in severe cases an absolute impossibility. 

In view therefore of the proba- 


bility of a boarding school being built at The Big 


Eddy I would recommend amiospital in connection 


therewith,where outside cases from the other reser- 


ves could be treated.

With reference to your letter No.373371-1,0f date 
the 17th.ult. I may sey that having looked as fully as 
possible into this matter of a hospital in connection 
with the Indien boarding school on the Pas reserve,beg X 
leave to report as follows. 

In the course of my inspections during the past 
four years in this and other Agencies,I have found on 
all the reserves a number of cases,drawn to my attention 
by the visiting Physician,and also coming under my Owm 
personal observation,where @ simple operation would cure 
the patient. When the Doctor's attention was cal- 
led to these cases he invariably declined to operate 
because his personal service could not be given to the 
patient for any length of time after the operation. 

For instance,in the summer of 1911,on the Manitow- 
apah Agency, an Indian came to see Dr.Clarke on one of 
his reserves,for a@ swelling on the side of his jaw,the 
Doctor gave him something to rub om his cheek,but told 
me later that it was a very simple operation to remove 
the lump and cure the young man,but he would not operate 
on account of not being able to give ,say a weeks 
personal attention to the wound. 

The average Indian does not give very much atten- 
tion to personal cleanliness,and in their houses the 
game characteristic disregard of hygiene prevails, in 
consequence of this trait our medical men are afraid of 
blood poisoning in connection with operations on the 


reserves,in their homes.

All surgical cases should be sent to the hospital, but 
the Doctors on the Menitowapah,and The Pas,agencies 
hesitate about sending such cases which are not im- 
medistely dangerous to the hospital,on account of the 
very large expense to the Department of Indian Affairs. 

The closest Protestant hospital to this agency at 
the present time is at Swan Lake,distant about 193 
miles from Le Pas,and in addition to this all the bands 
in this agency are situate from 75 to 100 miles from 
this point,with water communication for at least six 
months in each year,end a hospital situate where this 
boarding school is puilt,will be easily accessible from 
all the reserves in the Agency. 

After carefully looking into this matter I have 
come to the conclusion that the establishing of a small 
hospital in connection with the boarding school,would 
be a great favour to the indians of this agency. 

As to the expense, outside of the building,it would 
only be necessary to heve a trained nurse of experience, 
as all the other help required would come from the 
staff of the school and the elder pupils,(as at Birtle). 

There is also the side of the question,the penefit 
to the school itself. There are times when when & 
number of the pupils require @ weeks lay off in the 
hospital for minor ailments,which can be better looked 
after under the personal observation of the nurse,and 
the advantage thereby conferred it would be hard for 
me to estimate. After consultation with Dr.Orok, I 
have drafted a rough plan of pbuilding required,with the 
probable cost of same,which you will find enclosed.

I have been requested by Mr. S. Jd. Jackson, Inspector 
of Arencies, to report to the Department on conditions that exist 
among the various bands under my care that would make the ad@dition 
of an hospital to the proposed school an essential part of the 
scheme. 

In my July report I mentioned havine seen various cases 
that could enly be treaged successfully in hespital, and at the 
end of anether month in the work I am still more ef the opinion 
that such a place is needed here. por instance a woman broueht in 
a child twe years eld suffering from a pad form ef hernia, This is 
her third child and beth the others had the same trouble and are 
poth dead. It is possible that had th® pector had the necessary 
hespital facilities semethine might hgve been dene for the little 
ones. t+ would be an utter impossibility to do any sert of surrcery 
in the houses, they are so filthy, and the minute you wow d be out 
sieht even if you did risk one they would be plastering over the 
wound with decoctions of their own. “ith a small hospital and a 
nurse in charge this aifficulty would be evercome. I am only 
mentionine this one instance of a case requiring surf#ical treatment 
but there are é@thers just 45 urg nt. 

Apart from the sureicaj aspect of the question I am of 
the sure opinien that we could cet great benéfit from a place of 
this kind with many of our medical cases. Saw # case of acute 
Rheumatism the other day, the patient lying on the floop. I found 
on enquiry that there was net a bed in the house, am the sick as 
well as the sound slept practically in the same heap of blankets. 
This state of affairs you will admit would not tend to the welfare 
of either. This practice of crowdine the ill and the well into 
the same room and often into the same bed is anether argun 
support of our request. Again, too eften the Dector in char 
the Indian work, just because he is unable te apply the same 
scientific principles in,the treatment of his Indian, as he cen 
to his white brother, is unable to eet the same satisfactery results

If the Pas Indian Boarding School 
4s to be built during the next season,it would be 
greatly to the benefit of the pbuilding operations 
4f say ten acres of the Island was cleared this fall 
before the snow gets tggedeur The trees should be 
made into cordwood,and the brush piled and burned. 

It would also be advisable to put down a well 
near the site of building when the same was cleared, 
and have it finished before building starts. 

As the Island is underlaid with limestone it 
will be necessary to have the well drilled. 

All the wells around here at the present time 
are shallow and have only surface water,by going 
into the rock a never failing supply,such as is 
wanted by an institution of this character,is usually 
found. Two well will be required one at the school 
and one at the stables. I would recommend that 
this oe ee work be done before next spring.

at such a distance from their base of operations. 

I would recommend that tenders be called for,say not later 
than the firet day of Jamuary,and to be in the hands of the Dept. 
by the 15th.day of March,and that such advertisement be placed in 
lewepapers in the following places,Winnipeg,Portage La Prairie, 
Brandon, Dauphin,Saskatoon,Prince Albert,and The Pas. 

If this done,from what I kmow of the situation,the result 
will be satisfactory to the Department. 

As there is a large limestone quarry on the property it might 
be advisable to consider the question of using that material in 
the buildings,there is also a large quantity of sand and gravel 
in the immediate vicinity suitable for concrete work. 

It would be greatly in the interests of building operations, 
if my former recommendation to clear 10 or 20 acres on the Island, 
end put down a well,were carriéd out,the Indiens will all be home 
from the fall hunt by the middle of December,and would be glad of 


the opportunity of doing this work.

Saskatchewan wrote under date of the 31st ultimo recom 
mending the appointment of the Rev. Louis Laronde as 
Principal of the new Pas Boarding school, He is a 
French halfbreed, a graduate of St. John's College 
and withdrew from treaty in 1909, He is a married 
man and has had experience as a teacher in Indian day 
schools, Venerable Archdeacon MacKay has also recom 
mended his appointment in a letter received today, 60 
far as his educational attainments go Mr, Laronde is 
fully qualified, but it is a question for you to decide 
whether you wuld be willing to intrust the success of 
a new school to a half-breed, I think our past experience 
goes to show that we wuld be taking great risks in putting 


a school of this elass in charge of a half-breed. 
The Bishop inquires what is to be done in re- 


gard to salaries of the principal and any of the staff who 
may join before the @& school is open. His lordship says 
that it will be necessary for the principal to be there 
sometime in advance of the opening of the school. 
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As this will be a per capita grant school there 
will be no money coming in until after the school is opened. 
His Lordship would like the Department to assume the pay— 
ment of the salaries until the per capita grant comes in 
and, as they have no money available for meeting current 
expenses even after the school is opened, he thinks the 
Department ought to furnish funds to start the school, to 
be repaid gradually out of the per capita grant, It is 
certain that the church has no money and if the Depart- 
ment makes an advance they will be starting in debt and 
it will take them a long time to wrk it off. 

With regard to the stock which is to be trans- 
ferred from the Battleford School Mr, Inspector Jackson 
is to arrange for this being done, 

I think under the circumstances the Department 
Will have to make an advance to the school to enable them 
to purchase their supplies, Which could be deducted from 
the quarterly earnings.

The Pas Agency consists of six 
Reserves, viz., The Pas, Moose 
Lake, Chemawawin, Cumberland, 
Shoal Lake and Red Earth; it} 
embraces an Indian population of | 
1077 souls at the last annuity pay- | 
ments, when was paid the sum 
total of $5720.00, 

The largest Reserve is The 
Pas, which also leads in popul 
tion. These Indians draw more 
money annually than any of the 
other bands in the Agency, due} 
to their sale of the land which now 
forms The Pas townsite. These 
Indians, being more numerous, 
also usually earn more by their 
hunting than the others. — In pre- 
vious years, their carningsamount- 
ed to thousands of dollars annu- 
ally from the fur hunt alone, the 
prices of furs being so encourag- 
ing, that all who were able went} 
to gather in the fur harvest. At 
the close of the fur season, which 
is May '5th., each hunter of thrift 
had a substantial account to his 
credit. What a contrast is found 
this season. ‘The war between th 
Allies and Germany, hascomplete 
ly demoralized fur prices, and the 
Indians find it difficult to make 
even a living. I write now of the 
Reserves in general, 

‘Times have been hard for our 


Indians. ‘The fur trade outlook 
was so discouraging at the begin-| 
ning of last winter that the usual | 
outfitting for the winter hunt was! 
stopped by the various traders and | 


stores. The Indians were there- 
fore thrown upon their own re- 
sources, which generallv, towards 
winter, are limited. The Dept. of 
Indian Affairs, upon proper re- 
presen ns being made to them, 
stepped in and gave assistance to 
the more deserving cases. Ammu- 
nition and twine were given to 
help them in fishing and to store 
game for their winter use. En- 
couragement was given to lay up 
provisions, rather than to exert 
themselves in the fur hunt. Pro- 
visions had been placed on every 
Reserve for the aged and destitute, 
but owing to failure in prices for 
furs, our issues began in sume in- 
stances earlier than usual. Con- 
sequently, the supply ran short 


| sooner than in other years and had 


to be replenished, 

Farming is encouraged among 
the various Bands, as far as i 
practicable, considering the nature 
of the country, whigh is not adap- 
ted to grain growing. Potatoes 
and vegetables are freely grown 
and mature well. In this, two Re- 

ves, Shoal Lake and Red Earth, 
excel ; there are grown the finest 


| potatoes procurable, and in large 


quantities. These Indians always 
have a large surplus, which they 
sell to the Finger Lumber Com- 
pany at a fair price. 

rhe Reserves are visited in sum- 
mer by gasolene launch, the “O- 
gema;" and in winter, by dog- 
trains aud, in some cases, by 
horses. We touch at all Reserves 
by water with our launch, with

OUR BOARDING SCHOOL 

In order to. give our readers 
some conception of our School, 
we herewith subjoin a brief sketch 
of the site, buildings, and the pre- 
sent Staff of the School. 


School is situated on 
Fisher Island, about six miles 
from The Pas, and near the Big 
Eddy of the Saskatchewan River. 
The site is called an island be. 
cause, at high water, it is entirely 
surrouned by water. At this 
time the only means of access is 
by boat which could come to with 
in 200 yards from the School, At} 
very low water, a narrow neck of 
land to the east connects the Is 
land to the main-land, and it is| 
possible to walk over this crossing 
on foot. Ordinarily, however, the 
water is high enough to is slate us, 
and crossing over to the main 
land «sth horses would not be} 
possible. The Fisher Creek to] 
the south ef us flows in a south 
erly direction and enters the Sask 
atchewan two miles away. A 
chain of la‘es and mud-flats forms | 
the other barrier around the Is. 
land. Fisher Island is about 
acres in extent, and is thickly 
wooded with white poplar, with 
a sprinkling of birch and a few 
spruce, and the only clearing is 
a 20-acre space around the School 
With the exception of a few acres 
this clearing is thickly studded 
with stumps and stones, and it 
will require hard work to clear] 


enough acreage for a farm. The 
soil is vegetable mold over a clay 
sub-soil, which, with cultivation, 
should be productive. The thick 
woods which cover the Island will 
provide fuel for some years to 
come; while hay, barring flood 
will be plentiful. The character 
of the Island points to farming as 
our principal means towards self 
support, and this fits in with our 
hopes and aims. Other sites may 
claim superior advantages in the 
way of accessibility and beauty 
of surroundings, but we believe 
thata site of equal acreage and 
natu resources would be diffi- 
cult to find within the same radius 
from The Pas, 

THE BUILDINGS. 

The main building is a three 
story frame structure on concrete 
foundations, goft. by 85ft., in the 
shape of a T, with commodious 
balconies on the whole of the 
iront, where are located the _fire- 
escapes, consisting of brass. slid 
ing poles, with doors leading out 
from each dormitory and hallway, 
In the basement are located the 
bakery, acetylene gas-plant, laun- 
dry, drying-room, tank room, with 
a 3000 gallon compression tank, 
anda large soft-water cistern, 
boys’ gymnasium, and the furnace 
room.

ot her pupils. 

Miss K. S. S. Upsdell, our pri- 
mary teacher, has a second class 
professional standing. She re 
ceived her training at Goldsmith's 
Training College, University of 
London, and her practical ex 
perience consisted of six year's 
teaching in London and in Dart- 
ford, England, and one year_ in 
Canada, at Coblenz, Sask.

| which completely blocked the ri- 
iver. Here we would disembark 
and use canoes, usually hired from 
Shoal Lake, and were paddled up 
to Red Earth Reserve. Here also 
all freight for the Indian Depart- 
ment, the Hudson's Bay Com- 
pany and Reyvyillon Freres, was 
landed by the Ross Navigation 
}Co,, and freighted onward by ca- 
noes and by waggon. This jam, 
I am glad to say, was taken out 
by the Saskatchewan Government 
last winter, and a passage cleared 
through which boats may now 
pass and land right at the school 
house door. 

On each of these Reserves 

established a day school, and a 
teacher is paid by the Dept. of In- 
dian Affairs to teach the rising 
| weneration the rudiments of educ- 
ation. It is to mé an interesting 
thing, during my visits, to exa- 
mine these schools, and note what 
progress the children make. Some 
/of the children are indeed clever, 
while all appear bright and happy. 
| ‘The parents are anxious to see 
\their children attend school, on 
some of the Reserves especially. 
he Pas, Shoal Lake and Cum- 
berland Bands, responded nobly 
in filling The Pas Residential

Dear Mr. Jackson, 

I om just finishing a three days' visit here, and am 
much pleased with buildings, equipment (as far as it goes), and 
state of work, end condition of pupils. All is going well, and 
I think you will have cause to be proud of your Pes School. 

I quite agree with Mr. Laronde, and I believe with your- 
self also, that a good stock in the stables will tend to economy, 
thet the school should raise all its own milk, butter and potatoes, 
hay, &c., some beef and poultry, &e. These things are costly 
to buy. The school might also sell some. Il hear you are ask- 
ing the 1.D. for 6 more good cows and a young bull, besides hens 
and pigs. I hope you will obtain them. Is it any use my writing 
to Ottawa to back your request, or will you in your letter tell 
them that 1 am very anxious to have these things? and I think I 
can promise good results. We need a really good bull. The 
present one is poor, also good milking cows, at least 6 more. 

It will be easy to reise hay, roots and other fodder here. 
I thank you for all you have done, and for all you are 


going to do.

I mve just been staying for three days at the 
“John A. MacKay" Boarding Sehool, The Pas. In my jud@grent 
all is going on exceedingly well, There are just now 82 
children on the roll and one more just under age, who will 
go in the roll next quarter. They are the healthiest looking 
lot I have seen at any of the schools, and in manners and 
conduct already show a marked improvement; while they seem 
very intelligent and are making rapid progrees in their learn- 
ing. I am exoceedingly pleased with all I see at the school. 
The buildings ard equipment also merit cormendati n, and IT am 
really grateful to the Deyartrent for wuch an institution, 
and rave told the parents of the pupils that they are very 
fortunate. Ofcourse the equipment is not yet complete by any 
means, especially as regerds the farming and other out of 
door Oepartments, but I think thet for a beginning it is in 
fairly advanced condition, All this has meant hard and faith- 
ful work on the part of the Principal ed all his staff and 
I think praise is due to them, ‘The work has been all the 
harder be@ause they are a little short handed, Miss Moody 
has been absent from serious trouble following a broken arm 
which hae necessitated serious Surgical treatment, But we 
hope that she will be back very 800m, and we are expecting 
another lady alse to take charge of baking ani laundry work 


which for some time has been done by wembers of the staff who 
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should be free from this extra work, There will also be 
changes in the mie staff, but Ido not think you need be 
anxious about the capability of the Principal nor as te 

the faithful diligence of his work. I comider that consider 
ing the manydifficulties inseparable from the initiation of 

the sehool and the lack both in equipment and in funds at 

the start, he has done remarkably well. He is very enthus- 
iastic and exyects to make the sohool return a good proportion 
of the cost of mintenance if he is only allowed a Teasonable 
outfit of tools and in livestock md Ido hope you will 
persuade the Deyartment to be as liberal as possible, and to 
respond to his applications for equipment in cash as fully 

as possible. The Church ever has much money that it oan 
donate to Indian Schools and just now, owing to hard times 

in the West, the church is poorer than usual and we must 
depend m&inly upon the Indian Deyartment to find the equipment, 
though we are prepared to account for it and to maintain it 

in good condition, 

For example te I earnestly beg the Indian Department to 
®lliow the Prinoiml, Rev. L. Iaronde, the amount asked for 
(with this letter) to cover expenses incurred in org@nizarion 
and before he could begin to claim Capitation Grant, 
Organization is really part of equipment and is not yert of the 
mintenance . It was necessary that some members of the staff 
should be on hand fma few weeks before the pupils arrived to 
put the sehool in order, set up the furniture, Clean up after the 
contractors, and this, I say, is ree lly yart of the "equipment®

I am enclosing two accounts’ =~ 
for expenses incurred by the principal of the McKay 
Boarding School in connection with getting hay for 
the stock belonging to the school. I have not certified 
the accounts, as they were incurred without my know- 
ledge. 

In connection with this hay, I 
heg to say that hay this séason was procured at great 
expense. The water in the Saskatchewan river rising,over- 
flowing its banks and flooding the whole surrounding hay 
meadows. While the hay season was on I ran the Doctor's 
bont over the school haygrounds, there was then 3} feet 
of water over them. They had to go up the Saskatchewan 
River, and after cutting for a time, had to build a stage 
and stack their hay on this. The weter drove them away 
from this place, and they had to go away up the Carrot 
river,where they put up aout 90 tons. This hay will have 
to be hauled 35 miles by teams.

Bohool, which he thought wae due to % etoppage in the sewer, and 
that he thought it would be well for me to go out to investigate. 

Go I left for there on Wedneaday morning Nov. 24th, and arrived 

the following day and went out with Dr, Robertson, who is acting 

for Dr. Orok, to the Hospital and Indian School, I found thirty 
eases of typhoid fever {noluding four of the ataff at the Sehool, 
and the Housekeeper at the Hospital. & women nad been authorized 

to assist st the School, #0 I left her to take care of the staff, 
siok at the Bohool, and 4{netruetions for all the pupils, laid up at 
the School, to be removed to the Hospital with their beds and bedding, 
as soon as snother nurse had arrived from Winnipeg, for whom I had 
telegraphed for. The nureae at the Hospital wae absolutely alone, to 
dook gig look after abot ten oases, and it wes utterly imposaihle 
for her to ocontinus without help. I requested Wr, Taylor, the.Agent, 
to have a woman replace the Housekeeper at the Foapital for 2 month, 
and that with the assietance of the ggtra nurse, who left here on 
Pridey morning, Nuree Jenner says that she thinke they couli manage. 
kt will mean shout twentyfive oases at the Hoepital, and there are 
more cases developing each day.

The Indians of Canada, as a race, through no fault of their own, 
have played buta minor partin the War. Atthe commencement of the 
war there were few more eager to offer their means and personal 
services than the Indians, but for some incomprehensible reason 
their offers to form battalions or regiments were refused, although 
they were not debarred from enlisting individually, as it were onthe 
quiet, and their money was ac¢ epted. ‘This anomalous state of af- 
fairs is now ended, and the Indians can take their place as an integ- 
ral part of the British Empire, and go forth, as a unit, to fight for 
King and Country. The Indian has played a no mean part in the 
history of Canada, his courage and steadiness has been proved on 
many a battlefiield, while his loyalty is undoubted. Their native 
qualities will make the Indians, once they adapted themselves to the 
intricacies of modern warfare, good soldiers, trench fighting would 
come natural to them, and, as scouts and snipers, they would have tew 
equals, ‘There are already many Indians at the front, fighting in 
the trenches with credit to themselves and to their race, many are 
now in training and we feel sure that they will rally round the Flag 
as long as there is need and their numbers last. 

For the Church this movement means a call for further sacrifice, 
-—~to provide, as leaders, men who understand and sympathise with 
the Indians, or in other words, Indian missionaries and workers. 
As its capacity for sacrifice and the loyalty of its members is well 
known, the Church may confidently be expected not to fail in this 
crisis.

DOINGS OF THE SCHOOL. 

Since our last issue we have 
passed through an anxious and 
critical time on account of an epi 
demic of sickness which visited 
the School from about the mid- 
dle of October to the middle of 
December when the last 
went down. Owing to the 
culiar nature of the sy mptoms we 
failed to obtain a definite dia- 
gnosis of the epidemic until after 
six weeks, by which time the epi 
demic had reached its height and 
thereafter soon spent itself. The 
variously 
as due to ptomaine poisoning, 
injudicious or over-eating, sewer 
gas poisoning, mud-fever from 
the eating of ducks, etc con- 
sequently our efforts to combat 
it were ofa random nature. The 
Department sent its Medical Su 
perintendent, on Noy. 25th., who 
pronounced the epidemic a mild 
type of typhoid. Vigorous mea 
sures were prescribed in the way 
of diet, disinfection and the iso 
lation of patients in the hospital, 
At its height there were 21 pu- 
pils down with the disease, and 
§ out the Staff. With the help 
of nurses supplied by the Indian 
Department we were able to car 
ry on the usual routine of the 
sx hool. 

Happily all our pupils and 
Staff have come through the epi- 
demic as well as ever: but it 
not permitted us to come tt rough 
our time of trial altogether with

out sorrow. The infant son of 
Rev. and Mrs, Laronde, atatime 
when the mother herself was sick, 
became a victim of the typhoid

by four classes of schools-~the Day, the Improved Day, the Board- 
ing, and the Industrial Schools. Beginning in this, and in sub- 
sequent issues, we hope to deal with each type of school, and en- 
deavour to point out their respeetive merits and defects and _rela- 
tive importance and interdependence. The Day School, with 
which we deal in this issue, is, in point of numbers the most im- 
portant, but in results the weakest in the chain; yet its persist- 
ence, in spite of general condemnation, consists in the fact that it 
is a pioneer in its field, a flame, however feeble, where otherwise 
would be scholastic darkness; matters would be infinitely worse 
without its existence, and itiseapable of modification and improve- 
ment as to become potent for good in its field, The day will come 
when, as a Consolidated School, it will take its rightful place, in 
the vastness of its sphere of influence and capacity to keep in ad- 
vance of the civilisation of its neighbourhood, to a position of the 
first importance, as the foundation and nourisher of all other 
types of schools, The attainment of this desirable end is now in 
its initial stage; its realisation is a matter of liberality on the part 
of the Canadiag people 
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DOINGS OF THE SCHOOL. 


The health of our pupils for 
the past four months has been 
excellent, and there have been 
but afew minor ailments inci- 
dental to the season. 

With the break-up of the river 
the high water has cut us off 
from the mainland and there 
was no crossing except by boats 
for over two weeks. 

Our gasoline launch, the ‘‘Big 
Eddy,’’ has been thoroughly 
overhauled, cleaned and painted, 
and is ready again for service. 

The pupils viewed with regret 
the sudden cessation to their hoe- 
key and skating, but, with the 
optimism of youth, they have 
turned to quoits, baseball, foot- 
ball, and other summer pastimes 
and games, and find them fully 
as delightful asthe winter games, 
An innovation has been made 
for the girls in the introduction 
of baseball among their games, 
and judging from the comments 
overheard this game has come 
to stay. 

The boys have no more occa 
sion to covet the girls’ swings, as 
they have had a double swing 
with horizonal bar put up for 
them; another is soon to go up, 
with a third swing and a trapeze. 
We have now a full equipment 
to occupy healthily the leisure 
hours of all our pupils. 

Our pupils have shown their 
eagerness to learn the English 
language by voluntarily asking | 
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that they be forbidden to talk 
Cree; we were prepared to make 
a rule to this effect sometime in 
the future, but we hardly expect- 
ed to have our hands forced in 
this manner, and to have to jump 
in eighteen months from exclu- 
sive Cree to exclusive English 
Although we know the hardship 
and lapses it will cause, the rule 
has been made, to apply at first 
only within the building. We 
notice that the children are more 
subdued than formerly ahout 
the building. 

That the interest and love for 
the Cree hymn-book méght not 
be destroyed by overuse the 
Sankey & Moody hymn-book 
has been introduced for use in 
the Sunday School. We now 
have the Cree hymn-book a 
the Sunday morning Service, 
Sankey & Moody in Sunday 
School, and the Hymn Book at 
the evening Service and daily 
prayers. 

With the passing away of the 
snow our almost endless warfare 
against brush, stones and stumps 
ha renewed in earnest. 
The boys work in relay half 
being at school while the othe: 
is in the field; while from four 
to five the girls add their willing 
hands to the work, and the boys 
in the field are reinforced }y 
those just out from school. 
Though the work is still vast, we 
are able nore and more to 
tralize our efforts on the impor- 
tant work of the farm.

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THE DAY SCHOOL. 

The day schools form over 75 
per cent. of the total number of | 
schools in Canada for the educa- | 
tion of the Indians. There are 
supported by the Government, 
are Government inspected, but 
are under denominational con- | 
trol. The salary paid is $300 a 
year. <A change for the better 
was made a few years ago inthis 
respect, and a certificated teach- 
er can now receive $500. 

The Day School was the ear- 
liest experiment in the education 
of the Indian, and was the result 
of missionary enterprise. The 
first grant by Parliament was) 
made in 1875, when $2000 was 
voted for day schools in Ontario. 
From that time this class of| 
school has passed gradually into | 
the hands of the Government. | 
The typical day school of the | 
old type was unpretentious: a 
simple one-roomed building was 
planted in as central a location 
as possible on a reserve, and gave 
tuition to the children who choose 
to come to the school for five or 
six hours per teaching day; 
while the teacher was empowered 
to help and encourage the pupils 
by the issue of two hard-tack bis- 
cuits to each. Owing, however, 
to the peculiar condition of most 
of the Indian reserves and the 
characteristics of the people, the 
insufficiency of the average day 
school became apparent at the} 
outset. The following are the

1. The nomadic habit of the 
Indian which takes him away 
from the reserve for long periods 
at a time in pursuit of his livli- 
hood, prevents regularity of at- 
tendance. An absence from the 
school for two months on the 
part of achild nullifies that child’s 
previous half-year’s training. 

2. Too often there is apathy 
and a lack of desire for advance- 
ment in both parent and child, 
and the advantages of the school 
are neglected or used only spas- 
modically. 
The deterrent of 
Many 
children have insufficient cloth- 
ing during the winter, and the 
provision for a mid-day meal is 
in many cases neglected. 

4. When the child comes to 
an age between 12 and 14 years, 
the call of the wild overcomes 
his fondness for the school; 
he is then required to help at 
home. The school age of the 
average child is thus from 6 to 
12, and the limit of education is 
the 2nd or 3rd Reader. 

5. The supply of fuel for the 
winter months is left to the man- 
agement of Indians, and too of- 
ten they have not sufficient in- 
terest in the school to induce 
them to fulfil this duty, and, in 
consequence, the school is fre- 
quently closed.

On July 26th last I made a visit of inspection 
to The Pas Indian Boarding School. T found that on 4&o- 
count of the very high water in the Saskatchewan river it 
will be impossible to get any hay this season. No hay 
will be obtained during the present season Snywhere wi th- 
in forty miles of The Pas- Mr. Taylor, The Indian Agent, 
was arranging to £0 out with the Councillors of the Pas 
Band to seeif they could get hay somewhere in the Moose 
Lake district. If they find hay, they will out it up and 
then drive all their stock there after the ice forms and 
will winter their stock where they put up the hay. 

IT am sending you attached @ statement showing 
you what the school will likely heave in the way of feed 
for their stock, the land cleared, and the number of hor- 
pes and cattle they now have on nand. I am of the opin- 
fon that it will be adiveable and necessary to come to the 
relief of this school by assisting them to buy hay for the 
coming winter. If this is not done authoirty will have 
to be given them to dispose of their stock. The deficit 
since starting the school 18 roughly $3000.00 and the 
church feel tmt they cannot increase this to the large 
extent necessary to feed the stock on hand during the 
winter. 

It will take about 100 hundred tons of hay to 
feed their stock and in the Swan River or Melfort districts 
I can buy this hay baled for about $8.00 a ton delivered at 
the Pas. As you will notice by the Statement they now have 
cleared about 20 acres more land and if assistance was given 


this fall they could clear this land of stumps and tones 
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and have it ready for planting fodder corn next Spring. 


I would recommend that assistance be given 


as outlined and if thought advisable I will go up @nd 
see that matters are arranged as desired by the Depart- 
ment.

This sum is sufficientiy large 46 to be 
embarassing and might cause inconvenience. We bec, therefore

r. We began operations in 1914 with endeficit of $200, ine 


in our taking over the buildings from the Contractors and put- 
ting in running order. 

Il. For our first Quarter, instead of receiving our full 
income of $2000, we received only $1369, due to 4 shortage in 
our numbers, which in turn was caused by the difficulties of: 
travel at the season we opaned the School. 

III. In 1915, our first season, we suffered from floods 
and drought. To provide feed for our stock we had to go far 
afield for hay, incurring , over and above what we considered 
would have been the legitimate expenses had we cut from our 
flats, an extra expense of 91700. Our farm also, for drought, 
caused us loss. 

IV. In 1916, our pecond season, we suffered from even worse 
floods than in 1915, and also from rains in Spring and 
dgvought in Summer. whe feeding of the stock in summer, fall and 
firet part of the winter, was 4 continual expense, while our 

farm did not make 4 return of the outley put upon it. 

Vi In this season, when we saw that a bad flood was inevit+ 
able, help was procured, after our seeding was about done, to 
provide an emergency pasture of about five acres for our stock, 
entailing an expense in this work and in other things of 4 simil- 
ar nature,, te provide against the flood, of about $1000. 


VI.Because our gasoline had become unsafe, we found it neces-

necessary to procure @ new hull in @ knock-down state, ata 
cost, for the materials alone, of $200. 

VII. The freezing of water-pipes, sewer, septic-tank and 
septic-tank outlet, has made it necessary to open up these lines 
in the dead of winter, for which fires and their attendance 
were required day and night, and entailing anmutley of about 
$200 to date.

We believe that the Dept. will recognize that our circum 
stances have been very difficult, and of such a nature a8 to 
make a deficit unavoidable. We beg therefore to make applica- 
tion to the Dept. for relief and aid in the form of a loan of 
about $3000, with as low an Interest rate a8 possible, for a 
term of at least two years, the princi pal to be paid off in ine 
etalments of about $200 per quarter out of the Per Capita Grant 
to the School. These terns are only suggestions dictated by our 
needs; we believe that the Dept., if generous enough to give us 
the loan, will also be gemerous 48 to terms.

Bishep Newnham in hie letter ef the 27th of July states that the 
church cannot and will not permanently carry the burden of the Indian 
Department, and he encloses a memorandum explaining the cause of the deficit 
of thie school which amounted to $9173.94, which he claims is largely due 
to the destruction by floods and the unsuitability of construction for 
drainage, electric lighting, water connections, etc. 

This school is built on Fisher Island in the Saskatchewan River, 
Le Pas Agency abcut six miles from the town of Le Pas. The site was 
selected by Mr. Jackson and Mr. Fisher, and was approved of by Bishop 
Bewnham, and contains 349.7 acres, which was presented by the Chief and 
principal men of the Le Pas Band on the 19th of August 1912. 

The contract for the school building and hospital was $76,578.00. 
In addition to the contract , the following amounts were expended; cellars 
$406.50, inetelling furnece and cistern $198, erection of outbuildings 
$2664, pump and tool house $40, acetylene tank room $443.25, fence and 
closet $575, estras: petting in sewer and pipe $1200, trenching for and 
connecting water and gas $1076,24, installing cistern, etc. $693.76, 
making well $2'/1, metal ceiling, eavestrough and pipe $723, extra 


windows, doors, etc. $370 sundry extras $162.93,- Making a total amount 
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amount of $91, 411.68. 

Mr. Laronde ,the late principal on the 10th of March 1917 gave 
the following summary of the expenses which the school had been put to under 
his management.

The Bishop admits that Mr. Laronde'’é want of judgement and incompetency of 
manegoment may have contributed somewhat to the large deficit. When Mr, 
Laronde was recommended to the position of principal by Bishop Newnham in 
August 1914, the Department wrote the Bishop stating- " that while he 
recommended Mr, Laronde's educational qualities, it was no assurance that he 
head the ability to conduct a school of thie class. The Bishop was informed 
that the school would be conducted on the per capita grant system, and, while 
the allowance is considered enough under careful business management to meet 
all legitimate demands, there can be no margin left and it will require the 
closest economy and supervision to make ends meet. The school will have a 


deficit from the start, as funds will have to be advanced to enable it to be 
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be carried on from ite inception which will have to be repnid out of the per 
capita earnings. The Department regrets that it cannot accede to your 
Lordship's wish to place this school in charge of Mr, Laronde, as it does not 
consider that he has had the necessary experience to enable him to success- 
fully carry on an inetitution of this clase." To this letter Bishop Newnham 
replied that he had already appointed Mr. Laronde, and on the 22nd of 
September the Bishop was again written and told-" that, in view of the fact that 
he had practically become responsible for the appointment of Mr. Laronde as 
principal of this school, the Department will consent that he be given a trial 
on the distinct understanding that, should his management not prove satis- 
factory, his services are to be dispensed with on three month's notice." 
Bishop Newnham in his recent memorandum claims that the architect, 
contractor, and those responsible for the location and character of the school 
are to blame for its deficit, but on the 2fth of March 1915 Bishop Newnham wrote 
the Department stating that he was exceedingly pleased with «11 he sew at the 
school, the buildinge and equipment, slso the accommodation. While the 
buildings were in the course of erection the Department engaged the services 
of a building inspector who was employed for 18% days at $6 a day, The 
location chosen is said to be the best in the locality and, as before stated, 
selected with the approval of the Bishop, and if any faults are now to be 
found with the drainage, lighting, water system etc., they are probably due 


to careleseness and incapecity of the management, however it might be well 
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well to carry out the Bishop's suggestion that Archdeacon MacKay be asked for 
his proposals to remedy it. 

The trouble with this school is want of funds. The per capita grant 
of $110.00 is insufficient. Eighty pupils are provided for which will rive them 
a gross income of $6800 a year. It will require at least $3500 to pay salaries 
which only leaves $5300. For the year ending December 31, 1916, food, 
and incidental expenses cost $5060.33, and clothing cost $445.74 a year, a total 
of $5945.67. No saving could be made in any of these items and it is suite 
evident that the school cannot be carried on for #110. 

Norway House and Cross Lake are in receipt of $175 per capita being 
claseed in the Northern Division. As the church is not in a position to 
supplement the grant at present allowed the MacKay Boarding School, and if 
this school is to be continued the Department will have to place it on the

There. were 85 children on the roll, which 
included the three mentioned in letter 128-1-10 of

The children in Standard one are progressing 
very well, as in fact are all the pupils of the 
school. To-day there are four of the pupile writing

Soon after the new Principal took charge 
some of the bog boys raided the store room and got 
some extract, and generally misbehaved during the 
absence of the Pg#incipal, who was in town. On his 
arrival back at school he investigated the trouble and 
decided to bring the boys in here, and the boys were 
suitably punished, 


Matters seemed settled after this, until 
last week when the same bunch of boys brought their 
Skating boots,with skate@ attached, in to town here 


‘and sold them to a second hand store, The same day

two of the boys arrived back at school drunk. We found 
that one of them had bought pepperwint extract at a 
local drug store, and I placed the Qrug clerk in jail for 
a month after due trial. The Princigal recovered the 
boots and skates frow the second hand dealer, 


The Principal is new to his work, but is 
doing his best to control matters. However, the whole 
institution will be disorganized if things keep on as 
at present, I have given the Principal my full support 
at all times, 

It seems that something more than straping 
the boys will have to done, but I wish authority before 
taking further steps. There are one or two means we 
have under discussion, 


First - Try the boys under Sec 139 Indian 
Act for being drunk, This puts the school in a bad 
light, and wight seem to the parents too drastic, in eas 
the boys were sent to jail, 


Second- Take the boot theives in front of 
& Magistrate and have them sent to the reformatory, 
This is also too drastic in my opinion. We have to 
keep so many things in mind as to the effect on the 
parents as well as the children,

Sir,— I have the honor to report that I visited 
the IMackay Boarding School on tue 14th inst, the 
medical officer came with me, 


The health of the pupils was very good, 
an epidemic of influenza of mild type had gone 
through the school lately, but all the pupils were 
about over it at time of my visit, Some minor 
ailments were treated, 


The building was very clean and the 
rooms all kept in tidy condition, The cupboards 
supplied were all in position, but the bed springs 
had not been changed yet, the new onew will be 
put in place shortly. 


There were 82 pupile on the roll at time 
of my visit, but the March return will only show 
80, as two entered after April lst. 


The principal asks if the Department will 
request the Provincial School Authorities in 
Winnipeg to arrange to have the Inspector visit the 
Mackay School this spring. Last year the Indian 
Department informed me that arrangements had been 
made for this work, but up to date no Manitoba 
Inspector has visited any school in the district. 


The Principal also asks if the old hospital 
building near the school can be given to the school, 
I have made numerous reports on the condition of 
this building, it ie going to pieces. Mr. Tinney 
wants to use the lumber in the building to make 
a new shed and a stable, and to use the cellar as 
a root cellar, The only salvage we could use would 
be the windows, doors, furnaces and furniture, and this 
could be shipped wherever desired, I do not know 
whether we will ever use the building as a hospital 
again or not, the expense of putting it in shape 
would be heavy. 


Matters at this school seem to be settled 
dow, the staff get along better than they did last 
autumn, The Principal has not got the business head 
of the former principals and will have trouble with 
his own superior officers in time, as he is inclined 
to walue the dollar too lightly.

Manitoba as far as garden produze is concerned. 
This year in addition to the regular garden they have 
about 1¢ acres of experimental farm work put in. 
Premier John Bracken visited the school last 
fall and asked the Principal if he would care to have 
, free issue of various secds, if so he woulu have wiew 
supplied, The Principal agreed to put in a plot if 
a regular plan was supplied, and the eged is now planted 
with the following varieties. Plot 
Timothy, Fescue, Western Rye, Brome, Alfalfa, Alsike, 
Red Clover, Sweet Clover, Ruby Wheat, Marquis Wheat, 
Banner Oats, Golden Rain O&as, Can. Thorpe Barley, 
0.A.C,. Barley, Premost Plax, Spring Rye, Sunflowers, 
Corn, Sudan Grass, Millet, Turnins, Mangles, & Potatoes. 
The boys in the school are more interested in this 
experiment that anything else, they have the plot 
as smooth as tennis lawn. I will have a copy of the 
result supplied to the Department, 


In addition +o the above there is in crop, 
ractically all sown, 5 acres potatoes, } acre onions, 
; acre oarrots, 1 acre swede turnips, 14+ acre sugar 
beets, } acre rape kale,2 acres fodder corn, + acre 
general garden produce. 


There is a fairly large field of alfalfa which 
will give two crops this year, 


We have organised a footbal! league here with 
two white teams, a Pas Band team, and the school team, 
This helps to get the boys acquatnted with the white 
men, and to mix with them on some terms of equality. 
The local saw mill always supplies a job to any of the 
members of the football team, which also helps out. 


The two Indian teams played yesterday at the 
school, but the boys got beaten. Most of the reserve 
team are ex-pupils of boarding schools,

The staff seems to have settled their disputes 
and matters are going on very quietly there now. 
The building as usual was kept in a very neat and 
tidy condition, and sanitary arrangements are all that 
could be desired, There 4g little sickness in the 
institution, just two cases that require medical 
attention, the doctor will visit the school to-morrow 
I expect, 

the principal drew my attention to the following 
repairs and replacements which are required. 


f The school has not bech painted on the outside 
since it was wilt. A good job ras made by the 
original nontractor, but now the building needs paint 
to preserve the wood work. I think this should be 
allowed, the Department srobably has had similar 
buildings painted and can figure the cost. If not 

1 t could have a figure submitted if the Department 
requires same. 

The screening requires replacement in many 
places, 200 lin feet of 36 inch wire would eost about 
$40,090, I would beg to recoil end that it be supplied. 

The air compressor on the water system should 
be renewed, tie cost is about yopeQ05 a txip by the 
plumber costs us $15,009 and we will save this work 
by supplying a new compressor. 

The Principal asks if we vill supply @ varrel 
of lime for the outside closets, the cost is $5.50. 
this is a new item, mat it seems reasonable, 

“ The gasoline engine for pumping water is 
continually out of order. A new hep. field engine 
will be required, the eost is $250.00. This is 
another place where the plumber gets a revenue, and 
there secns Little use i trying to carry on with the 
old machine, it is continually giving out. 

Mr. Tinney also asks if the Department will 
allow a grant for further clearing of the lané@d.on the 
island, he has to enlarge his fields to get fodder 
for the cattle, and asks for 4 evant of $100,909 wilen 
would be paid out to Indians for work as done some 
years ago. 

We also asks if the electric light plant was 
passed in the estimates, this has been promised 
pefore. 

I em not aware of the ammount of funds on 
hand for this institution, but practically all the 
above requirements are urgent. 


I give on the next page an outline of the 
agricultural activities at this place.

Sir:- 


I beg to report that I consider that the 
Principal of the Mackay School is too severe in 
punishing the children at that place. 


I have drawn his attention to that fact 
previously, but his idea of correct punishment 
is different to mine and he does not seem to 
get any better. ‘The Indians have also had 
arguments with him on this Question. 


Last *riday one of the pupils named Arthur 
Dorion, aged 15, was brought in to the office by his 
parents to show how he had been treated. He was 
black from his neck to his buttocks where he had 
been strapped{| altogether too much abuse in these 
times, though I have had plenty worse myself in a 
different country than Canada. It appears that the 
boy could not work as he had blistered hands from 
handling a hay fork or some other tool, and he got 
trimmed for this. He fought back I understand when 
he was getting strapped, and made the Principal lose 
his temper. 


I called in Bishop Lloyd and Rev. Mr. Fraser 
to show them what was going on at the school as the 
?rineipal has cemta&t always denied abusing the 
children. 
= Nurse Lucas ia at the school at present 
and 7] asked her to watch out and advise how the 
other children are treated. 


The school is going on fairly well in 
other ways and I would be obliged if you could 
take up with proper authorities the matter of 
whipping the children, I can do nothing at this 
end.

Dear Dr. Weetgate: 


I regret that it ie necessary to draw to your 
attention a report from Mir. Indian Agent Waddy with reference 
to the principal of the Mackay Indian Reeidential Sehool. 
Our repreeentative's letter reade in part ae follows: ~- 


"Last Friday one of the pupile, named Arthur 
Dorion, aged 15, wae brought in to the office by hie 
parente to ehow how he had been treated. He wae 
black from hie neck to hie buttocke where he had been 
etrapped, altogether too much abuee in theee times, 
though I have had plenty woree myself in a different 
country than Canada. It appeare that the boy could 
not work ae he had blietered hande from handling « 
hay fork or gome other tool, and he got trimmed for 
thie. He fought back, I underetand, when he wae 
getting strapped, and made the Principal loge hie 
tember. I ealled in Biehop Lloyd and Rev. Mr. Fraeer 
$o ehow tiem what wee going on at the gchool, ae the 
Prineipal hae alwaye denied abueing the ehildéren." 


Mr. Waddy etatee that thie ie not the firet time 
that he hae spoken to Mr. Bird with reterence to dieciplinary 
meaeuree. Indian parente aleo have protested in thie 
connection. 


Mr. Indian Commieesioner Graham recommende that 
the principal be peremptorily diecharged and I am forced 
to agree that a man who apparently loeee hie temper ie not 
@ proper pereon to gnide the livee of children. 


Please give thie queetion your earliest conei der- 
ation and inform me concerning what action you propoee to 
take.

I beg to submit the following explanation in regard to 
Arthur Dorian. 


On August the 28th the above boy was reprimanded by 
Mr. Grant,the Farm Instructor, for sending another boy out to 
the barn to milk his cow, and not turning out himself. He said 
his hands were blistered. This, however, was not the case as he 
has a habit of getting another boy to do his duties whenever he 
gane The Farm Instructor 4nformed him that he would not be 
allowed to play football at night as a punishments The boy Laugh- 
ed and said something to the other boys in Oree and Mr. Grant then 
+o1d4 him he would have to miss football for one weeks 


Mr. Grant reported this to me, and as I was getting 
gome Gasoline in preparation for going to town, the boy came in 
the Engine house, apparently in a bad temper. I turned to the 
boy in the presence of another boy, and said to him "You must not 
be rude to the staff or take things into your own hands. If you 
do not feel fit to do your duties report to Mr. Grant? _He-took 
no notice, so I said “Arthur, aid you hear me art uz?" He

turned around and shouted back to me "Yes,I heart I’walked over 
to h a4 placing my hand on his shoulder remarkéd "Arthur, my 
boy, I%do not allow any boy to speak to me like that." He threw 
my hand aside and caught hold of mp apparently with the intention 
to fighte After a struggle I got his arm behind his back and 
to1a4 him that he would have to come to the office to be punished. 
When we arrived in the office I gave him a few strokes with the 
strap on the hand. He put his hands up and in order to avoid a 
repetition of his closing in again struck with the strap at his 
arm. He received four or five strokes on his back and shoulders 
ere he put his hands downes 


I gan well understand that it possibly left a mark as 
he would only have his summer clothes on covered with his jacket. 


I then told him that though boys in the past had 
wrestled with former Principals that I would not do so. Then I 
gent him out to his duties. On arriving home from town I heard 
that he had gone home. He was brought back next day- 


. His father who was away at the time, on arriving in 
Thé Pas, came up to see me, and brought an ex-pupil to interpret. 
On hearing my version of the affair, he stated "that he was 
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© rountes that hie boy would dare to attempt to fight either 
4th the Principal or any other member of the staff, and that 

he felt the boy deserved all he got" 

Ad I might state that in answer to Mr. Waddy's remark, 

when he speaks of "too much abuse" that there have only been 

three cases of punishment since March, and these were minor 

oasese 


I might also point out that there are only two 
alternatives for a Principal when a big boy attempts to f ht 
him, that is to fight or wrestle, or beat his arms dovwne 
has happendd here, though not in my time, that a Principal has 
closed with a big boy and the boy has put him on the floore 
Also one male member of the staff, who has left the school, wae 
pushed or knocked in a corner, and another member had to stop 
the boy, and I think that this boy was trying the same thing out 
to see if it would work. 


I ha@ received many complaints from the lady members 
of the staff that they would have to sena Arthur Dorian in to me 
as he was getting very troublesome, and some of them hed said 
that it would be better if I punished a little more. This is not 
my policy. If it is possible I always try to win a boy Overe 


Trusting that this explanation is quite satisfactory.

Referring to the letter,deted Sqt.16th, to Dre 
Westgate, of the Acting Deputy Superintendent General, and to sulse q- 
uent correspondence "re the punishment of Arthur Dorion at the Mackay 
School", I beg to say thet Met the recent meeting of our General 
Synod, f interviewed the Rev.A.Fraser, of the Pas, whom Mr .Waddy 
stetes "he called in to show what was going on at the school". Mr. 
Freser etated thet he found only two red marks on the shoulder of 
the boy end that, in his opinion, the punishment given was not excess~- 
ive if the Principal, under the circumstances,was to maintain his pos- 
ition and the discipline of the School. 


Mr.Freser is one of our most experienced 
Indien missionaries. In view, therefore, of his statement and express- 
ion of opinion,es given above, I did not consider it necessary to 
question Bishop Lloyd on the subject. In view,eleo,of the seme state- 
ment and opinion I find it aifficult to appreciate Mr.Weddy's state- 
ment as conteined in the Acting Deputy Superintendent General's letter 
of the date given as follows;~- “He was black from his neck to his 
buttocks where he had been strepped, altogether to much ebuse in 
these times". It was on this exeggerated statement of Mr.Waddy's 
thet Mr.Commissioner Grehem's recommendation "thet the Principal 
be peremptorily discharged" wes apperently based. Mr.Fraser speeks 
highly of the work done by Mr.Bird, es Principal of the Mackay y 7 
School.

I told him he sw too severe, but 
in any case when he punished a pupil he should 
take steps to Beep the pupil in the school 
after punishment of any sort, as when a child 
gets away even ifter a minor punishment the 
whole reserve gets up in arms and the school 
suffers in shortage of percapita grant for 
lack of pupils. 


Ur. Bird is Ll right in other respects 
but when he gets an unruly pupil he sees 
to lose control of hinse >, and if my report 
does nothing else than jake him careful in 
the control of his temper it will be enough. 


In my opinion no Indian, child should be 
abused in the schools, they ere not like 
white boys and girls and the parents look on 
watters differently also.

With further reference to your letter of September 16, 
(128-161) and my letter of October 15, relative to the punish- 
ment of the pupil Arthur Dorion at the Mackay School, I beg to 
state that I have just returned to this city,after an absence of 
over three weeks, on a tour of inspection to some of our Society's 
Schools in the Prairie Provinces, during which I visited the 
Mackay School at The Pas in Manitoba and reviewed with your’ 
representative ,Mr. Indian Agent Waddy,and the Rev. BeVe Bird,the 
Aoting-Principal all the circumstances connected with the punishe 
ment of the pupil in questions 


During my interview with Mre Waddy which lasted about 
one hour, he gave 4t ae his opinion that while corporal punishment 
was frequently a necessity in maintaining discipline and checking 
misdemeanours and had been resorted to by him as Indian Agent on 
various ocodasions for both purposes, he considered that the pinish- 
ment administefed to Arthur Dorion was too Sseverées As the 
atatement contained in Mre Waddy's report to you dated September 16 
that the pupil " was black from his neck to his buttooks where he 
had been strapped" was not corroborated either by the Reve Mr. Frasey, 
the Missionary living at The Pas as superintendent of the Indian 
missionary work of our Church in that part of Saskatchewan, 
gaw the boy's back shortly after the punishment was administered, or 
by Bishop Lloyd, the Bishop of Saskatchewan,who saw the boy's back 
at the same time as Mr. Fraser, I was,and still remain, somewhat 
puzzled to know why so strong and damaging an assertion was medes 
Mre Fraser ,when {interviewed ,first in Toronto and subsequently at 
The Pas, emphatically declared that the statement was not only an 
exaggeration but quite at variance with the facts of the case,while 
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Bi snop Loyd when I conferred with him on this matter in Prince 
Albert,also informed me that although traces of the punishment 
were visible, there was @ lack of evidence to justify the descriptive 
terme used by the Indian Agent in his reporte 


During the time I was at the School itself,namely from 
Saturday November 1 until November 3, I requested the Aoting 
Prinoipal to recapitulate the whole of the circumstances related 
to this matter, and as these aid not wary from those set forth in 
his report of September 26, a copy of which has already been forward= 
ed to you, I do not consider it necessary to repeat them heres 


At the time of my visit the pupil in question was in residence 

at the School, and I learned that his conduct,which, prior to his 

& been one of defiance to various members of the staff, 

decided change for the betters This circumstance 

alone seemed to m towards justifying the 
Aoting Principa In addition to this, 
however, the Acting Principal informe 
when he had heard all about his son's misbehav 
ly he had not done when he took him to the Ind 
exonerated the Acting Principal from any act of unfairness 
justice, but thanked him for the strict discipline which was being 
maintained, and which he knew was necessary if the work of the 
School was to be a success 


I eonelude,therefore, in the light of the information 
presented to me, and none of which I have reason to doubt, that, 


The punishment was deserved 

Tt was not umecessarily severe 

It was not administered in anger or in a state of temper and thet 
It has thue far been productive of good resultse 


Why your representative should in this particular instance 
have written in such strong language I may never be able to undere 
stand. I myself,personally, have always found him both courteous 
and obliging, but I have been forced to the conclusion that if he 
had carefully and thoroughly investigated all the circumstances 
connected with the punishment of the pupil in question before forward- 
ing his report he would have given expression to his opinion in 
somewhat more moderate termse 


You will know, I think that our Society is extremely desirous 

of cooperating with your Department to the fullest extent possible 

4n all matters pertaining to the education of the Indian peoples of 
this land. In doing this we are prepared to welcome suggestions,to 
accept and act on eriticism of any mistakes which may inadvertently 
have been made,to carry out,so far as our ability to do so will en» 
able us, all legitimate rulings and instructions, and to do oub 

utmost in every way to make this great and important work an une 
questionable suedesse Experience ,however, is teaching me more and 
more, as the days go by, that unless many of your representatives in 
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‘ eharge of the Indian Agenoies are prepared to meet in a friendly 
the Prinoipale or Acting Principals of the Indian Residential 

Schools administered by our Society and talk over together with 
them matters similar to the one which forms the subject of this 
letter,before submitting to you an adverse report, there can be but 
emall hope of our ever realizing the consummation of our wish in 
this respecte

whioh will tend to seoure the friendly counsel and closer cé- 
operation in the way suggested will be greatly appreciated by use

The pupils appear to be well fed, the dinner 
consisted of stew, pread, potatoes, lard, pudding. 

There has been quite a lot of sickness at the 
school which gave considerable extra work to the staff, 
in the last six weeks an epidemic of influenza and one 
of German measles swept through the school. 

The pupils are doing well in the class rooms, 
the teachers are very good, but are not qualified 
as well as.could be desired in an institution of this 
class. I tlrink when so many teachers are available 
that fully qualified ones could be supplied, However, 
the present ones might be allowed to remain until the 
summer holidays as they are first class smart girls, 
one of them has a temporary certificate to teach in 
Manitoba, 

The state of the building is first class, and 
matters are running very smooth at present,

With further reference to your letter of March 21st, 
(no.128-1-1) relative to the appointment of professionally 
qualified teachers at the Mackay School, The Pas, Manitoba, 

I beg to state the teacher in chargo of the senior class-room 
ig not without Normal Training having taken a4 short course as 
presoribed by the Department of Bducation of the Province of 
Manitoba and may therefore be reckoned in the professional 
class. Her sister who is in charge of the junior room has not 
been through Normal but has an educational standing equal to 
a third clase certificate in this Province. 

It is the rule of our Society to appoint none but 
fully qualified teachers. An exception, however, had to be 
made in this inetanee in the case of the Junior teacher owing; 
to the sudden breakdown in health of one of the teachers at 
this school before the close of last year, & e unexpecte< 
and enforeed retirement of the other at very short notice. 
Sooner than leave the class-roome without teachers, these two 
ladies were sent at once from Winnipeg being transferred fron 
the Peigan School while on short leave of absence in Winnipeg 
during the Christmas holiday season. They are not inexperience? 
ana I am somewhat surprised at the recommendatio: made by your 
Agent. I referred your letter to the principal and in his 
reply he writes as follows:- 
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"I might say that this is the first I have heard 
that Mr. Waddy was not satisfied with the work of the teachers 
at this school. He visited the school early in March, spent 
a little time in each elass-room when I wae present with him 


but he passed no remark to me". 
With regard to the plane of our Society in the future 


relative to this matter I may say that as the two teachers 

now at this school purpose entering Normal this Autwm to 
undergo further Normal training, other fully-qualified teachers 
will be appointed to take their place as soon as the school 
opens after the summer holidays, and I trust this arrangement 
may be satisfactory to you,

Dear Mr. Waddy;- 


I arrived home on Monday with Baker 
Siwap, though I feel sure that on landing if there had been 
no boys to meet me, he would have run off as soon as the 
Canoe touched the shore. 


He was placed in the dormitory and 
brought down to supper and then taken back, thinking keeping 
him shut in for a day or two might do him good, I kept hima 
in next day, but he slipped away after supper time and was 
caught near the Reserve and brought back this was Tuesday) 
at 8 P.eM., I fastened him to the bed at night, so as to 
make sure that he would get into no mischief, then released 
him next day and left him in the Dormitory - he was caught 
trying to pulithe pins in the hinges on the door, I gave him 
@ spanking over my knees with hés clothes on. His clothes 
were taken away next day, but during Thuréd@ay afternoon he 
apparently put the ped near the clothes closet, climbed 
through the transom light and secured his clothes, got a 
window open and slipped down the fire escape. He had told 
the boys he meant to run away agein, apparently he is going 
to make another Colin Tobacéo. 


I sent a boy down the Reserve on Wednesday 
and on to town, he returned on Thursday noon - no news of 
the boy and he forgot to call and notify you. 


Question what shall be done with him and 
Colvin?.

Sir: - 


I have at last decided to write and let 
you know how this Mckay School is being run, and to ask if anything 
can be done immediately to find out the cause of troubleswhich 
rise from there. I have tried not to pay much attention to the 
various reports made to me in regard to the treatment of children 
ther by the Princia; but having seen what he really does I have at 
last made up my mind to report same to you. On investigation 
several witness can be got to testify. I will just tell you of 
one instance which happened very revently. A young boy was flogged 
at the school and he ran away to his people. His parents then 
took him back and kindly asked Mr. Bird, Principal, not to Rlog 
the boy again, as he was not doing anything seriously wrong. The 
Principal replied that he would flog the boy again. As soon as 
the parents were out of sight he started to flog the boy. There 
were some person there from Moose Lake and they could hear the 
distressing cries of the boy. After the flogeing the Principal 
told the boy he would ggain whip him in the ewening. So he locked 
him up, but some how the boy again made his escape almost naked 
and bare footed. There aré some white men and some Indians who saw 
the boy in the state he was in after his flogging. in fact, we 
were afraid that he would probably die some where as those who 
saw him gay that he was nearly out of his mind. Since then the 
boy has been found and as far as I know is kept at the hospital 
for treatment.

I beg to report that the Principal of the Mackay 
School has been reported to me as having abused a pupil 
named Siwap. 


I enclose a letter from the Principal regards 
this pupil. Also a letter the Chief of the Pas Band handed 
to me to send to you. 


A Mr. St. Goddard reported to me that he saw the 
boy after he ran away, the youngster was welted all around 
one leg, black and blue. That if the Indian Department do 
nothing about the abuse of pupils at Mackay School he will 
take the matter with the S.P.C.A. like he would if a@ dog 
was abused. A young chap named A.Anderson tells me he 
picked the pupil up from the river bank and took him to 
St. Goddard's campg That the boy was whaled black and blue, 


Last year I reported this same Principal for abuse 
of a pupil, my witnesses did not support me it seems. One 
of these times a pupil will starve to death in the bush 
after running away from school, this boy was away for a 
week and nearly made a nice case for publicity against the 
Department, @s in the final analysis we are responsible. 
The boy tells me he was whaled twice across the rump with 
a paddle before the Principal took him into the school and 
gave him the strapping.

A year ago, it was necessary to draw to Dr, 
Westgate's attention a report concerning the infliction of 
corporal punishment by the Principal of the Mackay Indian 
Residential Sehool. Mr. Indian Agent Weddy stated in his 
letter at thet time that he had spoken to the Rov, Mr. Bird 
relative to disciplinary measures on an earlier occasion. 
It appeared that Indian parents hed protested to the loeal 
office. Dr. Westgate made enquiries and we hoped that the 
Principal would in future give careful consideration to 
the methods employed in the maintenance of discipline at 
the soehool. 


I regret to inform you that Mr. Commissioner 
Graham, Mr. Indian Agent Waddy, certein Indians and other 
residents of The Pas consider that the Rev. Mr. Bird, during 
the last week in September, was again abusive in the case of 
Baker (William) Siwap, a 10 year old pupil at the school, 
This second report tends to destroy confidence in Mr. Bird 
and I should like you to seriously consider that failure to 
remove him from his post will militate against the successful 
conduct of the inetitution. I am inclined to this opinion. 
Granted that the lan e of the reporte may be exaggerated, 
the effect on the Indian community is such that Mr. Bird's 
usefulness is greatly impaired. 1 know that you will give 
this matter your customary careful attention and I shall be 
glad to nes from you at an early date.

Yout letter, deted Oct.3lst, received. It is wth great regret 
tht I learn of the renewed compleints in relation to the disciplinery 
measures enforced by the Rev.E.V.Bird, Principel of the Meckay Indien 
Residential School. We shell, of course, follow up this metter with greet 
care. In the meanwhile,however, I beg respectfully to suggest;- 


(1) Thet we cannot make a proper investigetion unless we sre furnished 
with @ copy of the specific statements and complaints made by those 
laying the charge. I shall,therefore, be greatly obliged if you will be 
good enough to direct thet a copy of such statements and complaints be 
furnished me at an early dete. 


(2) vhet, in our previous experience, when charges were made against the 
Rev.i.V-Bird, in relation to "the punishment of Arthur Dorian", as set 

out in the letter,deted Sept.16th,1924, of the Acting Deputy Superintendent 
General, in which it was stated on the suthority of the locel indian agent 
that "he (ise. Arthur Dorien) wes bleck from his neck to his buttocks where 
he had been strapped", such cherzes were, in my opinion, decisively rebutted 
by the evidence of the Rev.Rural Dean “reser end of the sishop of Sasket- 
chewan, who both examined the back of the boy shortly after the infliction 
of the punishment in question. This decisive rebuttel of the charge laid 
by Mr.indien Agent Waddy and becked up by ur.Commissioner Uraham (who epp- 
arently never saw the boy) wes set out in my letter to you deted Uct.18th, 
1924, and in the letter of the Kev.eLr.Westgate to the secretary of the Dep- 
artment under dste Nov.28th,1924, and has never been controverted or, as 
far es 1 know, questioned. 


I have, also, before me a copy of the letter of br .Weatgate, 
dated Uct.3let, to the Secretery of the Department in relation to the case 
of the accident suffered by Anna Constent, & pupil at the same school. the 
manner in which both these ceases have been reported to your Department 
appears to ue to efford considerable ground for @ suspicion thet either 
Mr.indian Agent Weddy, or his associates, are not Welledigposed personally 
towerds the ’rincipsl of the Mackay School end that, in consequence, they 
are not only ready, but desirous, of placing the worst possible complexion 
upon 911 incidents in reletion to the discipline end management of the 
school which may come to their notice. While 1 feel it my duty to stete 
frankly this espect of the general situation es it appears to me, my 
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aol 80 will not interfere, of course, with our carrying out the inquiries 
and gp veoti on tions called for by your letter, 


; I heave engagenente in Montreal for Sundey,Nov.15th, and am 
pro¥eeding from there direct to Winnipeg and points further West. 1, 
therefore, propose, subject to your convenience, to leave ‘toronto for 
Ottewa on the eve ning of rriday the 13th, end to see you in relation to 
the above and other matters on the morning of Seturday the 14th. In the 
Meanwhile I sm forwarding a copy of your letter, together with copy of 
this reply, to the Nev.br.Westgate, Secretary of the Lndien and Eskimo 
Commission, with the request thet the necessary inquiries with regerd 
to the corporal punishment inflicted upon seker Siwap be mede.

: The boy apparently intends to settle down, and 1 
would prefer to try him out, we have another boy Colin 
Tobacco, (@ brother of the Frederick Tobacco who was sent 

from here to Blkhorn, and who excaped from there and 60 

I understand was caught in Winnipeg), this boy has constantly 
run away from here, he was brought to the school during 1923. 
Sergt. Grennan R.C.N.W.P. has instructions from the Department 
to bring him back from Moose Lake, a8 soon as the trails are 
fit enough for winter travel, this boy is indeed incorrigible 
and will do almost anything to run away. 

Mr. Waddy wrote the department asking that these lads 
be transferred to some school away from here, the Department 
informed him that he was to turn them into the hands of the 
Mounted Police and see if this would bring any results, 
trust that it will, if not them I will write Mr. Waddy to that 
effect and ask him to forward my letter re their discharge to 
Ottawa. 

The third time that Baker Siwap ran away, I spent 
two days up the river hunting for traces of him, a8 we expected 
that he would make for Cumberland where his home is, we aid

up the river trying to get to Cumberland on foot, left their 
Duck hunt and hunted for him, they found him on the second day, 
and as he had had very little food, he was in an exhausted 
condition, they brought him back to The Pas and he was placed 
in hospital. The Agent referred them to me re payment, and as 
they had been three days hunting and day bringing him in, and 
ad to return all the way back to their camp, they charged me 
15 for the leader and $10 each for the other two men or $35 
in all, considering the time they had lost, thie was a reason- 
able charge, I paid it out of my personal account, and enclose 
the receipt.

This boy ram away from the school about a fortnight ago, was caught 
on the Saskatchewan river and brought to town he was taken to hospital 
as he haé suffered a little from exposure, 

On the 22nd inst. the Agent, Mr. Waddy asked me to take the boy over 
from the Hospital authorities and hand him over to Mr. Bird, who 

was in tom at the time, I did this, ‘The following morning, I received 
the above mentioned letter by special messenger, Shortly afterwards 
the boy in question was detained in the main street of The Pas by 

an Indian woman Alice Jebb and turned over to me, in turn I handed 
him over to the Indian Agent, Mr. Waddy. The s¢ehool is about 7 miles 
from town. 

This boy who is thirteen years of age, is an incorrigible, ami it is 
doubtful whether the School staff will be able to hold him for long,

With further reference to your tter of Oct. 3lst, addressed 
to our General Seoretary, and reply on Nov. 4th, relative 
to the information conveyed to you that "Mr. Commissioner 
Graham, Mr. Indian Agent Waddy, certain Indians, and other 
residents of The Pas considered that Rev. Mr. Hird, during 
the last week in September, was again abusive in the case of 
Baker (William) Siwap, a 10 year old pupil at the School", 

I beg to state that dn the occasion of my visit to thie 
institution on Nov. 26th and 27th last, I gave special 
consideration to this important matter. 


During an interview I had with Mr, Waddy immediately after 
my arrival in The Pas on Nov, 26th I learned thet his report 
in this connection was based very largely on information he 
had received from the man Sanquedor at whose house this pupil 
had arrived after leaging the school and was making his way 
back to his home at Cumberland. I also learned from Mr, 


Waddy that this man was a ¥renchman and a member of the Raman 
Catholic Church, 


On my arrival at the School I saw the boy himself and his con- 
dition appeared to me to be so rugged and healthy that I did 
not consider any physical examination necessary.

That the punishment edministered was 
neither abusive nor unduly severe, but barely what would be 
expected under the circumstances, is equally certain, and I 
am of the opinion that it would be a mistake to remove Mr, 
Bird from the Principaleship of this institution at the present 
time.

At the time of my visit I had the pleasure of presenting this 
beautiful cup to the team, end with it a emall silver medal 
presented by Premier Bracken of Manitoba to each member, 
After the presentation the captain (Joseph Bignell) and Arthur 
Dorian made short speeches in reply.

\discipline, mst, I think, he acknowledged, and I have good 
\reason to believe that the results in the case of Baker 
|(William) Siwap will be equally as beneficial as they have 
lproved to be in the case of Arthur Dorien. 


lput it can hardly be expected, I think, that Principal can 
obtain the best results possible if he is to be subjected to 
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adverse reports such as those referred to in this letter, 
and any action you may take to have it discontinued will be

enclose a statement from Mr. 0.St.Goddard, also statements 
from Arthur Anderson and Joseph MoGillivary. 

As reported by Dr. Westgate I said thet Mr. 

St. Goddard was a Roman Catholic; however, this information 
was not volunteered, but was an answer to his question. 

I did not say he was @ Frenchman. Rev. Dr. Westgate asked 
me if he were a Frenchman, and I said he was a Canadian 

of French descent. There is nothing against Mr. St.Goddard 
in this, he is one of the most respectable citizens in the 
district. 

I do not like making these reports any more than 
anyone else, as I am a personal friend of Mr. Bird, but 
aonsider that it is part of my duty to take notice of 
these complaints.

I beg to acknowlsedg receipt of your letter 
of the 11th of December 188-1-1, into me that you had 
réceived a @ letter from Dr. Westgate connection with the 
treatment of William Siwap, 4 papi % the McKay Indian 
Residential School, by the Princig41, Mr. E.V.Bird, and 
containing extracts from same. 


TI have read very carefully the extracts from 
Dr. Weatgate's letter, and it seems to me that the investiga- 
tion which he held was anything but satisfactory, and the 
inquiry or {nvestigation was not earried on as it should have 
been in order to get at the true facts of the case. br Westgate 
merely went to Mr. Bird's own staff, and to Mr. Bird himeelf, 
the accused; he did not go to the people who picked the boy 
up on the river bank and made the complaints to the Agent in 
the matter, and who were the parties in 4 position to say the 
condition in which the boy was found. Tt would not be very 
natural for Mr. Bird to admit to Dr. Westgate that he had 
punished this boy and left him in the condition described by 
Mr. Ste Goddard and others. 


After receiving your letter I again took the 
matter up with Mr. Waddy, in fairness to him in view of 
Dr. Westgate's report. I asked Mr. Waddy to procure & 
signed statement from lir. St-Goddard as to the boy's condition 
when he first saw him; this he did, and I am enclosing same 
herewith, as well as & copy of Mr. Waddy's letter. You will 
notice Mr- Waddy says that iir. St. Goddard is one of the most 
respectable citizens in the district. Signed statements are 
also enclosed from Joseph McGilltvary, who picked the boy up 
on the bank of the river, and from Arthur Anderson who was 
with MoGillivary at the time. All of which statements go to 
show that the boy was abused. 


On the 12th’ of October I forwarded to the 
Department a copy of a letter from Pat Constant, Chief of 
The Pas Band, in which he reported the unsatisfactory conditions 
existing at the MoKay School. Mr. Indian Agent Taylor speaks 
highly of this Chief, and says that any compleints which he 
makes would be reliable. I also forwarded at that time a scopy 
of Indian Agent’ Waddy's letter of Octe Sth.- in which he makes 
the following statement ,- 


"One of these times

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"One of these times a pupil will starve to death in 
the bush after running away from school. This boy was 
away for a week and nearly made « nice case for publicity 
against the Department, aa in the @inal analysis we are 
responsible. The boy tells me he was wheled twice 
across the rump with a paddle before the Prinoipel took 
him into the school and gave him the strapping. 


Dr. Westgate makes the following statement in 
his letter to you,- 


" About a year ago a similarly damaging report was 
igeued by Mr. Indian Agent Waddy in connection with the 
punishment of the pupil Arthur Dorian. I investigated 
at that time all the ciroumstances and have satisfied 
myself that the report contained statements which were 
unsupported by the facts of the case, informed your 
Department accordingly. Subsequent events have shown, 
I think, that the action taken by the Principal and 
his staff at that time were fully justified.” 


In connection with this matter I would quote from Mr. 
Waddy's report to me, dated Sept. lst, 1924, as follows,- 


" Least Friday one of the pupils named Arthur 
Dorian, aged 15, was bye gs into the office by his 
parents to show how he had been treated. He was 
black from his neck to his buttocks where he had 
been strapped; altogether too much abuse in these times, 
though I have had plenty worse myself in a different 
country than Canada. It appears that the boy could 
not work as he had blistered hands from handling & 
hay fork or some other tool, and he got trimmed 
for thise He fought back, T understand, when he was 
getting strapped, and made the Principal lose his 
temper. 

I called in Bishop Lloyd and Rev- Mr. Fraser 
to show them what was going on at the school, as the 
Principal has always denied abusing the children." 


In this inetance there was no hearsay; the Agent actually 
gaw the boy in the condition reported, and it seems to me 
that he wae fully justified in reporting as he did. The 
Agent also states in this report that he had previously 
drawn the Principal's attention to the fact that he was 
too severe in the punishment of the children at the school, 
but he did not seem to get any better. 


In my opinion Dr. Westgate is taking altogether 
the wrong view of these matters, and I think you will agree 
with me that this sort of thing cannot be allowed to go on, 
and that the Department should deal with the matter 
seriously. ;

The Indian people here in the north 
respect size in a person much more than they do 
knowledge contained in a smaller person. Four 
of the staff at this school are very small and 
very young for this work, though they are well 
equiped for the work otherwise. The O6hildren 
really do not respect them at all. I would not 
suggest replacing them with matrons from a jail 
or rough people of any sort, but in future it 
would be well to suppiy good husky ladies for 
this school, a light weight one is out of place 
there.

Fd The new house being erected for the 
Principal of the Mackey School was well elong, being 
practically Closed in, and the lathing was being started 
on the day I left. The house is 24x26, with 4 bedrooms 
and a bathroom upstairs and 1 small bedroom, kitchen, 
pantry, dining room, living room and hall downstairs. 
The work, up to the present, has been well done, and 
the house, no doubt, will be warm and comfortable. The 
aifficulties experienced in digging the septic tank 
and outlet have been very expensive, due to the rock 
formations. I instructed the Principal to have ell 
drains and ontlets covered with manure and 014 hay to 
prevent freezing, and if these instructions are carried 

out, I do not think sny trouble will be experienced.

The Acting Principal assured me 
that when he takes charge in January that a change will 
be made, and I would point out to the Department that 
this change is certainly needed. 

fhe walls of the school building have been 
re-sided and are now in splendid condition.

In reply, I beg to state, that 
our Commission entered into negotiations with Mr. Fraser with 
regard to this position as far back as February of last year, 
but as Mr. Fraser was under contract with the Diocese of Saskat- 
cheWwan 48 Missionary in charge of the Devon Mission at The Pas, 
Manitoba, hw was unable to reach any definite decision with 
regard to the Principalship of the Mackay School until the 
terms of his contract with the Diocese had been fulfilled. 
From our files, I notice that on September 9th. he expressed 
his willingness to accept our Commission's offer subject to the 
adjustment of certain matters which would be satisfactory to 
all the parties concerned. The process of adjustment with 
regard to the matters referred to occupied a longer period than 
Was at first anticipated, and it was not until November 26th, 
that Mr. Fraser definitely decided to accept our Commission's 
offer of the Principalship of the Mackay School.

Your letter of t 9th instant, number 128-1-1, was 
received here yesterday, in reply I beg to state as follows:- 


1. As the daughter of Mr. Fraser, Principal of the Mackay School 
has received an official appointment on the school staff, she 
is entitled to occupy staff room space in the main school 
building, and I have advised the Principal accordingly. 


With regard to the statement made by the local Indian Agent to 
the Commissioner, that the cook had to prepare meals for 7 
members of the Principal's family, I beg to state that this 
arrangement was only a temporary measure until the Principal 
had become fully established in his own residence, and his 
wife could undertake the responsibility of cooking for his 
family. Our Commission consider that the Principal himself is 
entitled to have his meals with the staff in the main school 
building, and he was instructed some time ago to take two meals 
at least each day in that way. They have found, by experience, 
that this arrangement has a wholesome affect on the general 
discipline of the school. 


With regard to the statement that two or three of the sons of 

the Principal were occupying space in the main school building, 

I beg to state that when the Principal took up residence at the 
school, and before the furnishings were 411 provided for his 

own official residence, permission was given to him for some of 
his family to occupy space in the main school building until 

they could be accommodated in the residence. I am advising the 
Principal of the reports and informetion set forth in your letter, 
and am asking him to let me kmow if all the members of his family, 
with the exception of those weoupying official positiors on the 
staff, can now be accommodated in the residence. At the same 
time, I should let you know, I think, that in tho opinion of our 
Commission, the residence is rather small to adequately serve the 
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purpose for which it was provided. In the report of the offical 
representative of our Commission when he visited. the Mackay School 
last February, he stated that " the residence might with great 
advantage, and little extra cost have been made larger". He 

algo states that the, dining and bedrooms are small. 


After I have received a statement from the Principal, I will, 
if I consider it necessary, write to you again with regard to the 
matters under consideration. In the meantime, I trust you may see 
from the information set forth above, that our Commission are fully 
cognizant of eonditions obtaining at this school, and are doing 
their best to maintain the work at as high a standard of efficiency 
as the limited accommodation in the main schaol building as well as 
jn the residence will permit.

Indian Agent and his inspection of the Mackay School, etc. 
I am writing today to the Principal of this school asking 
him for a statement bearing on the points mised in the 
Indian Agent's wport, and will write to you again as soon 
as I have received his reply. 


The statement made by the Agent that there are 
three of the Principal's family on the staff is not in har- 
mony with the facts, as all staff agents are made by our 
Commission, and the only member of the Principab's family 
that has received an official appointment is Miss Irene 
Fraser who is Girls' Supervisor. The only explanation 
which suggests itself to me to account for the statement 
made by the Agent is in connection with day labour which 
was authorized by our Commission for providing the school's 
supply of hay for the coming winter. The Commission author- 
ized Mr. Passer to spend a certain sum of mney in this 
connection, and it is probable that he gave this work to 
his two sons who were available for that seftvice at that 
time. As day labourers are mt staff agents, it does not 
seem to me to be quite fair to the Principal for your Agent 
to report to you that three of his family are on the staff, 
I will, however, write to you again as soon as I have re~ 
ceived the Principal's reply to my letter, am after I have 
visited this school in person, shold I consider it necessary 
to take this action after the Principal's statement has 
been received.

The Principal's letter is too long to quote in 
full, but it is quite clear from the information which it 
contains that he has not been receiving the support and co=- 
operation of the Indian Agent which he had expected. 
Amongst other things he refers to the following:=- 

(1) The attempt to proselytize on the part of the manage~ ~ 
ment of the Roman Catholic hospital in The Pas, any ? 
who aze members of our Shurch, who were admitted to that 
institution for treatment. The Principal states that he 
requested the Indian Agent to protect or people against 
such interference, but no action was taken. 


(2) The Principal further states that he has received 
but little assistance from the Agent in the matter of re- 
eruiting pupils, and mentions an instance where the ad« 
mission of pupils was sanctioned by your Department, but 
they were not brought to the gchool for five months after 
the sanction had been received, 
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(3) The Principal also states that two boys from the 
local reserve had been placed in the school because they 
were a nuisance on the reserve. These boys have given 
the Principal and his staffa great deal of trouble, and 
I have asked the Principal to take up with the Indian Agent 
the question of their discharge or transfer to some refor~ 


matory. 


(4) The Principal also refers to a lack of co-operation 
on the part of the Agent in connection with certain repairs 
to such permanent items of eqipment as the heating system. 


To sum up the situation, I beg to state that it 
is the well-considered opinion of our Commission, that the 
present Principal of the Mackay School possesses in a very 
large measure the qualifications for the position which he 
holds. He speaks the mative tongue,and has the confidence 
of the Indian people. He has already succeeded in bringing 
the enrolment at this school up to capacity,and could 
easily increase the enrodment if accommodation were available. 
This, you will understand, is a consideration which our 
Commission can neither overlook nor disregards He has not, 
as yet, had a very long experience in presiding over an 
Indian Residential School, but our Commission are satisfied 
that if he is given a fair chance, he will be able to make 
that work a success, I shall endeavour to visit this school 
sometime towards the end of this year, but in the meantime, 
I beg to recommend that you instruct your Indian Agent 
to co-operate with the Principal a little mre closely, am 
Sympathetically, than he appears to have done in the past. 
If you take this actioh, I am not without good hope that 
a happier spirit will prevail between the school and the 
agency, and the Indian Peoples, both parents md children, 
will benefit accordingly.

igion of the boys at the Mackay School is 
not at all oa, and that your officer suggests that 
there be appointed to the staff a boys' supervisor who 
is a strong disciplinarian. 


Por your information, I beg to state that I 
visited the Mackay School on the 16th. and 17th. of November, 
and made a careful inspection of every department of the work, 
ineluding that of the boys’ supervisor. ‘The young lady who 
is filling this position at present has had very consider- 
able experience in Indian Residential School work, having 
served for some time on the staff at the Carcross School 
in the Yukon and later at the Shingwauk Home. Her services 
have always been fully satisfactory to our Commission, 
and to my mind,her competency for the position she now 
holds cannot be questioned. 


I am not unaware of the fact that the boys at 
this school, especially the bigger ones have given the 
staff a good deal of trouble, put the impression which I 
received during my recent visit was that there was a con- 
siderable improvement in their behaviour. I attributed 
this change for the better,chiefly to the personal influ- 
ence of the Principal.who is loyally supported by an effi- 
cient and hard-working staff. 
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The difficulty of handling the bigger boys and 

sis. as you will know, is not one Which is gonfined to 
he Mackay School, but this difficulty is very much in- 

ereased at the Mackay School through the lack of accommo- 
dation for class-room instruction as well as for vocational 
training. For some time past, our Commission have directed 
the attention of your Department to the urgent need for this 
additional accommodation, but so far it has not been pro- 
vided, and, until it has been provided, the difficulty io 
handling the bigger boys is likely to continue. The school 
management find it necessary to keep them happily and pro- 
fitably employed, but their task is at times rendered quite 
acute through the lack of proper facilities. 


During my recent visit I suggested that the 
bigger boys should be given the responsibility of selecting 
a site for and making 8 good-sized skating rink. A good 
deal of the lumber from the 01d hospital I thought might 
be used for this purpose, and the Principal undertook to 
act on my suggestion. My own observations, since I have 
been associated with the Indian educational work, bring an 
increasing conviction,that the character of the Indian boys 
and girls cannot be so greatly influenced for the better 
by methods of compulsion and strong disciplinary measures, 


as by seeping them happily employed under wise and patient 
'o 


direction. r this reason, I should like to see Mr. 
Fraser given a fair opportunity of trying out this latter 
method. It is the one which has made 4 strong appeal 

to him, and without making any changes in the staff at 
present, I sincerely trust that you will allow the experi- 
ment a sufficient period to be carefully tested.

In reply to your 205-11 of the 4th instant, re 
April report of the McKay Indian Residential School, the reason 
for my remarks which you term obsaure, is that I am not aware 
just how far it might be permissible for me to suggest any 
individual change in the staff. 

I have repeatedly suggested to the Principal that 
certain changes were needed, and his views have always coincided 
with mine, yet in no instance has there been any change made. 

There are two (aged) ladies whom I consider 
should be superannuated - Miss Warner and Miss Norquay. Mr. 
Turner, the Engineer, also should be superannuated, 

Mr. Fraser has two of his family (a boy and a girl) 
on the staff, which in principle is wrong. 

The male pupils, some of whom are men size, have 
a young girl supervisor, a Miss Griffiths. 

Out of school, lack of supervision has led to & 
number of run-aways, causing a great deal of trouble and 
unnecessary expense, I will mention a case which occurred 
recently. A boy named Roderick Young ran away on Saturday 
morning, the 18th. April, 1931, and this wae not reported to me 
till the Monday evening following. On Saturday this boy was 
seen in The Pas, and this was reported to Mr. Fraser yet no 
action was taken. On Tuesday I reported this to the R.C.M.P. 
who immediately started a hunt for the boy up and down the 
river and on The Pas Reserve. The boy was found on Sunday 
following, and returned to the school on Monday. 

This caused unnecessary trouble and expense, and 
the school to my knowledge took no steps to find the boy. 

I think I have given you enoygh detail to convince 
you that some change would be beneficial.

In 
your letter of July Bist. #139-2-3, addressed to Mr. R. A. 
Tilliams of our Toronto office, you state that the grant 
for this school for the June Quarter would be paid on an 
average attendance of 80 only. 


of the total number of mpile in attendance 
at this achool I note, from the June quarterly Return, 
that nine are listed as Orphans, and it appears to our 
Commission that our Society should receive special consid-~ 
eration for the maintenance of the Orphans over and above 
the sanotioned capacity pupilage of 80. In your letter of 
July 17th. #160-2, addressed to m, you have indicated the 
dnereased pupilage which has been sanctioned by yur 
Department at our Sioux Lookout, Elkhorn, Onion Lake, ami 
Alert Bay Schools, am our Commission desire to recommend 
that similar consideration be given to the Mackay School. 
In making this request they have not forgotten the state- 
ment made in your letter of ‘ov. 26th. 1930, #126=1-1, 
that the mazigum accommodation at this achool was 80, and 
that your Department aia not consider the attio evitable 
for dormitory space. Nor, have they forgotten that for 
every 20 pupils one supernumerary 18 permitted to reside 
4n the school, but not on & per capita grant ea ming basis. 
However, as matters stand at present, the school management 
have been asked to take gare of the Orphans dneoluded in 
the June Quarterly Return, with the resuit that certain 
other Treaty children who should be admitted to the school, 
have to be exoluded. Until your Department is ina 
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position to provide the accommodation necessary for the 
pupilage of 125 at this school which onr Commission have 
been requesting for some years, they strongly recommend that 
the capacity of this school be increased from 80 to 90 
pupils, and the grant paid accordingly from the beginning 
of the June Quarter of the current year.

The room was tidy, but badly ventilated, in fact, as bad 
ag the senior room. There is no cupboard in the room for 
supplies and the teacher is obliged to carry things back 
and forth from her own room. A proper cupboard should be 
built. 

The school was clean, and the dormitories 
neat and tidy. Here, again, the ventilation is bad, but the 
Matron and Prine ipel claim no windows can be left open or 
the boys and girls will get out by the use of the bed sheete. 

The sewing room is in charge of Misa Fraser 
and fair work is accomplished. 

The laundry machinery appeared in good 

naition, end I found the room tidy. 

The kitchen work is supervised by Mise 
Spaulding who I do not think knows very much about cooking. 
I believe plenty of good food ie provided, but lacks 


proper cooking and serving. 
The fire 
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The fire equipment is in good condition, and 
the fire escapes are well located. All doors leading to 
the fire escapes are locked. The Principal and Matron 
claim they oan do nothing else as the children run away 
at every opportunity. 

The barn has been greatly improved by the 
new floor; and I found the place clean and whitewashed. 
Conditions about the barn and yards have greatly improved 
since my last visit, and I noticed that the boys were 
doing more work. 

Te chicken house is now in use, and a fine 
flock of birds are kept. 

The root cellar had caved in, but was being 
repaired and made ready for the vegetables. The garden 
this year was good and there will be no shortage of 
vegetables. 

The Principal's residence is in good repair. 
No window blinds have been provided for this house. 

Generally speaking, conditions have improved 
at this school since my last inspection. However, 
conditions are not as they should be, and yet I believe 
Mr. Fraser has done his best with the staff which he is 
apparently obliged to retain. Miss Warner, the Matron, 
an@ Miss Northwood, who is in charge of the baking, both 
know their work, but certainly are too old to carry on 
and manage the girls. Miss Spaulding, ee pointed out 
before, I ao not think capable of instructing girls in 
cooking as I believe her knowledge along this line is very 
limited. Mr. Fraser claims he has pointed the above 


facts cut to his officials, but as yet no action has been 


taken to make the necessary changes, 


The mals

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The meals served are as follows:- 
Breakfast:- Porridge, milk, bread, lard & tea. 
Dinner:- Fish or meat, potatoes, gravy, 

goup, usually a second vegetable, 
bread & tea for the large boys-

bread, lard & tea. 


The new tables and benches supplied for the 
childaren's dining room were badly needed, and they are well 
made and satisfactory. 

I found no serious sickness, but two or 
three had minor ailments, and were in bed resting. I 
noticed two children with bad glands and two with discharging 

tears. The children were not as robust and healthy looking 
| @s one might expect to find them. 

The cattle have improved during the last year, 
and I understand that during the greater part of the year 
sufficient milk had been obtained for the school. There are 
a number of young heifers, so that there should soon be no 

shortage of milk cows. The Principal informed me that 
plenty of hay had been secured for winter. 

There appears to be little improvement in the 


water condition at this school, and I understand the

There is nothing in this report which 
requires any special attention by the Department, 
excepting, perhaps, that the Department might give 
consideration to the Inspector's remarks regarding the 
staff at the Mackay Boarding School. You will note 
what he has to say regarding the Misses Payne, Spaulding, 
Warner and Northwood. Unless the school is properly 
staffed, we will not accomplish very much. The work is 
difficult to handle, even with a good staff, and if ther 
is an inefficient staff the Department will understand 
what kind of work will be carried on.

Rev. Sir: 


The Department hae received the report of Mr. 
Inspector Hamilton, who recently visited the MacKay Indian 
Residential School. He states that the senior classroom, 
while large, bright and clean, is badly ventilated; the out- 
eide windows were all on and only one pane was out to allow 
for ventilation. He recommends that several windows be 
Placed on hinges to allow for ventilation. He also states 
that the junior room is badly ventilated and that there is no 
cupboard for supplies, and recommends that a proper cupboard 
be built. I shall be pleased if you will state whether it 
would not be possible for the staff to arrange to have several 
windows in each classroom placed on hinges and a cupboard 
erected in the junior room for classroom supplies. If not, 
I would request that you state the approximate cost of having 
this work done. 


The Inepector also states that the ventilation 
4n the dormitories is bad and that you claim no windows can 
be left open, as the boys and girls would escape. It is 
considered that a small window could be installed that would 
permit of proper ventilation. 


Attention ie also drawn to the doors leading from 
the fire escapes, which are kept locked. In view of this, 
regular fire ariil should be held and the keys to the doors kept 
in charge of a member of the staff. It is essential that there 
should be prompt access to the fire escapes should the necessity 
arise. I shall be pleased to have your report regarding this 
matter. 


Regarding the water at this school, I have to 
say that the Department has already taken action in this matter.

Dear Sir:- 


I have received your letter of Nov. 18th, number 
128-l+1 with a copy of your letter of the same date addressed 
to the Rev. A. Fraser, Principal of our Mackay School, The 
Pas, Manitoba. I am not a little surprised at some of the 
statements contained in Mr. Inspector Hamilton's report, but 
will refrain from further comment on the same, until I have 
received a copy of the Principal's reply to your letter addressed 
to him. ‘The question of ventilation is one, which it seems to 
me can easily be solved, should any solution be required during 
¢he winter months. My recollection is that the chief difficulty 
which the school management have had in this connection is to 
overcome the excessive ventilation, especially during the cold 
weather. 


The question of the laxity of discipline is one which, 
if it obtains must and will be remedied. I fully appreciate your 
desire to have regular fire drill maintained, and the Principals 
of all our Society's Schools have received a standing instruction 
not to neglect this important metter. The question of accessibility 
to the fire escapes is equally important, and 1 heartily wish that 
your Department had accepted the recommendation of our Commission, 
as submitted on different occasions, to install the spiral ehute 
type of fire escape inetead of the iron ladders. The iron ladders, 
in addition to being unsuitable for young children in time of 
emergency, provide a means for bigger boys and girls to get out of 
and return to the dormitories without being observed. They also 
afford a means for outsiders to enter the dormitories when the 


children are asleep. 


I am surprised that the Inspector has reported adversely 
on the services of certain staff agents. These agents have all been 
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| élected with great care, and I think it would be @ifficult to 
find workers with a wider experience and greater efficiency than 
Miss Warrener, the head matron, and Miss Northwood who is in 
charge of the laundry and bakery, and Miss Griffiths the boys' 
supervisor. Miss varrener and Miss Northwood are not young, 

but their experience and efficiency should surely be worth a 
gréat deal in an institution of this sort. However, I am asking 
the Principal to furnish me with a specific recommendation with 
regard to the services of all the staff agents, and you may rest 
assured that where these are found to be below our standard 
|requirene nts, remedial action will promptly be taken.

Ventilation of Class rooms, 


It is hardily pessible te 
give mere ventilation,especially during the Winter Months; 
we must have storm windows,and in the class rooms,they have 
been made secure,with the exception of one,bvecause of the 


cold,and to save breakages. 
Repeatedly have the teachers 


complained of the cold,and Miss Yarrow, the Senior Teacher 
whe has been here,for a number of years,states,that last 
Winter was the first time,she did not have to move her whole 
glass into the dining room,to get to a part of the building 
that was sufficiently warm,te work in. 


The Junior teacher,has had te take 
her classes,repeatedly into the dining room,because of cold. 

Her room being on the Hast side, 
makes it unbearably cold,when an Hast wind dlows, 

There are the warmer days,when the 
wind is net so streng,when the heat radiatesmore readily,and 
so warms up the building. 

Further,in the construction of the 
building, there is a large galvanised air chamber or passage, 
2hfts,wide by 2 ft.,deep, leading from frent outer wall of 
the basement,into various parts of the interior,untill it 
reaches the cupola,on the roef,whish gives air circulation, 
inte clasa rooms,dining room,dormiteries, wash rooms,and halls. 

It is the custom in this school, that 
as early in the opring time,as can be conveniently done, all 
storm windows,are taken off,and put back in the Autumn, 
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Likewise there are the foul air exits , 
thus giving the necessary circulation. 

. I do net see that we can impreve on the 
present system,as in the summer time,all the windows are open 
there being acreena,replaced,where the storm windows were 
taken froms 


Cupboard in Junber class rooms 
I appreciate this 


suggestion,very much,as it has been most incenvenient for t 
the teacher in this room. 

This we have brought te the notice 
ef the Indian «gent,but no action was taken,as in many other 
instances. 

As this class roomis used daily,except Saturday, 
and even then,has to serve as girls'play room,which it 
really is, it will be mest convenient to have a built in 
cupboard. 

I would suegest that a carpenter be qsked to do this 
piece of work,the approximate cost of which would not be over 
$50.,00,for material and labour. 


ihe Dormitories, 

Anart from the vindows opening o 
eut on to the veranda,which have to be made secure; we have 
three windows in each of the four dormitories, ith a slideing 
sash,size,l2 X 16, in each window, whice serve for ventilation 
likewise the fresh air inlet,and foul air exit,with similar 
in the halls and wash rooms, 

—_—————___— ——-—The dormitories have a foul smell 
chiefly from the dreadful mattresses,we have to put up with. 
The Mattresses used here,I an 
informed,were first used in the old Battleford Industrial 
School,and the beds also. 
fhey are dreadfully foul,and sheuld 
be burned; This I have repeatedly pointed out to Inspectors, 
Agents,Dectors,and other Ufficials,since taking over the 
Prineipalship of this School,and have requested for new omes, 
but it remains the same. 
I make request,Sir,that this very 
urgent need be attended tu. 
I cannet see hew children oan rest 
on such beds,and mattresses,and keep healthy,as they are here, 
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Deors leading to Fire escapes. 


These doors have to be kept 

lecked,and your suggestion,is the plan of actien that has 
been followed; Two members of the Staff appeinted te each of 
the feur dormiteries,with keys in their possessien,to open doors 
leading to fire escapes. 

Ocassional drills are had,from 
dormitories,and at times during class work periods. 

The alarm is generally given ,unknown 
to members of the staff and children. 

Further ,during the Winter Months, 
beginning,Nov.,;lat., to March,31 st.,there is a night ~ 
watohman on duty. 

We try to exercise the greatest of care to p 
prevent fires,and also attention given for the safety of the 
children in case of a fire. 


Water. 
I am very pleased that some actow® has been 
taken,regarding the water,at this school. 
: Up to the present 

née word has ceme to our notice,as to how soon,the chlorinator 
is to be installed, 

I trust,before some serious outoreak of 

Feseuucds results,because of the state of the water, 

The engineer puts chloride in the water 

supply ocassionally. 


Junier Class Room, 

Regarding the discipline in the 

junior class room,is quite true. 
Miss Payne,does not seem to 
be able,to handle the childrenin her class roomsgand further 
has no controle over the bigger girls,when she has minor duties 
to perform with theme 
It does not seem to be in her , to 

command authority, 

She does not seem capable to handle the 
position,which naturally affects the whole school,I am of the 
Opinion, that a change ,if the right person could be found,would 
be a move in the right directions 


Kitchen-Matron. 
Miss Spalding has improved in 


some ways,but seems very slew to see,what is really required, 

Apart from cleaning up,I do net 
think mech is done,in instructing girls,in the art of 
cooking, 

While she is rather lax,and possibly incapable of 
instructing girls in the art of cooking, or prepareing 
meale,Neverthelaas,she is a good Christian girl,and possibly 
»she may. yet turn out te a very capable,and earnest worker 
in her department. 

She is young,but net foelish,and would like to 
give her another chance, 
The Children,are net suffering at all, 
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it is more on the staff-table,that the service is lacking. 


The matrons 
I do not think a Matron's position is 


very easy,in the Indian Schools. 

We have a very capable person 
in Miss Warrener. Butthen a11 good things come to an end here 
on earth,,and as far as I can judge,by what has taken place, 
quite a number of times,I have come to the conclusion,that 
she has lost to # great extent,the controle of the girls. 

She cannet handle them,and the girls know ite 

The bigger cirla,become v 
very unruly toward her,and even the smaller ones speak back 
very often, 

She hae not the ebility to make them submit te her 
ruleinge Miss Warrener,has done far more fer the Indian 
children,than will ever be recorded of her,and even now,she 
givea very attention to all their silments,and readily sits up 
at night in attendance, over the sick,which is very important, 
especially, where there is no nurse,and the Dostor's visits, 
few and far between. 


Laundry and Bakerys 
Truly Miss Northwood,the member in ck 


charge of this separtment,has done a great work,and is still 
a good worker,but she has no controle over the girls,I would 
suggest a change, 

I am afraid she becomes very impatient,and 
neges at the girls,and upsets them,and then there is trouble, 

This is a very important pesition,and 

much could be done in the way of instruc tien ,in the laundry 
and Bakery,and requires some one that has a command over the 
big girls,that are alleted off for this kind of works 


Male Supervisor, 

This would necessitate,an extra mem 
member of the steff,which is really required,because, of the 
smaller boys,whe need supervision,during their hours of 
recreation. 

Were it pessible,I would like to have a supervisor 
for the boys,whese duty would be to pay strict attention te 
the boys especially,before and after school hours, provideing 
we had equipment,for physical and gymnastic exercises, 

I would suggest that the Night-watohman,be an all 
year position, during the five wonths in Winter,as night~- 
watchman,and be a cereral help,during the other seven Months, 
with special attention given to the boys. 


Trusting thet the above remarks will be of some service,

Mr. Richardson states that numerous complaints 
have been received at the office regarding the food, but 
upon investigation 4t wae found that plenty of good wholesome 
food is supplied. He states that the boys are constantly 
running away from echool, This is well known to the Depart- 
ment; it has been brought to our attention so often, and 
apparently there is no change. 


Scho (<— ants; The Glerk states that the mattresses on nearly 
} all the beds are worn out, and on rome beds he found only 
jv8 | 7! | blankets and sheets. This state of affairs should not exist. 


en. The Clerk also says that new tables were 
inatalled last August, covered with battleship linoleum and 
cemented to the wood. Ie noticed that the linoleum is peing 
pried off the boards, apparently with knives, and suggests 

| that brase tape be put around the tables. Surely the 

| Department did not allow them to put the linoleum on without 
binding of some kind. 1 am surprised that the Principal 

| allowed the tables to be used before binding was put on. This 

\V phould be attended to at once.

yy } Apparently the school room is in bad shape. 
|The plaster is giving way, and the interior requires @ good 
coat of paint. Thies matter was reported to the Department 
a year ago, and I have inserted an item in the Estimates this 
year to cover same, but the work should have been done before

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The roof of the school is reported to be in 
poor shape. This should not be allowed to stand as a great 
deal of destruction can take place by delaying 4 repair of 
this kind. 


The floor is reported to be bulged in several 
places. It is just possible that this may have been caused 
by the roof leaking. However, I am not sure of this. 


Ir. Richardson states that a male supervisor 
ie badly required at this school. A male supervisor would 
pe of very little use unless the school had a Principal who 
could direct, and I feel that we have not this in 
Mr. Fraser. I have not had good reports on this school for 
the past ten years, and 4t seems that there is no improvement. 


I think the Department should have the whole 
matter cleared up. You might read the reports that have been 
received during the past ten years, and I think you will agree 
with me that they have not been very encouraging.

I wish to refer to your letter of the 2ist 
ultime and to enquire if your Seciety is now prepared 
to make improvements in the staff at the MacKay Indian 
Residential School. The Department has received a 
special report from the Rev. Principal in this connec~ 
tion. It appears that Miss Payne's services should be 
discontinued as soon as possible. Miss Warrener, the 
matron, has given faithful service, as has Miss North- 
wood, in charge of the laundry and bakery; but their 
usefulness at the MacKay School is ended, as they 
cannot control the girls. I believe their services 
should be dispensed with in the very near future. 
Further, it appears that an extra man on the staff is 
really necessary. The Department wishes to know what 
steps you are taking in this important matter. 


I may say that the Department is arranging 
to provide new mattresses in the dormitories. The 
replacement of this type of equipsent is generally a 
charge on the per capita grant, but, in the case of 
this school, the Department is prepared to meet one- 
half the cost. Pleace let me know, in a separate 
letter, if this will be satisfactory to your Society.

I have received your letter of the 9th. inst. 
#129-1-1, re improvements in the staff at the Mackay 
Indian Residential School, and in reply beg to state that 
our Commission have already notified Miss Payne, the 
Junior Teacher, that her services will not be required 
after the end of this month, and have appointed Miss 
Anne Wright to take her place from the lst. of January 
next. Miss Wright is a fully qualified teacher, holding 
a Second Class Normal certificate in this country. 
She also holds the Oxford Senior certificate from England 
where she received special training in Kindergarten work. 
She is also a Girl Guide. Our Commission are hapeful that 
she will be a valuable addition to the staff. She is 
twenty-six years of age and is a keen disciplinarian. 


With regard to the other staff agents you mention, 
namely, Miss Warrener and Miss Northwood, I beg to state that 
our Commission hope to be able to retain their services 
until mid-summer of next year. They are not convinced that 
these ladies are unable to control the girls, and to dismiss 
them at short notice, at 4 time like this when there is 
go much unemployment throughout this country, and they 
would both be obliged to return to England, would be to 
inflict a great hardship upon them, and one which existing 
conditions do not appear to justify. The Principal has 
already been notified that our Commission expect him and 
his staff to maintain the discipline of the school, and 
to operate it in such a way as to place it above criticism. 
They believe that by substituting Miss Wright for Miss 
Payne in the Junior class-room, that the existing staff 
will be able to achieve this result. At any rate, our 
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Commission consider it but common justice to give them 

a fair trial, and you may rest assured that if the desired 
results are not obtained, steps will be taken promptly to 
obtain them. 


With regard to the appointment of an extra man 
on the staff, I beg to state that at the present time 
four men agents are engaged - namely, the Principal, 
the Engineer, the Farm Instructor, and the Night Watchman. 

t is the opinion of our Commission that these are 

ufficient for a school with a pupilage of eighty. You 

- will recall that on November 22nd. of last year, your 
epartment was requested to increase the accommodation 
Mt this school, as well as at two of our other schools. 
In your reply of November £eth. #128-1-k, you stated that 
an increase in the pupilage could not be allowed, as the 
naximum accommodation available was for eighty. When 
as ommodation has been provided for an increased pupilage, 
na there is an increased enrolment, our Commission will 


\ be able to meet the increased expenditure involved in the 
y . A appointment of an additional man azent. Until then, they 
e ha 


onsider that those holding appointments at present 
ghould be sufficient. 


My I trust the information set forth above may 
be sufficient to assure you that the matters to which 
Fd 7 & have referred are receiving our careful attention, 
— and will continue to do so until every defect has been remedied, 
and the management placed on an unquestionably satisfactory 
basis.

It is hoped 
that she rill meet with suecess in her work and maintain 
proper discipline among the pupils under her charge. 


The Department will approve of the retention 
of the services of Wiss Warrener and Miss Northwood until 
midsummer of next year. It ig hoped, however, that after 
that date your Commission will errange for the appointment of 
two thoroughly competent women to take over their duties. 


Regarding the male members of the staff, I 
have to request that you will correspond with the Principal 
with a view to improving the supervision services. Some 
readjustment may be necessary in the duties of the men.

I might say that I did not inspect the class 
rooms, as a representative from the Ninette Sanitorium wes 
at the school that day examining the children, and con— 
sequently the class-rooms were closed. I noted, however, 
that a new teacher was in charge of the senior class-room, 
Miss Wrignt, who replaced Miss Payne, and I am satisfied 
that the new teacher is well qualified and maintains strict | 
discipline in her class-room,. 

The children were well-dressed and I looked 
through all the clothing, and consider that the school is 
supplying them with all the clothing they require, and in 
thie respect McKay School compares very favourably with 
any of the other boarding schools. 

I arrived at the school shortly before noon 
and was in the dining room while the children were having 
lunch. I found that the food, both in quantity and quality 
was just as good as at the average boarding school, and the 
school authorities had no chance to change the menu for that 
day as preparations would be well under way when I arrived. 
For this noon meal they had meat, potatoes, and carrots, with 
thick gravy, bread, pread-pudding and tea. The food was 
egerved in ample quantities to satisfy the needs of the chil- 
aren, On enquiring into the other meals, I came to the con- 
clusion that there was no room for complaint as far as the 
food was concerned, and the children presented a healthy 
appearance. 

As to the children eating with their fingers

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McKAY INDIAN RESIDENTIAL SCHOOL, C. of BE. , (Cont'd) ,- 
instead of using knives and forks, this is true. It can be 
explained, however, by the fact that the children are in the 
habit of taking their knives, forks and spoons away from the 
table and breaking then, and the matron informed me that it 
was practically {mpossible to keep them supplied with these 
articles. 

After going through the school and talking to 
the different membere of the staff, I came to the conclusion 
that considerable friction exists between the members of the 
staff and principal. The Rev. Mr. Fraser, the Principal, 18 
a man of whom I have & very high opinion. He has been in his 
present position for two years, and has been in the North 
country practically all his life, and is considered to be 
one of the most outstanding missionaries in that part of the 
country. I feel quite confident that he is putting forth 
his best efforts to manage the school properly, and has suc- 
ceeded in bringing about 4 great many changes in the outside 
work by raising stock and seeing that 4 good garden is main- 
tained for the school. However, I came to the conclusion 
that with the present s6aff the school will never function 
properly. In the first place some of the members of the 
staff have been at the school too long and I do not think 
they are even loyal to Mr. Fraser. The members referred to 
are the Matron, Miss Warner and Mise Northwood, They have 
been in the Indian work for 4 great number of years, and may 
lve splendid women, but they are getting too old to look after 
the work at this school, and from my observations, have ab- 
solutely no authority over the children. Mr. Turner the 
engineer does not appear to be very hebpful to the Principal. 
As you will recall Mr. Turner was in charge of the school for 
a couple of years and I do not think there was very much dis- 
cipline during that time. His successor, who preceded Mr, 


Fraser, wae no better, and during these three years the children 
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McKAY INDIAN RESIDENTIAL SCHOOL, C. of B., (Cont'd) ,— 
did just about what they liked, with the result that the 
older boys and girls are now very hard to manage. 

I had a long conversation with Mr. Fraser and 
he admitted that a change would have to be made in the staff 
and informed me that the Ohurch authorities had given him to 
understand that a change would be made after the summer hol- 
idaye. The staff mentioned by me might fill in at some other 
schools to better advantage, but they are certainly out of 
place in their present positions, and having lost control of 
the children, it is impossible for them to regain the prestige 
they should have over them. I am of the opinion that with a 
proper staff Mr. Fraser should show splendid results. 

The building itself is in a fair state of repair, 
and outside of a little painting, fixing of plaster here and 
there, and other minor things, very little repeiring is required, 
New mattresses have been furnished by the Department for sev- 
eral of the beds, and I have been informed that new springs 
are to be furnished also at the beginning of the next fiscal 
year. These springs are urgently required, as a great many 
of those now in use are tied up with wire and string, and are 
not fit to put the new mattresses on. 

The fire emocapes, extinguishers, etc., were all 
in good shape, but the doors leading to the fire escapes were 
padlocked. Instructions were sent out to all Principals of 
schools to leave the doord leading to fire escapes unlocked 
and I immediately brought this to the attention of Mr. Fraser, 
who informed me that if the doors were left unlocked several 
boys and girle would go out during the night, and boys from 
the Reserve would come into the girls' dormitory. The key 
to the door is in a glass cage alongside the door, and this 
cage is sealed, In case of fire the glass is to be broken

&W and the key removed. At thie school there is no way of 
fixing the exit through the supervisor's room, and if a 
room were built for the supervisor in the present dormitory 
4t would take up too much space. Under the present arrange~ 
ment there is & wall between the dormitory and the supervisor's 
room, with a window cut in this wall, about three feet from the 
floor. To get from the supervisor's room to the dormitory it 
ie necessary to either go through the window, or out into the 
hall and into the dormitory through another door. A night 
watchman is employed at the school, who makes the round of the 
buildings during the night, and keeps the fire going. Fire 
drill is held periodically, according to instructions. 

The outside buildings are all ina fair state of 
repair. 

The stock is well cared for, and at present they 
have thirteen (13) cows and five (5) fairly good horses. The 
boys milk the cows, but so far the girls have not been taught 
to do this. I pointed out to the Principal that according to 
instructions sent to Residential Schools, the older girls are 
to be taught to milk and do gardening. 

The school, I understand, had an excellent gar- 
den last year and they have a sufficient quantity of potatoes 
and other vegetables to carry them over until the new crop is 
obtained, 

As I have mentioned above, the children looked

Mr. Inspector Christianson, who recently 
visited the MacKay Indian Reeidential School, states 
that he found the children were eating their food with 
their fingers instead of using knives and forks. The 
Inspector states that this oan be explained by the fact 
that the children are in the habit of taking their knives, 
forks, and epoons away from the table and breaking them, 


The Department considers that there ie 
something wrong with the discipline when the ohildren 
are allowed to destroy the table equipment. I have, 
therefore, to request that you will take early action 
to see that an adequate supply of outlervie furnished 
and thet seme is properly looked after ond not damaged 
by the pupils. If proper discipline ie exercised, 
there should be no further complaint from this source. 


Tt hae aleo been drawn to the attention 
of the Department that the older girl pupils receive 
no inetruotion in the milking of cows. As this is 
considered an important part of the girle! training, 

I have to request that you will arrange that they are 
siven an opportunity to learn to milk. You should 
also see that proper oversight ie kept of the wirle 
during the milking period. 


The Department will be pleased to hear 
ae to the action taken regarding the providing and use 
of knives, forks and spoons by the pupile during their 
meale, and also regarding the step# you are taking to see 
that the girle are given @ full opportunity to learn to 
milk.

I have received from the Rev. A. Fraser, Principal 
of our Mackay Indian Residential School, copies of your 
letters of March Lith. and March 23rd. *129-1-1, addressed 
to him and have submitted the same to our Comuission for 
their consideration. 


In connection with the direction you gave to the 
Rev. Principal Fraser with regard to the teaching of the 
older girls how to milk cows, I beg to state that I addressed 
a circular to the Principals of all of our Society's Schools, 
and requested them to give this matter careful consideration 
and attention. 


From the replies which have been received to this 
circular letter, it is apparent that @ very considerable dif- 
ference of opinion exists amongst the Principals as to the 
value of this branch of instruction. For your information I 
should like to quote the following comments which have been 
made in this connection. 


The Rev. Principal Grant of our Carcross School 
writes, in part, as follows:-

The Rev. Principal Middleton of our Blood School

@irl on graduation can speak good English and is 
well versed in the Provincial Curriculum; make a bed; 
care for a sick patient; prepare a good meal and 

set a table properly; make, mend and sew their own 
clothes; keep a house clean 4nd look after children; 
wash clothes, and conduct herself properly. 


To add milking to this is simply © work of super- 
erogation. On the Reserve there are literally 

dozens and dozens of old school boys who have no 

cows to milk and again there are dozens of farmers who 
from sheer indifference and lack of interest will not 
keep & milk cow on their farms. 


I consider with many years of experience that the 
time spent in teaching Bl@od Indian girls to milk 
cows could be more profitably spent in other branches 
of education.” 


The Rev. Principal Vale of our Chapleau School 
writes, in part, as follows:- 


"Replying to your letter with regard to the girls 
being taught to milk cows, I beg to state it would 

be very awkward to carry out this suggestion for 
Several TEAGONS .eseceeeesees MY experience covers 
very nearly twenty-five years, and in all that time 

I have found very few cases where Indian girls had 

to milk cows on their return to their homes. I have 
actually heard of three and those only. In each case 
they were soon able to learn it, and so no real lack 
was felt. Some girls sre far too nervous to approach 
& gow and it would require a great deal of time to 
accomplish the task, 4f ever. nm 
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In the light of the above statements, oxr 
Commission sare of the opinion that the amount of stress 
to be laid on this branch of education might safely be 
left in the hands of the Principals of the respective 
schools. In the schools which are loctted in farming 
districts, this branch of education may have some value, 
put it can hardly have sufficient value in the schools 
which are located in the remoter parts of the country 
to necessitate its inelusion in the curriculum of in- 
struction for the girl pupils.

I have received your letter of the lst instant, 
Ho. 126-1-1, setti forth the information you had received 
from the Acting Indian Agent at The Pas, Man., with regard to 
the conduct of Mr. White the Farm Inatructor at the Mackay 
School, and expressing the opinion that he should be replaced 
by someone else. For your information I beg to state that on 
August 26th, the Rev. rincipal Fraser of the Mackay School, 
reported to our Commission that Mr. White the Farm Inetructor 
hed struck one of the boys (Peter Lathlin) and that the boy 
hed run eway from the gsohool. Immediately after receiving 
thie letter I wrote to the Principal for a fuller statement in 
connection with the same, and enclosed herewith you will find 
a copy of the statement received, signed by Mr. White the 
Perm Instructor, by Mr. Turner the ineer, ami by Mr. Fraser 
the Principal. According to this statement it would appear that 
the boy wae wilfully disobedient, his disobedience amounting 
practically to defiance, but even with the undoubted provocation 
this gave, Mr. White was not justified in striking the boy, as 
the inetructions he received, at the time of hie appointment, 
clearly insisted that corporal punishment or chastisement, when 
considered necessary, must be administered by the Principal 
only, as he is the official radian of the children during the 
time they are in residence a the school. 


Last month this school was visited by Col. Mermagern, 
the Assistant Secret -Treasurer of our Commission, and he 
reported very highly, the diligence and efficiency of Mr. fhite's 
services. As I have already written to the Principal instructing 
him to inform Mr. White and the other staff agente that the ruling 
of the Commission with regard to the punishment of children must 
be strictly observed, and in view of the fact that Mr. White has 
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rendered such excellent service over a period of many yeere, 

I trust that your Department may agree to allow him to remain 
at the Mackay School, until the Commission are able to arran 
for him to be transferred to some other school. Our Commission 
will meet on the 13th instant, when all the correspondence 
bearing on the matter will be considered. At that meeting I 
will recommend that Mr. White be transferred as soon as & 
suitable vacancy is available.

Department.

In reply to your letter of Sept. 12th, 128-1-1, I 
beg to state thatat a meeting of our Commission held on the 
13th instant, it was decided to terminate the appointment of 
Mx. White who holds the position of Parm Instructor at the 
Mackay Indian Residential School, at the end of October next. 
Our Commission have not yet offered this position to another 
man, but they fully expect to be able to secure one with all 
the qualifications required before the end of October. I 
note from the closing paragraph of your letter that you desire 
to receive particulars as to the qualifications and experience 
of the man who receives the appointment to the position in 
question, and in due course will furnish you with the same. 

I have no recollection of receiving a similar request in the 
past from your Department, except in the case of Principals 
and Engineers, and as all our agents are selected with the 
greatest care, I should like you to feel assured that every 
effort will be made on our part to secure 4 man who will 
measure up to the full standard of your Department and of our 
Society. 

’ 

With regard to Mr. hite who is being dismissed, I 
beg to state that few staff agents have given our Commission 
better service. He is an indefatigable and efficient worker, 
and it is only during recent months that he had allowed himself 
to get out of patience with some of the t ger boys. Some of 
the bigger Indian boys, and especially those recruited from the 
districts around the Maokay School, are not easily managed, and 
while Mr. White is being dismissed, for violating one of the 
rules of the Commission which forbids any ataff agent, except 
the Principal, to administer corporal punishment, our Commission 
feel that in view of the excellent services he has rendered he 
should be given another chance next year at some other school, 
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should he desire to return to the Indian School work after 4 
period of about six months enforced absence, which is about to 
be imposed upon him. Mr. White is the son of Canon White of 
Sigh Prairie, Alberta, one of the veteran missionaries of our 
Society, and a younger prother has been working very 
satisfactorily for some time on the staff of our Shingwauk Home. 
Our Commission feel that 44 would not be quite fair to \r. 

White to completely debar him from further service of the kind 
in which he has been engaged, simply on account of one 
transgression, and they trust that your Depsrtment, after 
receiving the information set forth in this letter, may take the 
same view of the matter.

It is hoped that you will be able to obtain 
the services of a fully qualified man to succeed Mr. 
White. The Department will rest assured that the man

tandard. It will not be necessary to furnish 
pertioculers regarding his qualifications, but I should 
be pleased to be informed of the name of the man who 
has been engaged. 


There would be no objections to the re-e' 
ment of Mr. White at one of the other schools conducted 
under the auspices of the M.8.0.0., and if there is a 
vacancy in the near future the Department would approve 
of hie appointment. It is thought that, upon hie re- 
engagement, if you inform him definitely of the rule 
which forbids any staff agent, except the Principal, 
to administer punishment, there would be no further 
cause for complaint in his case. The Department does 
not wish to penalize this man, but considers that it 
wae in the best interests of the Mackay School that 
there be a change in hie case.

in Toronto on the principle governing the selection, in- 
cluding qualifications, and appointment of agents on the 
staffs of Indian Residential Schools, and administered or 
owned by the @hurch, and I am instructed to the effect that, 
under the terms of the agreement arrived at between the 
Honourable, the Superintendent General and the seferal 
Churches, the Principal is the only agent the approval of 
whose qualfications and appointment is reserved to the 
Department, and that, in all other cases, the Church of 
England must continue in the future, as in the past, to 
exercise full authority and control. Our Head office states 
that modifications in this practice could only be brought 
about as the result of a further conference and an agreement 
which would apply to each and all of the Churches concerned,

MoKay Indian Residential School, The Pas Agency, inspected 
on Monday, September 12th, 1932. 

The junior room is in charge of Miss Wright 
who ie @ new teacher on the staff since my last visit. Miss 
Wright is a qualified teacher with several years experience 
and her services to date are very satisfactory. The roll 
calls for 33 pupils, who’ are arranged in the following 


grades:- 


The discipline is the best I have ever found it in the 

junior room, and the children are brighter and more alert. 

I think if Miss Wright remains in charge, 4 big change will 

be noticeable by the end of the year. The room was well aired, 
tidy, and clean. The children were neatly dressed and clean 
in appearance. 

The senior room is in charge of Miss Farrow 
who has been on the staff for a number of years. Miss Farrow 
is a qualified teacher, uses good methods in her work, but 
finds difficulty in the administration of discipline. The 
roll calls for 47 pupils, the grades being arranged as

The children appear fairly 
grades, but there is little, if any, improve 
in which they read or answer oral questions. 
hag had no success in having the children speak out, and it 


ig almost impossible to hear them when standing only a few 


The boys were dressed in overalls and shirts, 
some of which were rather ragged and untidy. The girls were 
neatly dressed and clean. 

The burlap around the lower part of the 
classroom is broken 4n places and the plaster has peen knocked 
off. This part of the wall has been repaired from time to 
time, but I think the only way to permanently fix it would be 
to put V-Joint on to the height of the burlap, which is about 
four feet. 

Although Miss Parrow, the teacher, is 
conacientious, I do not feel that any outstanding progress 
ie being made by the pupils. 

The kitchen work is in charge of Mies Spaulding 
who I have before reported on 4s being incapable of handling 
this position. Miss Spaulding is certainly not a cook, and 
this fact is realized by the girle over whom she has charge. 

| L coneider that much of the food is wasted, because of the 
fact that it is not properly prepared. ‘These remarks apply 

: to the staff meale as well as those supplied to the 
children. The following is the general menu served to the 
children:-

It will be noted that for the noon meal no butter or lard is 
served, and the children receive only water to drink. Desserts 
of any kind are not served at this meal, The supper mea 1 
appears rather light in view of what they receive for dinner, 
namely, a dessert with bread, cake or bannock and tea to 

drink. 

Mies Fraser is in charge of the sewing room and 
acts as girle' supervisor. | The re is only one sewing machine 
Th working condition, and Mr. Fraser pointed out that it was 
practically impossible to do the necessary sewing on the one 
machine. A new sewing machine shoulda be provided in order 
that the work may be kept up to date. 

I would point out that during 4 recent visit 
of the T.B. Clinic, on which a report was submitted to 
Mr. Lovell of their findings, Miss Fraser was reported 4s 
having active tuberculosis of the lungs. ‘This was brought 
to the attention of Mr. Fraser, her father, but I understand 
he considered she could quite well look after herself and also 
earry on her duties as girls' supervisor. Personally, I do 
not agree with Mr. Fraser in thie respect, and for the sake 
of his own daughter, I do not think she should be allowed to 
remain on the staff of the school. 

Mies Vincent is in charge of the laundry and 
bake ovens. Her work in the laundry appears quite satisfactory, 
but she is certainly unable to handle the other Department. 

Miss Griffithe acts as boys' matron and looks 
after their clothing as well as the boys’ dormitories. I found 
the domitories clean and tidy. A number of the ped springs 
are entirely useless and should be discarded as they are past 
any further repairing. I might say these beds and springs are 


some which 
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gome which were brought down from the old Battleford Industrial 
School and_have served in an institution for many years. 

Te toilets, especially in the girls' 
dormitories, were very offensive and certainly have not been 
properly looked after. I pointed this out to both Mr, Fraser 
and the Matron as there 4s no reason why , these cannot be kept 
clean, and the ones in the dormitories should certainly receive 
special attention. The bathtubs were also dirty and had not 
been looked after since last being in use. 

The hospital room is equipped with @ homemade 
bed. A proper hospital bed should be provided. I found that 
one of the pupils from this school had been placed in St. 
Anthony Hospital to receive treatment because of some infectious 
skin disease. I took thie up with the Principal, and pointed 
out that I felt the child could quite well have been cared for 
at gchool and isolated in the hospital ward. At times such as 
these, I am afraid the achool authorities are only too willing 
to place the children in the hospital for treatment. 

The fire escapes are all in good condition, 

“and there is one fire extinguisher on each floor. I think 

) it would be well if three new fire extinguishers were 
supplied in order that there might be one in each wing of 
the building. The Principal complained about being unable 
to keep a water pressure sufficient to be of much use in 
case of fire, but I am inclined to think that sufficient 
[pressure could be obtained if this matter was carefully 


looked after. ‘The pressure tanks are new and there is no 


Kesey 20 pa they will not stand the required pressures 


The boys' 
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The boys' playroom is in the basement, and 
although there are steam pipes for heating purposes, this 
place is too cold during the winter months. Mrs Praser 
{ntimated that it would be necessery to place # stove in the 
room in order to make it comfortable for the boys. This 
arrangement will add greatly to the risk of fire unless 4 
chimney is erected on the outside of the school and this 
would entail congiderable expense. It might be possible to 
add sufficient sections to the radiators to supply more heat. 

Since my last inspection Miss Schennells has 
been appointed Matron of the school. She is 4 graduate 
nurse and should render good service, 

Mr. Turner, who for many years has acted as 
engineer and gardener, retired on the 320th of September. 

He has rendered excellent service all through the nineteen 
years he hag been employed at the school, and the Department 
should see that a proper engineer and mechanic is placed in 
charge of the building at once. There is a lot of machinery 
in connection with the plant and only 4 competent man should 
be placed in charge. A chlorinating plant has been installed 
since my last inspection, costing over $1500.00, and new 
batteries and switchboard are now being installed, which 
will cost in the neighbourhood of $900.00, Mr, Fraser 
intimated that he would like to have his son take charge of 
this Department, but frankly I do not consider that he is 
capable of the task, and trust the Department will not 
sanction any such appointment. This is 4 matter which should 
receive immediate attention before some serious break occurs 
which might run into several hundred dollars, 


The Farmer, 
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The Farmer, Mr. White, was away with some of 
the boys cutting hay at the time of my visit. Mr. Fraser 
assured me there would be no shortage of feea as there is 
abundance of hay to be secured. I found the yards more tidy 
than at any other time I have visited this school, and the 
barns were clean. The cattle have greatly improved during 
the past two years, and with continued care,a fair herd of 
milk cows will be ob tained. 

Splendid returns were obtained from the garden 
which contained all kinds of vegetables. The potato crop 
will not meet their requirements, but these can be purchased 
locally for around 60¢ per bushel. The vegetables will be 
stored in @ homemade storehouse, which was erected last year, 
and I received no complaints in regard to it not being 
eatisfactory. 

I am glad to be able to report an improvement 
in connection with the staff at this school, and with @ 
proper cook in charge of the kitchen, conditions should be 
much better 

Mr. Fraser, the Principal, I think, realizes 
the weak places in connection with his staff and administretion. 
He is, however, inclined to want too many of his own family 
on the staff which policy I do not consider good, ana it 


certainly does not always tend to memdexr efficient service,

Mr. Inspector Hamilton, of Winnipeg, 
report on his recent inspection of the Mackay Ind 
Residential School, The Pas, has drawn attention to 
the services of certain members of the staff. 


With reference to Miss Farrow, teacher of 
the senior room, the Inspector states that, although 
she is a qualified teacher, she finds difficulty in 
the administering of discipline: that the children 
appear fairly well along in their grades but there 
ie little, if any, improvement in the way they read 
or answer oral questions. He reports that Miss 
Farrow has had no success in having the ehildren 
speak out and it is almost impossible to hear them 
when standing only a few feet away. 


Regarding Miss Spaulding, who has charge 
of the kitchen work, the Inspector reports as follows: - 
"She ie incapable of handling this position and is 
certainly not a cook and this fact is realized by the 
girls over whom she has charge. I consider that much 
of the food is wasted because of the fact that it is 
not properly prepared. These remarks apply to the 
staff meals as well as those supplied to the children." 


Concerning Miss Fraser, who is in charge 
of the sewing room and acts as girls' supervisor, the 
Inspector states: "I would point out that, during a 
recent visit of the T. B. Clinic, on which a report 
of their findings was submitted to the Indian Agent, 
Miss Fraser was reported as having active tuberculosis 
of the lunge. This was brought to the attention of 
Mr. Fraser, her father, but I understand he considered 
she could quite well look after herself and also carry 
on her duties." 


The Inspector reports that Mr. Turner, who 
for many years acted as engineer and gardener, retired 
on the 30th ultimo.

It ie considered that it would not tend to 
efficient service to have several members of the 
Principal's family on the staff. 


1 shall be pleased to hear, later, what 
action your Commission takes in regard to the appoint- 
ment of a competent staff at this school.

With further reference to your letter of October 15th. 
£126-1-1 and the reply despatched to you from this office on 
October 17th., I beg to state that at the request of our Commission 
I visited the Mackay School on the 15th. and 16th. of this month 
in order that I might secure on the spot further information 
about the matters touched on in your letter. In this connection 
I beg to report as follows:- 


(1) With regard to the services of Miss Farrow, 
the Teacher of the Senior room, I beg to state thet I directed 
her attention to the Inspector's Report with regard to the 
difficulty in maintaining discipline, and lack of success in 
having the children speak out distinctly. So far as the 
auestion of discipline is concerned, neither the Principal nor 
Miss Farrow herself had any recollection of any serious 
difficulty. Miss Farrow is rather small of stature, but she 
is an experienced and very competent teacher, and her past 
record appears to me to fully justify her continuance in her 
present office. 


With regard to lack of success in having the 
children speak out, I can only say that when I asked them to 
read, they read quite distinctly and they amawered my questions 
sufficiently audibly to be heard from any part of the class- 
room. ‘The teacher admitted that when the Inspector was there, 
the children disappointed her in this matter, but after she had 
explained to them how their conduct would reflect adversely 
on her ability, they showed 4 marked improvement. 


(2) With regard to Mise Fraser, the Girls' Super- 
visor, I beg to state that during my visit I gave syecial 
attention to the report you had received that she had active 
tuberculosis of the lungs, and reached the conclusion that the 
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report you received was drafted and despatched to you before 
the ultimate findings of the I.B. Clinic were known. These 
findines are set forth in the following letter written by 
Dr. D. As Stewart, Medical Superintendent of the Sanatorium 
at Ninette, Manitoba,who was in charge of the Clinic, and who 
wrote to Dr. Stephenson of The Pas, lian. on October 28th. 1932:- 
"Many thanks for your plates of Lillian Fraser. 
It seems to us from a comparison of these two plates 
that there is a little improvement. le found something 
last winter in both sides. The new plate shows very 
Little on the right side, but not far from the same on 
the left. I rather think that atever trouble there is 
is receding, and likely will go on improving. 
Last March when she was examined there were no symptoms, 
and I presume there are none now. I think she should 
carry on with her present worke I don't think there is 
any great danger of her infecting others. She should 
have a plate again in six months or So, and we may 
possibly be there to do it. An Indian reserve and an 
Indian school are so full of infection that one with no 
symptoms snd as little in the plate as Miss Fraser has 
should be all right - indeed I think I would be inclined, 
if she was without symptoms, to let her teach even in an 
ordinary school which has not sot so much infection in it. 
We would be glad to kmow how she getS One In the mean- 
time if you don't mind, perhaps we will hold the plate 


you sent with the one we have and when future plates are 
taken, we will have both of these for comparison." 


In the light of the information set forth in the 
above letter, I d@dould see no reason why Miss Fraser should not 
continue to discharge the duties of the office to which she had 
been appointed by our Commission, and I authorized her to do sd, 
subject to the approval of our Commission, and subject to the 
result of another X-Ray examination at the time indicated. 

Miss Fraser appeared to me to be in very good health, and she 
nerself and her father who is the Principal, assured me that she 
had not been absent from duty on account of ill health, end that 
she had never found her duties beyond her strength. 


With regard to the Engineership, I beg to inform 
you that this position is filled by a man who is fully competent 
to look after all the equipment in that department. He filled 
the engineership for over a year at the Indian School at Brandon. 
I am not certain @s to whether he will remain in the work per- 
manently, but should he sever his connection with the Same, you 
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may ress assured that our Commission will secure a fully 
competent man to take his place. 


I regret that I was unable to see the Acting 
Indian Agent, Mr. Lovell, but when I called at the Agency 
I met his assistant, and took up with him certain matters 
relating to repairs and equipment which seemed to me to require 
immediate attention. As the Indian Agent will, no doubt, 
communicate with you direct with regard to these, I feel that 
T need not do more than tabulate the principal items which 
are as follows:-

The school management have made a temporary root house 
which they are using this winter, but it is not satisfactory 48 
a permanent structure. ‘The iee house now in use might be altered 
so as to make it serviceable which it certainly is not at presente 


For some years past the attention of your Department 
has been directed in the comprehensive list submitted of the 
requirements at all of our Society's Schools, to the necessity of 
having a recreation room tor the girls. At this school they have 
none at present, and are obliged to use the Junior class-room 
for this purpose. The lack of a recreation room imposes 4n 
additional strain upon the school management which is not fair 
either to them or to the childrene Our Society has been asking 
for some time that, at this and other schools, & detached class- 
room be built, with space and equipment for manuel training in 
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the basement of the same. If your Department will carefully 
consider this need, and take steps to supply the same, you will 
confer a great benefit on the school, and relieve the sehool 
management of one cf the heaviest handicaps under which the 
work at this institution is being earried on at present.

Regarding Mise Fraser, the girls' supervisor, it 
ie noted you are of opinion that the condition of her health 
will permit her to continue to discharge her duties satis- 
factorily, Her case was drawn to your attention as we felt there 
was a possibility of danger to the health of the pupile by her 
assoctating with them. 


We have already been advised of the appointment 
of Mr. H. Bicknell, whose qualifications for the position of 
engineer appear satisfactory. 

We have also been advised that Mise Spalding, who 
had charge of the kitchen work, has been replaced by Mies D. 
pe al who gave satisfactory service at the Lac la Ronge 
School. 


The Department ie aware of the desire of your 
Commission to have competent members on the staff at thie School, 
and it is hoped, ae a result of your visit - when you, no doubt, 
discussed fully the duties of each member - there will be no 
further cause for complaint regarding their services, When our 
Inspector next visite thie school, it is anticipated that he will 
find an improvement in the general conditions and in the work. 


Regarding the repaire and equipment enumerated in 
your letter, I have to say that a sum is being included in our 
Betimates for the next fiscal year to carry out the work and 
provide the equipment as mentioned by you.

School, submitted by Mr. Lovell, Acting Agent, The 
Pas Agency, he states the appearance of the children 
as being "fair", and makes the same remark in connection 
with their meals. This would indicate that there is 
no doubt room for improvement along both these lines. 


I would point out that in Nurse Pears' report 
for January she also comments on the diet, and the 
Department will note that very few vegetables are supplied 
and that the milk supply is low. Mises Pears also states 
“very little attention is given to the care of the girls' 
"heads." 


I intend to visit this Agenoy in the near future 
and will make a careful check of conditions existing at 
this school and will report my findings to the Department.

I have your 205-11B of the 9th instant, relative 
to a report which you received from the Acting Indian Agent, 
The Pas, regarding the appearance and quality of food supplied 
the pupile at the MacKay Indian Residential School. 


In this connection it is noted that you intend 
visiting this school in the near future. I would request 
that you enouire carefully into the food served the pupils, 
especially the quantity of milk. You should also ascertain 
if the children are kept in a cleanly condition, both as 
regards their bodies and clothing. You might also make 
careful investigation as to the duties being performed by 
the various members of the staff. We have recently taken 
up with the Church authorities the question of » change in 
a number of the staff. You might enquire into the work 
being performed by Mise Farrow, teacher of the senior room; 
also regarding the health and work being performed by Mise 
Fraser, the girls’ supervisor. You might also enquire 
into the duties being performed by Mr. H. Bicknell, who 
was recently appointed as engineer. 


The Department will await your report, after 
yur visit, on the various matters in connection with this 
school.

Further to my telegram of the 19th,instant, regarding 
the burning of the Mactay Indian Residential School The Pap, 
I wish to report as followsi-~- a a 
At 15 minutes after one o'clock on the afternoon of March 19th, 
I received official notice from Mr.Fraser, Frincipal of the 
above school, that the school had burned down. I immediately 
left for the school accompanied by Constable Anderson R.C.M.P. 
to investigate the fire. Un arriving I found the school to be 
a total loss, so we took statements from those directly connected 
with the fire which I enclose. There seemed to be a certain 
amount of carelessness on the part of the Engineer and Naght- 
watchman in having this wood piled so close to the jacket heater 
mentioned in their statements, also a certain amount of careless- 
ness in not making positively sure that the fire was out in the 
first place, by either tearing down the ceiling, or taking up 
the floor in the next storey, also in not sounding the fire alarm 
imaediately which would have notified tne whole staff of the fire. 
The hose pipes in the school were inspected by me in the presence 
of Mr.¥raser, Yrincipal, on October 25th,1932 and were found 
satisfactory, but there seemed to be q@ lack of pressure during 


the fire. A considerable amount of goods were salvaged, such as 
blankets, mattresses, piano, furniture etCe, ne pulp house, barn 
and warehouse were not damaged to any extent during the fire. The 
roof of the ice-house was partly burned, but i walls are in good 
condition. Mr. fr: r and I arranged to billet possibly 50 children 
vitn the Indians of The Pas Reserve who at the present time have 
lots of foo@. About 30 of the smallest children are Staying in the 
church which is being used for a dormitory at the time. Most of 
the staft re staying in Mr.fr ser's residence with the emception 
of those needed to supervise the church.

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Report from Mr.Fraser, Principals March 19th.1935- 


It was about five minutes to eight when I went to the school on 
the momning of March 19th, everything seemed alright. I was going 
into the children's dining-room when I met Mr.Wilson and he did 
not say anything. Then I went to the staff dining-room, Mr. Wilson 
came in, the matron came jin after him and said we had 4 fire this 
morning, in the basement. 1 said “What" and no alarm" Mr.Wiison 
said I was going to report to Mr. Fraser mysel@. Then Miss Favell 
camein and said there was a lot of smoke inthe children's dining- 
room and kitchen and she looked alarming, so I went into my study 
and got mg fire extinguisher and was rushing to the basement when 
Leonard was passing, 80 I gave it to him. I rushed back through 
the boy's play-room to look at the stove. The room was clear of 
smoke, but smoke Was coming Uj undex the boy's stairways, “r. 
#ilson was there and I told him here is more fire. I then told 
him to ring the alarm. The fire was already breaking thpough the 
ventilator. I then went to the top floor and it was worse, I tore 
down the hose on the top floor but it did not work, no pressure. 
I yelled to get the pumps going. 1 went down to my office again 
go get some Pyrene and met Leonard on the stairs and he cut the 
can open with an axe, The hose on the second floor was working 

a little by this time. I told the boy's to save all they could, 
it was all over then. The boy's were wonderful. I went downstairs 
to the office to make sure that everybody was oute

on duty at 9 P.ile March 18th. and everything was alright. I was 

basement at 6.30 Ask. the morning of the 19th. March, then went 

the power house. I came back and woke Mr./ilson at 6.55 Aell. 
everything was alright. After 1 woke Mr.Wilson I went out to the power 
house again. @hen I came in frou the power-house I went in the kitchen 
and Mr.#ilson was having tea and we smelled smoke. &r.Wilson went up 
stairs with tea for the ladies. “hen he came down we had our tea, then 
we noticed smoke, so we went down to the basement and found the wood 
at the jacket heater burning. “e rushed back to the kitchen and got 
water, the fire was under the jacket heater, it was blazing. We threw 
the water on the fire and put the fire out. #e made two or three trips 
to the kitchen for water, I went up and got more water to leave in the 
basement in case we needed it. “Fr vilson went to get some boys to move 
the wood tothe centre of the floor. I noticed a crack about } inch in 
width between the cement yall and the ceiling which was smouldering, 
but I could not get water to the fire on account of steam pipes being 
in the way. Mr.dilson came down and I told him I could not get the 
water to the fire, so he rusnea out and got a small fire extinguisher 
and it did not work, so he went back and got a big one. I climbed up 
on the wood pile and used the fire extinguisher in the crack and to 
the best of my knowledge I put the fire out, 80 when that was over life 
Wilson and the boys moved the wood and we went out on the back stair 
ways and felt the walls to see if they were warm, but there was no 
sign of fire. I mentioned to «r.e#ilson that we should eet an axe and 
make sure but he seewed sure tne fire was out, so we did not botner but 
went up-stairs and finished our tea. 1 went down in and the boys had 
taken the wood away and I looked uj at the crack again and 1 coulda not 
see any fire at all. while I was down #r.wiison ui iown, thi 3 looked 
alrignt. I went upstairs to wet ready for breakfast. I don't ow whether 
the wood at the jacket heater started the fire or not but the wood was 
very dry. “hile at breakfast Miss Favell came into the staff dining-room 
and told us the fire had started again. Mr.Fraser rushed and got a fire 
extinguisher and 1 put it on the same crack where the fire was burning 
again but it did not put the fire out so tnen I rushed upstairs t& é 
if 1 could do anything there but the fire seemed to be in the air 
ventilator. The hose on the second floor was working @ little, the hose 
on the first floor was working good but there did not seem enough 
pressure at the time to put water all througn the school. ar.Wilson was 
at the pumps. ve were too busy carrying water from the kitchen to the 
basement for the first fire, and did not have time to ring the fire 
bell. I do not remember any iron being tore frou the ceiling. 
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Report from #illiam H. Wilson, Sngineer. arch 19th,1955. 
I went on duty at 7 Aelle March 19th, relieving Leonard Yraser, 
night-watchman. I was drinking a cup of tea in the kitchen when 
I swelled smoke. I asked Leonard VYraser what was smoking and he 
said I have just put on a fire but the swoke got worse so I went 
down in the basement followed by Fraser and found a pile of wood 
burning. The wood was in behind the hot water jacket, the wood 
was blawing.I ran back to the kitchen and got water Fraser did 
the same, we carried water until the fire was out, then we 
discovered that the metallic covering on the ceiling was red hot. 
Fraser got a pail of water and a dipper and threw the water on 
the ceiling. I went out ang got a small fire extinguisher but it 
was no good. I rushed to the second floor and got a big extinguisher 
from just outside Miss Fraser's room and took it down the basement 
and gave it to Leonard Fraser who was stood on the wood pile close 
to the ceiling, he used it and put the fire out. “hen we were 
through we could see no sign of fire, then I got boys and moved all 
the wood to be sure that the fire was out. I was sure there was mo 
more fire. I thenwashed and went to breekfast. I only just sat down 
when some one came to the dining-room and reported smoke coming 
through the floor in beneath the back stairs. I then went out to 
start the pumps. I nad 45 pounds of pressure but the nose was 
leaking. By thés time the fire was in the air ventilator, in flames 
beyond control. We then tried to get out as much goods as possible. 
The alarm was sounded at once but not for the first fire which I 
thought was out. The matron went down in the basement and she was 
sure the first fire was out. We tore the metallic covering off the 
ceiling but could see no more fire. ¥ire was coming out of the 
roof when I went to start the pumps. dood must have fallen against 
the fire door of the jacket heater to start the fire in the first 
place and the fire could easily start if that had happened.

a) “I am matron of the McKay Indian Sehool at Big 
Eddy.When I went downstairs at about 7,00.a,m, on Sunday 
March 19th;1933 into the kitchen I smelled smoke.I met Miss 
Griffiths on the stairs and she told me there had been a 
fire in the furnace room.I took Miss Neales with me into the 
basement,The fire to all appearances was out and there 
seemed no danger,I asked the origin of the fire and was 
told that a piece of small wood by the jacket heater had 
caught fire, There were several boys moving the wood away 
from where it had been piled. Several of the pieces were 
badly charred,but were absolutely out,I asked Mr,Wilson 
when it started and he told me he thought it must have 
started six or seven hours before,but I do not think this 
Was possible.We went up to breakfast and Mr. "raser came in 
and I aske d him avout it,but he had not heard anything 
about it.I had barely spoken to Mr.’raser when Miss Fav- 
elle came tearing into the dining room and said there was 
heavy smoke coming through - I didn't hear where, Mr, ?raser 
went out with an extinguisher with Wr, Rawlings,After that 
I went into the dining room to see if the children were 
alright.Then I went upstairs to see if the several sick 
children were alright.I told them to get dressed, Whilst 
upstairs I saw flames coming out of the cold air register, 
Up to the time Miss Flavelle came into the dining room 
this was the first real warning we had had of fire, This 
was about 8,05 a.m, The rest of the time I helped at sav- 
ing things!

Everything was alright when I went on,I was down in the 
basement about 6.30 a.m. on the 20th; and everything was 
alright then,no signe of any smoke,About 6.40 a.m. I woke 
Mr.Wilson and then went over to the power house.When I 
Game back Wilson was in the kitchen having some tea,he 
went upstairs and wheh he came down we had some more tea, 
and he then smelled smoke,he opened the door leading to 
the furnace room aad weat daqm and went down and we gaw a

both went upstairs and got pans of water and threw that 
on it and that put it out.We made two or three trips with

8. Mr, Albert Praser,Prinoipal of the McKays School was 
next interviewed and gave the following statements 
a) "I always have breakfast with the staff and rose 
at 6,40 a.m, this morning and went over to the school at 
7.55.1 met Wilson at the door of the dining room,He did not 
say anything to me.No smell of smoke at that time,I eaid 
"Grace" in the childrens dining room and then went into the 
staff dining room.Mise Wyatt told me there had been 1 fire 
in the basement that morning,I asked why ne alarm had been 
given,Wilson said he had been going to report it to me him 
self.Mise Yavelle then came into the room and said there 
was a lot of smoke in the kitchen and dining room,] went 
into my study and got the fire extinguisher and went to the 
basement and Leonard(Fraser) passed me and 1 handed him the 
extinguisher.I then went into the boys playroom . it was 
alright there,There was heavy smoke on the boys staircase 
and the fire was already breaking through the air shaft 
ventilators, Wilson was with me then,I called for the alarm 
to be given,I went up to the top floor and it was worse up 
there.I got out the hose.on the top floor but it didn't 
work, there not being enough pressure.,1 went downstairs and 
the hoee on the second floor was working but did not have 
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have very much pressure,1 went down to my study and got 
a can of Pyrex and poured this on the flames upstairs, 
but it did not have any effect on the flames,I then saw 
that it was impossible to save the building and helped 
to save the furniture and to see that ail the children 
were safe,”

9. With reference to the statement by Wm. H,Wilson, 
engineer at the school,given in paragraph 5 it will be 
noted that he stated that though he had the pumps work- 
ing the hoses were nog good, that they were leaking, In 
the statements by Leonard Yraser, nightwatchman, paragraph 
7 and that of Albert Yraser, principal, paragraph 8 it is 
stated by both that the hoses were working alright but 
there was not sufficient pressure of water. 


10. Wilson also stated that part of the metallic 
roofing was torn down to make sure that the fire had not 
gone further back, Leonard fraser states that no roofing 
was torn down, and further,that he suggested getting an 
axe and taking up the flooring on the firet floor to make 
sure it was out,but after feeling the woodwork and finding 
that it wasn't hot,both he and Wilson decided it would not 
be necessary. 


il. It is apparent that the first fire started from 
the pile of small wood by the hot water jacket catching 
fire, And the second fire came from the ceiling under the 
metallic roofing,which had been alight during the first 
fire and which had not heen properly put out. There bein 
nearly 20 years accumulation of dust ,eto;in between the 
flooring and the metallic ceiling there would be plenty 
for the fire to travel on and once it reached the air 
shaft it jumped right to the top floor and would have 9° 
many outlets that it would be impossible to cembat its 


12. Negligence on the part of Leonard Fraser and “im. 
Wilson to give the alarm during the first fire and also 
in not tearing down the metallic ceiling or taking up the 
flooring on the first floor seems to have resulted in the 
fire gaining a fresh hold with the consequent loss of the 
entire building. 


13. I returned to The Pas the same pm arriving t

With further reference to my telegram to you on 
the 19th. inst. re the loss of the Mackay School through 
fire that day, I beg to state that our Commission have 
received from the Rev. A. Fraser, Principal of this school, 
a statement setting forth what he believes "to be the cause 
of the fire based on reports given by night watchman and 
engineer." 


Our Gommission have also received 4 report from 
their Assistant Secretary-Treasurer, Colonel Ez. W. Mermagen 
who was instructed to proceed to The Pas as soon as possible 
after the fire, to investigate the cause, and to deal with 
any matters pertaining to the remaining property, the staff 
and the pupils, etc. requiring immediate action. 


(HE PRINCIPAL'S STATEMENT, dated March 22nd., 
dealing with the cause of the fire, reads, in part, as follows:- 


"Yo doubt it started in the furnace room near the 
jacket heater. The night watchman (Leonard Fraser) gives 
information that he was in the furnace room at 6.30 A.M. 
There was absolutely no sign of smoke or fire around the 
jacket heater at that time. He then went out to the power 
house and started the pump engine. On his return he went 
upstairs to awaken the engineer (Mr. Wilson); this would 
be about 6.40 A.M. After this he went down to the kitchen 
and made a cup of tea 48 usual. Mr. Wilson came downstairs 
shortly after 7 A.M. After the night watchman had awakened 
the engineer and a number of others he claimed he went out 
to the power youse & second time and was in the power house 
when the rising bell sounded. He returned to the kitchen, 
detected no smoke from the furnace room and proceeded to 
have his morning cup of tea with the engineer. At this 
juncture they both simultaneously detected smoke. They 


both went down immediately into the furnace room and saw 
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"the wood on fire under the jacket heater. They 

rushed back to the kitchen Mr. Wilson seizing a dishpan 

of water and the night watchman a cauldron of the child- 
ren's tea with which they managed to extinguish the flames. 


"The flames were leaping as high as the ceiling when 
they went down to investigate the first time they detected 
any sign of smoke. After extinguishing the flames they 
detected a red glow on the metallic ceiling near the cement 
wall. They got two pails of water with which the night 
watchman tried to cope with what he thought was fire in 
the ceiling. He used a dipper throwing the water upwards. 
Not being satisfied he called for a fire extinguisher to 
be brought in. Mr. Wilson brought a small one which was 
useless. Mr. Wilson ran up to the first flat and brought 
down a large one from Miss Fraser's station. This extin- 
guisher worked shooting the liquid into the crack of the 
ceiling which the night watchman thought head a amoldering 
appearance. Both the engineer and the night watchman were 
satisfied that the fire was extinguished thoroughly and all 
danger over. The matron left her room about 7215 A.Me 
having received no intimation whatever of what was going 
on until going down the stairway she met Miss Griffith 
aseending to the top flat and noticed a great volume of 
smoke when the door was opened leading to the stairway. 
Miss Griffith informed the matron the smoke was coming 
from the furnace room and had gone down to the kitchen to 
ask concerning it and had been informed that Mr. Wilson 
and the night watchman were down in the furnace room 
working with it then and she reasoned, therefore, that 
there was no need for alarm. The matron informed me she 
went down into the furnace room, meeting the night watch- 
man coming through the door leading into the kitchen who 
informed her that there had been a fire in the jacket 
heater fuel pile but that it was then extinguished. She 
went down then ani personally investigated and found 
everything seemingly all right. Before going down she 
had also seen the engineer who informed her also that the 
fire was absolutely out. After this she requested Miss 
Neales to come down with her a second time to investigate 
this would be abgout 7.55 A.M. They did #0 down and 
thoroughly examined the woodpile and found three or four 
boys throwing it out of the corner into the middle of 
the basement. They noticed that a great many pieces were 
badly charred but no sign of sparks were to be seene 
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e "I came over from the residence as usual about 7.55 
A.M. wut did not detect any smoke whatever or anything 
unusual. After removing my coat I went in to the children's 
dining room met Mr. Wilson at the door of the dining room 
(children's), the boys were already in and the girls were 
just beginning to march in. I took my place near the 
centre of the floor as usual and after the usual procedure 
returned to the staff dining room for breakfast. I did not 
detect anything unusual at all and the place was quite free 
from smoke. I had no intimation whatever that there had 
been a fire until at the breakfast table the matron men- 
tioned that there had been an exciting time fighting a fire. 
This was the very first intimation I had had of what had 
been going on and was filled with horror - this would be 
about 8.05 A.M. ...++++++. While at breakfast the kitchen 
matron came in and excitedly informed me that she had 
detected smoke. I immediately jumped to my feet, rushed 
into the office, seized a fire extinguisher and ran in to 
the children's dining room towards the furnace room. The 
night watchman met me taking my extinguisher. I rushed back 
to the boys' stairway and was met by a huge volume of smoke. 
Mr. Wilson was with me. I told him that the fire must be 
under the stairway and to get in to ite I ran upstairs 
then to the first flat, already smoke was coming through 
around the air shaft. I yelled for the alarm to be sounded 
immediately, which was done. The matron followed closely 
in my wake and I at once ordered her to see that all the 
sick were out of the dormitories which she did. I then 
proceeded to the top flat, even there the flames were coming 
through around the air ventilator. I immediately took down 
the fire hose but it wouldn't function properly. I then 
went down to the first flat, the pressure of water there 
was somewhat better but not sufficient to fight the fire 
with. Seeing the advance the fire was making I was con- 
vinced that we were beaten by the fire. I gave orders to 
save as much of the movable property as possible, which was 
done. The children were all out of the building at the 
time the alarm was sounded - they being all together in 
their own dining room. I gave orders for a close check to 
be made of both boys and girls which was carried out. I 
have no hesitation in claiming that the fire originated 
in the furnace room over the jacket heater. The smoke 
being 811 drawn up through an opening leading from the 
basement to the cupola in the roof, through which opening 
the air shaft had been placed. The building proved itself 
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a regular fire trap ahd had it occurred during the night 
season I am much afraid that certain of our staff members 
would have been tgzapped in their rooms. Half an hour after 
we got the first real warning of fire from the kitchen 
matron at about 8.05 A.M. it was unsafe to go across through 
the halle on first and second flat. Less than three hours 
the whole structure was demolished. I will give full verbal 
particulars to Colonel Mermagen on his arrival, and no doubt 
the staff members will do likewise to the best of their 
knotlledge. 


"The lady members of the staff were simply wonderful, 
keeping cool during the most trying experience that we have 
ever passed through. The senior boys and girls were splendid. 
My own boys worked unsparingly rendering every assistance 
possible to the last. The Indians were also wonderful in 
helping to rescue the storerooms where flour and fodder were 
stored and the children were practically taken off our hands 
for the time being by Indians asking that they might look 
after them for a day or so, seeing we had no proper place to 
house them. We kept eleven small ones that the matron felt we 
could not safely allow to go on account of their recent sick~- 
ness - they having only been out of bed two days from an 
attack of 'flu. People from town sent word of their willing- 
ness to house staff members and even children if need be, 
for which we are very grateful but the staff members preferred 
to stay together on the premises and rough it for a few days 
rather than disperse to more comfortable quarters. I can 
only say that we have been very fortunate in having the 
type of staff we had as they have certainly proved them- 
selves to be, even in the face of all they have recently 
passed through, loyal and most Gevoted sessceesee ™ 


THE REPORT OF COLONEL MERMAGEN Assistant Secretary-Treasurer of our 
Wommission, confirms the above Statement of the Principal in every 
detail, and furnishes the following additional particulars:- 


"At about 7 aem. the Night Watchman and Engineer noticed 
but as this happened 


hot when a big fire was on, and ignited. 

the whole pile of kindling, and there was a blaze in the 
corner under the boys' side of the dining room. Both men 
rushed to the kitchen, the Engineer taking a dish pan of 
water and the Night Watchman 4& boiler which was heating for 


a3 a - 
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the children's tea. The dish pan extinguished the burning 
wood, and the Night Watchman climbing on a pipe and using 

a dipper, threw the contents of the boiler on to the metal 
ceiling which was re@ hot, and cooled that off. ‘The 
Engineer in the meantime ran for one of the hand extinguish- 
ers in the kitchen, which refused to work. He then went to 
the hall on the second floor and brought down a large extin- 
guisher which was in good working order, and together he 

and the Night Watchman thoroughly drenched the ceiling and 
the pile of kindling until no vestige of fire or smoke was 
visible. They stayed town for a time, but as no sign of 
fire was apparent when the breakfast bell rang, they went 
upstairs to the staff dining room and sat down. 


"Whilst the Night Watchman and Engineer were thus 
engaged, the usual school routine was going forward. The 
Kitchen Matron came down about 7 a.m. and being informed that 
there was a slight fire in the basement, filled several 
pails of water for use. Miss Neales who was on table duty 
noticed smoke after she came down and went to the stairs 
leading to the furnace room, where she met the Engineer who 
informed her that the fire was out and all danger over. 
Shortly before 8 the Principal came over to the school for 
breakfast, and having visited the pupils' dining room, went 
to the staff dining room. Before breakfast was started the 
Head Matron came in and in apology for not being strictly 
on time, mentioned the morning's excitement. The Principal 
asked for an explanation, and on receiving it demanded to be 
informed why he had not been notified, and calling to the 
men to follow him, made for the furnace room. On his way 
through he met the Boys' Supervisor who reported a considerable 
volume of smoke coming up from the furnace room. The Princi- 
pal iumediately ordered the alarm bell sounded, and the 
children marched out, and himself went to the fire hose. 

The hose although recently inspected by the Principal and the 
Indian Agent, proved faulty in places, and the stream was 
inadequate. The Principal then went to the office and 
seized a large extinguisher which was taken from him by the 
Night Watchman for use in the furnace room. The Principal 
was then informed that smoke and flame was bursting from 
the large ventilator which ended in a cupola at the top of 
the building, and having ascertained this report to be true, 
he gave up hope of saving the building, and as the children’ 
were safely outside, devoted his energies to saving as much 
of the equipment as possiblee In this work he was sided by 
members of the staff and spoke in the highest terms of the 
courage and devotion to duty of every one of them. The 
Indian men from the reserve also came flocking over and by 
their help the large supply of flour and feed was taken from 
the store house and placed in safety. Afterwards they kept 
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the roof of this building covered with snow to prevent 
sparks from setting fire to it. 


"The wind was from the South East, so that the engine 
house, although nearest the main building, was out of danger. 
The ice house, some twenty yards further away had the wouth 
side of its roof badly charred in Spite of repeated applica- 
tions of snow. Had the ice house caught, the fate of the 
store house would have been sealed. Actually, the main 
building was the only one destroyed. 


"During the early stages of the fire the salvage work 
Went rapidly forward. 71 mattresses, 117 quilts, 47 flannel- 
ette sheets and 72 pillows were saved, as Well as many bed 
_Spreads, pillow Slips, etc The office files were rescued 
| a8 we as rniture from the staff sitting room, including 
|} the piano. The stock rooms where the spare clothing was kept 
were unfortunately attached to the ventilator Shaft, and 
when efforts were made by the Supeevisors to get at the 
contents they were driven back by clouds of smoke. 


"The fire staring just at brea&fast time, 911 the 
pupils were completely clad, and after the alarm, many 
secured their overcoats. There were at the time only two 
convalescent children to be looked after - a girl who was 
being retained until Monday, merely as a precaution, and a 
boy recovering from 'flu. The former walked over to the 
Residence herself, and the boy having been brought down 
by his Supervisor, was carried to the Residence by some of 
the bigger boys of the school, and later transferred to 
hospital. It is a magnificent tribute to the entire staff 
that their first thoughts were for the children, their 
second for bedding and the subsequent comfort of their 
charges, and only the third for their personal belongings. 
All suffered considerable loss, several practically every- 
thing. The Head Matron would at first appear to have been 
most fortunate, as owing to her recent arrival and the fact 
that her predecessor had occupied her quarters for a fortnight, 
Miss Wyatt had not unpacked her trunk which was rescued in tact. 
Unfortunately the few things she had unpacked were her chief 
treasures, and most of all a Belgian war decoration, conferred 
by King Albert upon her deceased uncle for distinguished war 
Services, Miss Farrow and Miss Neales, the two Teachers, both 
saved their certificates, but lost other valuable books, 
pictures, etc. Miss Fraser and Miss Griffiths, Supervisors, 
by looking after their charges, both lost heavily in personal 
effects, particularly the latter who was in attendance upon 
the sick boy until he was adequately cared for, lost more than 
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any other agent. Miss Favelle, Kitchen Matron, and Miss 
Vincent, Laundry Matron, both lost much of their belongings. 
Fortunately all saved their winter coats. Mr. Wilson 
Engineer, lost his personal tools which he kept in his room 
as the school equipment was complete. He also lost a sum of 
money and clothing. Mr. Rawlings, Farmer, saved a portion 

of his effects, as did Mr. Leonard Fraser, the Night Watchman. 


"The Principal commented most favourably upon the con- 
duct of the Indians upon the reserve - the mer as has been 
stated, gave valuable assistance in saving supplies, and both 
men and women when the disposal of the children was under 
consideration, offered to take in one or two additional, to 
their own homes until arrangements could be made. These 
offers were made entirely without ulterior motive, but ina 
subsequent conversation, Mr. Fraser asked if the Commission 
would be inclined to favourably consider a grant of some 
25 lbs. of flour to the families who had undertaken this duty. 
I toot it upon myself to promise this, and trust my action

"I saw the Agent's report to Inspector Himilton, and 
noted that he had imputed carelessness to the Engineer and 
Night Watchman. With this opinion I disagree. An error 
in judgment, certainly, but not carelessness. Both men 
worked hard and were convinced that they had extinguished 
the fire. ‘he error was in not tearing up part of the 
floor, and fighting the fire from above instead of below. 

I questioned every member of the staff,and from their replies 
am convinced that the cause cf the fire was entirely accidental. 
I had the Engineer and Night Watchman in at the same time, 
and had them check each other's story. Replying to my query 
why had the Principal not been notified, the Engineer stated 
that they felt it was a simple job to put out the fire, but 
was distinctly a two-man job. At the time of the first 
outbreak, none of the other members of the staff or the 
children were up, and there was no one to send. Similarly 

as to ringing the alarm bell. If they extinguished the small 
blaze in time, of which they were quite confident, there was 
no necessity for raising the alarm. The reports from all 
members of the staff were substantially the same. 


"My conclusion,is, therefore, that the fire started 
accidentally, When it was discovered to be serious, the 
conduct of all concerned from the Principal to the youngest 
child in the school was above reproach, and that much 
valuable equipment was saved at considerable personal risk. 
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I beg once more to direct attention to the fact, that from 
start to finish of this unfortunate occurrence, the entire 
staff of the Mackay School, displayed a devotion to duty 
of which the Commission may well be proud.” 


The Principal's statement and the Assistant Secretary- 
Treasurer's Report were presented to our Commission at a meeting 
held here on the 28th. inst. when the following decisions, inter 
alia, were reashed:- 


"Action taken (1):- The Commission decided to record their 
Sincere regret over the loss of this school building, and 
their equally sincere gratitude to Almighty God for pre- 
serving the lives of the staff and pupils. 

(2) They accepted the finding of the Asst. Secy-Treas. as 
set forth in his report, and the statement of the Principal, 
that the fire was accidental in origin, and that the school 
management did their utmost to extinguish the same. The 
members present also accepted the Asst. Secy-Treasurer's 
statement that the Engineer and Night Watchman erred in their 
judgment when they wére convinced that the fire had been ex- 
tinguished and did not take the further action he suggests, 
in order that their conviction might be established by 
certainty. 

(3) The Commission approved the action of the Department 

in sending 40 children to the Elkhorn School and decided 

to record their regret that for reasons given in the 
Departmental telegrams, the remaining pupils could not be 
sent to other schools. 

(4) They instructed the Field Secretary to convey to the 

Principal and staff agents, an expression of the Commission's 
high appreciation of their conduct during the critical 
situation created by the fire, and approved the action of 
those who decided to return to their homes until other 
appointments might be available for any who desire to receive 
them." 


The Principal, the Rev. A. Fraser, has been informed 
by our Commission that they will continue his salary until the 
end of June, and they trust that the Department may permit him 
and his family to occupy the Principal's residence until that date. 
As the Commission have no other appointment to offer Mr. Fraser, he 
will endeavour to secure ministerial work in one of our Church's 
Missionary Dioceses, where his splendid knowledge of the Cree 
language will be of special service. While remaining on the 
school premises he will exercise careful supervision of the 
remaining school property ani equipment, and carry out any 
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instructions our Commission may give him with regard to the 
disposal of the supplies, wood fuel, live stock, implements, etc. 


The services of a Farm Instructor will also be 
retained to look after the live stock, and assist in any way 
required either by Mr. Fraser or by our Commission. 


It is the understanding of our Commission that the 
71 mattresses and all the buildings except the Church, and all 
the land, including the hay land mentioned in your letter of 
March 12th. 1928, No.128-1-9 (and gazetted April 7th. 1928, 
page 3263) will pass under your Department's care as soon as our 
Commission have been able to dispose of the year's supply of 
hay, wood-fuel, flour, etc., and other items mentioned above. 


The local Indian Agent will receive the study and 
exercise books which were rescued from the fire, and our 
Commission has addressed an inquiry to Mr. Fraser, the Principal, 
with regard to the possibility of disposing of the other items 
referred to. 

In order that this matter may be handled in a way that 
will be satisfactory to both your Department and our Commission, 
it is recommended that power be given to Mr. Fraser as represent- 


ing our Commission, and to Mr. Lovell, the local Indian Agent, 
as representing your Department, to deal with this important matter.

Reverend Sir: 


With reference to your letter of the 3lst 
ultimo, regarding the destruction by fire of the 
MacKay tndfan Residential Sehool, I have to say that 
the Department has received reports from Mr. Inspector 
Hamilton, the local Indian Agent end the R. C. M. P., 
relative to the matter. 


The statements of the various members of 
the staff ere somewhat conflicting. There is no doubt 
that there was great carelessness manifested on the 
part of Mr. L. Fraser, the night watchman, and Mr. 
Wileon, the engineer. If they had taken proper 
precautions after the first outbreak of fire around 
the jacket heater, there would have been no second 
outbreak which destroyed the building. The Principal, 
the Rev. A. Fraser, cannot be held entirely free from 
criticism and blame in the matter. It is considered 
the fire could have been extinguished if proper action 
had been followed when firet found. The Department 
must attribute this disaster to carelessness and lack 
of responsibility on the part of the night watchman 
and the engineer. The Department could not approve 
of the re-appointment of either of these men to any 
of the other Indian residential schools under the 
auspices of your Commission. 


The Principal will be allowed to occupy the 
principal's residence until approximately the end of 
June, next, as he should assist the local Agent with 
regard to the disposal of the supplies and equipment 
on hand, Instructions have been forwarded to Mr. 
Inspector Hamilton to arrange with your Commission 
for the distribution of all supplies, etc., remaining 
on the premises.

The Anglican 
Church euthorities, umder whose auspices the 
achool was conducted,/ are being informed that the 
burning of the building must be attributed to 
carelessness on the part of the two members of the 
etaff referred to above. I wish to thank you for 
the report which you submitted.

It seems fubile under present circumstances 
to urge upon the Department the extention of Indian 
Residential Schools, but there is an urgent requirement 
which it is my bounden duty to keep pefore your notice. 


Since the loss by fire of the McKay School at 
The Pas, our Indians in the Hudson Bay area have pleaded 
for @ school somewhere adjacent to the Hudson Bay Railwa 
within the Diocese of Keewatin. Their nearest residentia 
school is at Elkhorn 750 to 1000 miles away. A number of 
children from our Cree missions have been sent to Elkhorn, 
with the result that parents are unable to see their children 
for several years. On my visit to these people they begged 
that something be done to provide a school in their own area. 


I am aware that the late Canon Gould, formerly 
georetary of M.3.C.C, had such a proposed school in his 
estimates for several years, and in his last report to the 
Board of Management M.S.C.C. he referred to the need as 
urgent. 


Ata wanting of the Ereoutive Committee, M.S.0.C. 


held in Winnipeg last Novemeber, I was given euthority to 
make personal appeal to the Department of Indian Affaire 
for such a school. I have refrained from pressing the matter 
because I am of the opinion that your Department may not on 
account of war conditions entertain any suggested extention 
of schools. In duty to be people, and being well advised of 
the need, I would plead that such 4 school, north of The Pas, 
within the Diocese of Keewatin, be given first consideration 
if, and when,the Department considers extention possible. 

I thus write at this time that the matter may be kept before 
your notice.

I have for acknowleéqament Your Lordship's 
letter of April 29, in which you submit, for depart- 
mental consideration, the claims of the Indians in 
the Hudson's Bay area, near The Pas,.Manitoba, for 
the establishment of @ residential sdtiool in that 
district. 


I regret to state that owing to the war 
conditions now confronting us, our buildins program 
has been almost completely suspendec. The only 
provision mace in the 1940-41 estimates for the con- 
struction of schools is a small eopropriattion to 
complete one or two schools already in the process 
ef construction and to build one or two Indian day 
schools in respect to which @ definite commitment had 
been made prior to the outbreak of the war. 


I desire to assure you, however, that 
we shall be glad to file Your Lordship's letter for 
future reference and carefully review the claim of 
these Indians for a residential school when the funcs 
at our disposal justify us in takine such action.

I beg to refer again to your personal letter of October 
10th and to my reply of the 21st. 


Now that the authorized pupilage at Elkhorn has been 
reduced to 130 at our request we are experiencing continual 
difficulty through our inability to take children who are anxious 
to enter the school. After the report of Dr. Simes that the 
dormitories were overcrowded, we have been doing our best to 
restrict the attendanes. Our Principal has been under continual 
pressure and even now the number is near 140. I have been in 
close contact with Inspector Hamilton and he has agreed with us 
thet we should not receive any more pupils, so that we have been 
persuading various Anglican parents to send their children to 
Brandon, though they do this with reluctance as the children 
naturally prefer to be with their friends from the home reserve. 


As I have heard from time to time that the Government 
is contemplating taking over the American Hospital north of The 
Pas, I beg to express again our Anglican desire for a residential 
school in the northern part of Manitoba in the hope that some of 
the present hospital buildings may be made available for this 
purposee It is not only the fact that at the moment we have 60 
children from the Northern part of the Province attending Elkhorn, 
and are being compelled to refuse admission to Southern children, 
but it is quite evident to us that some of the overcrowding at 
Prince Albert results from the lack of school facilities in 
Northern Manitoba. A number of the pupils now at Prince Albert 
— very readily go to The Pas if a school were established 
here. 


I trust that the claim of our Church will be taken into 
consideration if the acquisition of the American Hospital is 
definitely concluded. The fact that since the loss of the Mackay 
School we have had only one Anglican institution in a province 
in which our Church has a larger number of Indian members than 
any other, and that we can now accommodate only 130 at Elkhorn 
against 365 for the United Chureh and 340 for the Roman Catholic 
is surely an evidence of real need. It is true that our request was 
for a number of years for a new school somewhere on the Hudson 
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Bay line between The Pas and Churchill. The Bishop ef Keewatin 
has went suankiy urged this need upon our Commssion and believes 
that a sehool is urgently needed at Gillem or some point north 
of it. Certainly we have in that area a very large number of 
Indian members of ovr Chureh and they appear to have little 
edueational opportunity. It is evident, however, that the 
orera' st site north of The Pas has a most central location and 
could readily be reached By railway from the north.

I have for acknowledgment your letter 
of February 9th, and have noted with a ereat deal of in- 
terest the suggestions contained therein, 


I have had a feeling for several years 
that additional school facilities should be provided in 
northern Manitoba, particularly in The Pas area, I am not 
in @ position to state, however, with the limited informa- 
tion at my disposal, whether these facilities should consist 
of @ Residential School or a number of improved Day Schools 
or both. There has been in recent years a great deal of 
oriticion against a Residential School in uorthern Manitoba, 
If I remember correctly e« certain amount of this criticien 
came from one of your own missionaries.

Dear Mr. Hoey:- Re Proposed Residential School North of The Pas 


Following out your kind suggestion I was able to visit 
the American Army Camp at Clearwater Lake last week in company 
with Dr. P.E. Moore and Mr, C. Bueke We thoroughly surveyed the 
buildings and examined some of them with special care to ascertain 
their construction. I have no doubt that the other gentlemen will 
be making their report as to the suitability of these buildings 
for residential school purposes, but I now beg to give you my 
personal conclusions. 


Having in mind the splendid school erected at Carcross 
last year by the use of three large prefabricated buildings, I was 
clear about the possibility of repeating this method at Clearwater 
Lakee It would, of course, be regarded as something for a limited 
number of years only but I have no doubt that a school could be 
put into operation on this site with a minimum cost as compared 
with new construction. We found the buildings well-made and a 
number of them insulated. All would require to be protected in 
this way and probably some additional material on the exterior 
would make them warmer. The standard type has an inside measurement 
of 51¢* x 194’ with ceiling ® little less than 8'. As to the 
suitability of such buildings for school purposes, I have already 
expressed my convietion that for Northern bush pupils there is 
positive advantage in housing them in simple surroundings not too 
far removed from their natural habitations. I selected a group of 
buildings which seemed to me to be most suitable for the purpose 
by reason of their locations They are situated on the main road 
entering the Camp and are as far away as possible, both from the 
Hospital and the Airfield. By moving some buildings across the 
road and connecting them with others I believe a workable institu- 
tion could readily be obtained. This would allow us to work with 
only three or four units so that there would be as little need as 
possible of going out of doors when passing from one part of the 
school to another. I enclose @ rough plan which suggests what I 
have in mind. This is, of course, purely tentative as I have not 
yet been able to work out the total floor space thus provided in 
comparison with other schoolse I have had in mind a school of 
about 100 pupils and believe these could be easily accommodated.

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Some of the Camp buildings are already splendidly 
equipped for institutional purposes and especially the dining rooms, 
kitchen and washrooms, The whole Camp offers many advantages as 
compared with a new site which might be chosen for school purposes. 
It is on a splendid gravelled road, running to the Pas 18 miles 
away, and is also on the railway with a spur line running within 
a short distance of the buildings. Electric light is laid on to 
the Camp and it is possible that the water supply might also be 
used and the Camp arrangements for sewage disposal. The question 
of heating the buildings would have to be faced. There are a 
number of Duo-Therm heaters in use in the Camp which burn fuel oil- 
This method might be costly and a central heating plan might have 
to be installed, but these are details which the experts of the 
Department would doubtless work out. A great amount of work has 
been done in constructing gravelled roads in the Camp and in 
levelling the grounds Immediately behind the buildings suggested 
there is a large area of level ground which would be quite suitable 
for recreational purposes. It seemed to me that the soil would 
readily lend itself to the purpose of a school garden. Other 
points in favour of the site seemed to me to be the proximity of 
medical and hospital care; the fuller social life for staff members 
by reason of the aumber of hospital employees; and the possible 
openings for graduate pupils as wardmaids in the hospital. 


I was glad to have the opportunity of meeting both Indian 
Agent Lovell and Dr. Yule. I found both of them in favour of the 
eneral proposal and confident that a real need existed for an 
lican school of at least 100 in this area. Bearing in mind 
that the Mackay School has never been replaced and that 60 or more 
children from The Pas and north of it have continued to go to 
Elkhorn, I found general agreement that much of the feeling of 


unrest of both parents and children arose from the fact of taking 
children so far away from home. From missionary workers I received 
assurance that there would be no difficulty whatever in obtaining 

a large number pf pupils, as in several areas there are numbers of 
children without school facilities at the present time. 


After hearing my report our Commission on April 10th went 
on record as warmly endorsing the proposal and I am directed to 
request that the Indian Affairs Branch will take over a sufficient 
number of these buildings to enable a workable institution to be 
put in operation in the near future.

The buildings, both classrooms and teacher's resid- 
ences, of the day schools, are for the most part in poor 
condition and hardly worth repairing. We put in the Estimates 
for 1945-46 for a number of new buildings to replace them, but 
the Department have informed me they cannot be allowed. They 
certainly should be built at the first possible opportunity. 


It might help matters if more food was provided 
for a more substantial mid-day meal. .T mean a quantity of 
dehydrated foods, such as peas, beans, lentils, potatoes, etc. 
be provided as well as the biscuits and some of the older 
children taught to make a well cooked mid-day meal for the 
chiléren. This would increase attendance, teach the children 
some domestic science and be beneficial to their health.

If I may fitet introduce myself: 

I have been a missionary to the Indians about The Pas, Man. 
for the past 20 years, have taught in four Indian day schools, and 
was a freqent visitor at the residential school at The Pas (the Maclky 
gehool) before ite destruction by fire in 1933. 


It happened that I had an opportunity 3 days ag? t° visit the 
american army air post near The Pas, where, I undérstand, you have 
plans to take over the hospital building for an Indian sanitorium and 
other buildings for a residential school. 

May I thank you first, on behalf of all of us who have the 
Indians’ welfare at heart, for the promise of the sanitorium, so very 
tragically needed. 


But I have for years been a determined opponent of the resi- 
dential schools. I have shared the opinion of scores of my fellow 
missionaries, of tra®re, of Indian Agents, and others who are in 
contact with Indians, that the boarding school Indian is a spoiled 


Indian. And now I have changed my ideas: at least, I see a wonderful 
opportunity for you an4 for the Indians. 


My two principal objections to the residential schools were, 
(1) that they bring ‘the child up ig gurroundings and atmosphere so 
utterly different from the simple Indian dwelling, that he cannot 
apply to his own home the techniques of living that he learned at 
school; and (2) that in too many cases the trades he learns in the 
far-off school he has no slightest opportunity to practice on his 
return to the Reserve... 68. our children from this bush country have 
been going to Wlkhorn and Learning trac to r- farming. There never will 
pe tractorfarming on these northern reserves: the land is all wrong 


for it. 
But now you have a different situation. You have at present 


to your hand a group of gmall buildings, at lst comparable in size 
to the Indians’ homes, and they are in surroundings like those of the 
northern reserves. 


I venture to suggest, then, that you ® mt spoil these two 
admirable features by bringing the little buildings together under one 
Toof, end laying out the land to field crops; but rather that you aim 
to deménstrate and teach right there what a nortivern reserve could and 
should be like, 


Concretely, I smegest that 15 to 20 children be housed in 
each s@parate building, which would be their home, under a member of 
the staff, who would be house-mother and also live there. The class 
rooms would become day-schools, and when fhe day's work was done ther 
the children would go “home” just as on the Reserves, aWay from the 
atm wphere of chalk and geometry. As far as possible each household 
would consist of chil‘tren from the same reserve, %& that they would 
be among friends and the newcomer would not be afraid. 
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Wach house woul’ have its home-size garden, tende@ by ite own 

ft y, Who would there Learn something of the quantiti@s of seed a 
family would require ine tead of how many bushels of potatoes 
to @ acre. 

Inside each hotise the older girls woul’ have a share in the 
decorating, cheosing colors, making curtains, studying different kinds 
of fleor coverings, all on a set budget per house per year.... the 
houses are uniform to start with. 


The boys would learn to make small improvements, fences, garden 
walks, pantry shelves, etc., and one house might keep chickens, 
ano ther pigs, ani a third goats, or cows, the produce of each @stab- 
lishment being pooled and a fair price credited to that house for 
improvements. 


‘In short, the whole place wuld be a model commnity, or junior 
réegerve. Chief an4 councillors whoul’ be chosen along the children 
to introduce them t the process¢s of democtatic government (which is 
an alien thing to the cree), and would ‘ave powers similar to thos? 
of a student council in a city scho4, unter the guidance of the 
principal or his ‘deputy. 


Trophies, in the form of flags to be displayed on a staff in 
the front garden, would be awarded to the best-kept hous? and perhaps 
the best-kept garden; and in general a spirit of friendly rivalry 
petween the hougs@s shoul’ be fostered. 


And when the children returned at last to their own reserves, try 
woul’ be able to practice all the skills they learned at school: the 
girls would be able t accumulate, little by little, the same simple 
equipment they had in their school home; an4 the boys would be able to 
garien in the way they had there, instead of coming down from diesel 
tractors to grub-hoes. 


Ano ther point: this site ison the shore of Clearwater Lake 
("Atikameg Lake" on the maps) which is fairly well st cked with fish. 
I believe that commercial fishing has been closed on this lake for two 
s@asons past, or very strictly Limited in quantity. It mignt be poe 
gible to arrange with the Province of Manitoba for net fishing to be 
allowed only to the school, for its own usé. (since there are two 
small summer resorts on the Lake, angling would probably have to be 
allowed the summer visitors). 


I hope very much that these suggestions will not reach you too 
late, I believe you have here an opportunity t change the residen- 
tials schools from a positive evil, such as they appear to many of us 
to be now, into a wonderfully helpful device towards the education of 
the ert 3 in the art of living a healthy, happy and self-supporting 
rura fe.

Dear Mr. Hoey: Re: PROPOSED SCHOOL, The Pas area, Manitoba 


I regret that so long a time has elapsed since the receipt 
of your letter Reference 128-1-1, of May 18th. I had to leave the city 
shortly after it came to hand and have since been absent from the office 
or greatly burdened by reason of lack of help. 


I now beg to refer to our previous correspondence and to my 
detailed report after visiting the American Army buildings at Clear 
Water Lake in company with Dr. Moore. This matter has also been 
placed before the Missionary Society of our Church and I am now able 
to make a definite request. 


(1) It is our conviction that a residential school for Anglican 
Indians has really been needed in The Pas area ever since the MacKay 
School was destroyed by fire twelve years ago. We have been caring 
for as many as 60 children at Elkhorn who came from The Pas and points 
further north. This has always been considered an unsatisfactory 
arrangement and has caused much discontent both among parents and children . 
We believe firmly that wherever possible all of our pupils should return 
home for the summer months but the cost of transportation between Elkhorn 
and these northern points is exceedingly high. Furthermore, we have just 
been asked if we can increase the number of pupils from The Pas area for 
the coming school year, as the payment of family allowances in the area 
will previde far more pupils than the Day Schools in the area will be 
able to handle. Missionaries of our Church in this northern area have 
asserted that many children will be served by the proposed school who 
are without educational facilities at the present time. 


(2) The Cleat Water Lake site appears to us to be eminently suit- 
able for such a school. It is directly linked with the railway and 
has a good road to The Pas. The large lake and the heavy bush around 
suggest healthy living conditions and the fact that hospital and full 
medical care are available gives the site an enormous advantage over 
anything else that might be suggested in the area. The opportunity 
of having electric light, the possibility of having a supply of tested 
water and the many advantages accruing from the presence of the hospital 
staff, all make the site desirable. The buildings will require to 
be improved and made warmer for winter conditions, and at first sight 
did not appear to be very suitable for the yeznese: However, I am glad 
to have h my conviction of their suitabil ty re-inforeed by the verdict 
of such an experienced Indian missionary as the Rev. R.B.Horsefield.

After visiting the camp he became very enthusiastic as to the possibilities 
for establishing a residential school of a new kind. In brief, he would 
aim to retain something of the simplicity in which many of these children 
have lived. He would endeavour to keep children drawn from the different 
reserves together, so that instead of a large institution under one roof 
there would be a number of large families doing a great deal of their own 
work, and providing their own recreation and other activities. It has 
been my own conclusion that a large modern building is not really suitable 
for our purpose in nerthern areas, and that a school should consist of a 
number of smaller buildings, preferably of log construction, so that our 
children might feel at home and receive training of a type suited to the 
life they will probably lead. Mr. Horséfield's plan might be a little 
idealistic but I believe if offers a valuable suggestion. My conclusion, 
when visiting the camp, was that a number of the buildings should be moved 
a short distance and connected up and that this would greatly reduce the 
work of the staff. 


We, therefore, urge that the Department take over a sufficient 
number of these camp buildings to provide accommodation for 125 or 150 
pupils. From a comparison with other schools we believe that a fair 
per capita grant would be $170.00. It would be our aim to follow the 
Manitoba Provincial curriculum as far as possible, especially stressing 
aie, giuase Pg ans 9 pe one toe studies as tend towards lates} teest 
citizenship. @ believe tha @ group sy 6 norease 
the possibilities of giving real trelning POU Pak tt 
environment would make it possible for the boys to acquiré skill in 
fishing and trapping while at the school. We understand that the 
R.C.A-F. intend to maintain a small staff at the Airport, and it occurs 
to us that from their personnel we might be able to secure help in giving 
the boys that simple mechanical training which is demanded by modern 
needs. The Sanatorium already established has been asking for Indian 
girls as helpers, and we believe the school might find an outlet for many 
of its graduates in this institution. 


I trust that this matter may soon be brought to a conclusion 
and that we may be enabled to plan for something different in education 
for northern Indian children on the site suggested.

Such « small 
group of buildings should be especially designed for 
this kind of work in order to be effective. 
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I do not think that the buildings at 
The Pas would lend themselves efficiently to smaller 
grouping. The up-keep of these buildings would, I 
believe, ve very expensive, 


It may be contended that the school 
buildings in Residential Schools are not conducive 
to the development of Indians. It will never be 
possible to bring the school to the level of Indian 
life, In my opinion, it is not so mich the buildings 
that will affect the Indian as the kind of training 
that will be given in these schools. A great deal of 
the criticism of our Indian education’ in Residential 
Schools may be traced to the unpreparadness of the 
personnel to carry out the important work of Indian 
education. No matter what kind of schools we may have 
the treining results will be in proportion to the 
quality of the educator. 


BDUGATIONAL FACILITIES OF THE PAS AGHNGY: 


The 1939 Census tells us that the 
population of this Agency is, 2478 for the Manitoba 
section and 1194 for Saskatchewan, a total then of 
3672. It is generally accepted that about 25% of the 
population is composed of children of school age, This 
means that the student “population would be about 900, 
There are nine day schools with an enrolment of 245, 

3 combined schools with an enrolment of 36 and one 
Roman Catholic Residential School with an enrolment of 
113. This means that the schools could accommodate 
about 400 children. It is readily seen thet more 
educational facilities are necessary, A part of the 
population of thie Reserve are nomadic, being hunters. 
Apparently to provide education for these children the 
Residential School is the answer, It must be kept in 
mind, however, that the seheol adopt itself to 
the necessities of the child an ¢ commnity.

This would nelude repair of 
the buildings, inside and outside, the moving of some buildings, 
the installation of water, preparing quarters for the personnel. 
Thig would not include a residence for the Principal. And in the 
end, what would we have? 


LOCATION: 


This area is an ideal place for a school. Medical care 
would be available. A certain amount of social life would be 
possible for the personnel of the hospital as well as for the 
personnel of the school. There is an adequate water supply and 
good means of transportation. Electrical power would be plentiful. 
A good deal of the material might be used in the erection of a 
school, although, I doubt whether the use of this material would 
be really economical, The time and labour it would take to tear 
down these buildings, salvage the materials, would really wipe out 
any savings that would be accomplished. 


TYPE OF BUILDINGS: 


Much may be said in favour of smaller building units for 
Residential Schools such as special dormitories, special classrooms, 
However, in our present set-up such an organization would give rise 
to many difficulties: 


1. Supervision would be rather difficult. 
Such supervision would necessarily have to be by trained 
personnel in this particular kind of work, 
The heating proposition would add a number of aifficulties 
The number of personnel would have to be greatly increased, 
The Per Capita Grants available would be inadequate to 
take care of the extra cost. It is obvious that in a 
great number of cases the present grant does not permit 
the obtention of properly trained teachers and instructors, 
for the kind of education thet our Residential Schools 
should be giving. Such a small group of buildings should 
be especially designed for this kind of work in order to 
be effective. 


. I do not think that the buildings at The Pas would lend 
themselves efficiently to smaller grouping. The up-keep of these 
buildings would, I believe, be very expensive. 
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It be contended that the school buildings in 
Residential Schools are not conducitesto the development of 
Indians. It will never be possible to bring, the sehool to 
the level of Indism life. In my opinion, it is not so much 
the buildings that will affect the Indien as the kind of 
training thet will be given in these schools. A great deal 
of the criticism of our Indien education in Residential Schools 
may be traced to the unpreparedness of the personnel to carry 
out the important work of Indian education, No matter what kind 
of schools we may have the training results will be in proportion 
to the quality of the educator. 


ONAL FACI ENCY : 


The 1939 Census tells us that the population of this Agency 
ig, 2478 for the Manitoba section and 1194 for Saskatchewan, 4 
total then of 3672. It is generally accepted thet about 25% of 
the population is composed of children of school age. This 
means that the student population would be about 900, There are 
nine day schools with an enrolment of 245, 3 combined schools 
with an enrolment of 36 and one Roman Catholic Residential School 
with an enrolment of 113, This means that the schools could 
accommodate about 400 children. It is readily seen that more 
educational facilities are necessary. A part of the population 
of this Reserve are nomadic, being hunters. Apparently to 
provide education for these children the Residential School is 
the answer. It must be kept in mind, however, that the school 


must adopt itself to the necessities of the child and the 
community.

your letter--xeference 128-1-l--of September 17th 
has been given careful consideration by our Commission. uhe 
report of Mr. A. J. voucet has received our close attention 
and we note the objections to the use of the present camp 
buildings and the estimate of the high cost of putting them 
in fit state for school use. We are prepared to agree with 
Mr. youcet's conclusion in view of the careful examination 
he has made as to the construction of the buildings and the 
fuller information he was able to obtain in regard to the 
possibility of water and heating systems. when the writer 
visited the camp the weather was too cold to permit this 
kind of survey and the points raised by Mr. voucet could 
not be settled. 


I am glad, however, to note that the report fully 
agrees that additional educational facilities are needed in 
Northern Manitoba and that your representative declares the 
location to be ideal for a residential school.. in view of 
the fact that the mackay school has never been replaced and 
that we are assured there are a large number of anglican 
children in the district whose parents are still nomadic, i 
am authorized by our Commission ana by the uxecutive vommit- 
tee of our Missionary society to urge that provision be made 
for the erection of a new school on this site. 


we believe that much use can be made of sone ef the 
existing buildings and that the work already done in prepar- 
ing the site would make it possible to provide a school for 
approximately 125 children at a very reasonable cost. may i 
refer to the plan suggested for Wabasca 48 @ Dasis for dis- 
cussiony it was suggested tat there should be a large cent- 
ral building with several smaller units. she main building 
would have a full basement of cement and stone, a complete, 
first floor using local logs for walls, and an attic for —s 
certain staff and storage purposes. One heating plant would 
suffice for this building and fire risk thus be reduced to a

minimum. uwhis plan was for 0U pupils only but additional dor- 
mitory accommodation could be providéd at whe vas by using 
one of the excellent mess halls for kitchen and dining-room 
purposes, Some of the other camp buildings could certainly 
be used for storage, work shop, and recreational purposes. 
she estimate we received from a reliable lumber company in 
s@monton for the wabasca butlding was 15,000 including mat- 
erials, labor, freighting by team over the 100 mile bush 
trail from slave Lake and a lighting plant. Costs woula be 
consideranly lower at The Pas and I believe that #20 ,000 
should go a long way to provide this type of building. 


May I, therefore, express the hope that the con- 
clusion of the vepartment that the proposed conversion of 
the camp buildings is inadvisable may not set aside the posi- 
tive advantages of the site, and that further consideration 
be given to the matter along the lines outlined above.

I have an apology to make to you with regard to your letter 
to me of September 8th, 1945, (your file No. 1281-1), concerning Big 
Eddy School District, In some way which I cannot ex lain, this let- 
ter was not acknowledged, but was sent forward to our Inspector at 
The Pas, Mr. Scott Bateman, who is Official Trustee of the Big Eddy 
School District and who has been making @ study of the problem of In- 
dian and Half-Breed education in this and other similar districts. 
This letter was just returned to me this week. 


Mr. Bateman has now completed the survey of these districts 
and he estimates that it would cost about $4,200.00 to repair and en- 
large the Indian School at Big Eddy to enable it to take care of both 
Indian and Half-Breed children, I understand that there has been some 
correspondence between our Ministers on this subject, but that any spe- 
cific action here has been held up pending some agreement on the old 
problem of Indian and Half-Breed education in the Northern part of this 
Province. 


I hope you will accept this explanation for the unfortunate 
delay in answering the question raised in your letter referred to above.

I have for acknowledgment your letter 
of October @nd, in which you re to « letter dated September 8, 
1945, sent forward by me to your department. 


I must, in fairness, state that the 
delay in replying to this communication has not proved at all 
embarrassing. As @ matter of fact, we were not in & position 
until now to secure the funds necessary for the remodelling of 
the Big Séa@y Indien Day School. I have, however, following an 
interview with Mr. Dryden yesterday, asked the officials of the 
Welfare ané Training Division to put in the estimates of next 
year, which are now in course of preparation, the sum of $500.00 
for the construction of an additional eless-room in the Big Mady 
Sehool. This work will be undertaken on the understending that 
the school will be operated jointly by the Indien Affairs Branch 
end your department. Mr. Dryden suggested that the school might 
be operated effectively under the supervision of a leecal advisory 
board made up of the public school inspector for the district, 
the Indian Agent and the missionary in the district. This is « 
matter, however, to which we ean give additional thought during the 
months immediately ahead of us, 


This arrangement is largely experinental,. 
It is my earnest hope that it will prove « success. There are @ 
number of districts in the northern sections of the three prairie 
provinces where it will be necessary to operate the schools jointly, 
and there is no valid reason in my mind why such schools should not 
be operated efficiently and economiceliy, and to the satisfaction 
of ell parties concerned. There are questions relating to the oper- 
ation of such schools, however, which we should keep in mind, such 
ae the right of the provincial authorities to compel the attendance 
of Indians at such schools, and the right of the Dominion to insist 
upon attendance in the case of white or half-breed chiléren. Wy

I have the honor to report that I visited 
Mackay Boarding School on the 28th inst, in 
ompany with the Medical Officer. 


The health of the pupils was fair, some 
of them have been suffering from the whooping 
cough lately, but it seems to be about over now. 

The pupils were warmly clad, well fed and 
tidy. The food they get at present consists 
naimly of fresh fish, moose meat, beef, plenty 
of fresh vegetables, milk and porridge. 


In the class roans there is a big change 
since the elder children were transferred to 
Elkhorn. The ones in the two primary grades 
far outnumber those in higher grades, and this 
overcrowde the junior classroom, but this 
situation will right iteelf after easter holidays. 


The staff has been undermanned for past 
month, due to the resignation of the teacher in 
the senior classroom; this lady and her husband 
have taken up a farm, and left the school before 
a new teacher could be arranged for. The matron 
in the kitchen also left this month on account 
of sickness in her family at home, The pregent 
staff are helped out by Mre Bird, the wife 
of the Principal, and have got along very well. 

A new Senior teacher, Junior teacher, and kitchen 
Matron will start work after Easter. The present 
Jynior teacher is taking up duties at the 

Big Egdy Day School at that time. 


The appearance of the school outside is 
fairly shabby, I hope the estimates are large 
enough to allow us to get the place painted, 

If this is allowed it will be necessary to have 
this office supplied with specifications of the 
class of paint to be used, as the local painters 
will use gasoline to thin the paint every time 
if they are not held dow with specifications. 


The Principal aske for the sum of $120.00 
to be spent on paint for some inside work, such 
as boys wash room, hospital rooms etc; he will have 
me the work done by the staff, I think thie should 
be allowed,

Shall have heads and staves of Fir, with ribs of Maple, Staves cut from 1'4-ineh stock shall 
be nailed to heads cut from 2-inch stock. Shall be three large lifting ribs, 24-inches thick by 4 
inches deep; also a 24% x 2% inch rib at front and back of door opening rabbetted to receive door, 
Door shall be 1514 inches wide. Door battons shall be of brass. Hinges shall be wide and heavy, 
and shall rest on bottom of door opening and on brass plates on front door rib. Catches shall 
have wide lips. Cylinders shall be banded with wide and heavy hoops, fastened to the staves by 
means of brass screws. 


Tub 

Shall be constructed of Fir, with staves cut from 14-inch stock tongued and grooved and 
gained to fit over heads cut from 2-inch stock, to which they shall be nailed. A galvanized iron 
sliding door shall operate in grooves prov ided on adjustable encircling bands or hoops. Brass 
apron shall be fitted at bottom of door opening to protect the staves: 


Iron Frames 

The entire weight of cylinder and tub shall rest on cast-iron frames of neat design, to which 
the driving mechanism shall be attached. Frames shall be solid one-piece castings, and be bolted 
to tub heads. 


Inlet and Outlet 

Located in the center bottom of tub shall be a combination cast-iron flange tee, through which 
the steam and water shall enter and waste water be discharged. Steam shall enter washer through 
an annular steam passage cored in the tee without coming in direct contact with the wood or linen. 
Connected with the flange tee shall be an outlet pipe, on the end of which a 3-inch quick opening 
valve of the hollow taper plug type shall be fitted. 


Trunnions and Bearings 

Cast-iron trunnions shall be attached to cylinder heads by means of brass-covered bolts and 
inside of cylinder heads shall be fitted with two brass trunnion rings. The journals of trunnions 
shall operate in babbitted bearings on the cast-iron frames.

I have the honor to ackrowledge receipt 
of letter 128-1-5 of the 5th inst. regards repairs 
and painting at Mackay Boarding School, and note that 
$1000.00 is provided in the estimates for these items. 


I discussed this matter with the Principal 
and he is of the opQnion that it would cost too much 
to put the hospital in shape to use as a warehouse, 
the roofing is gone, and the wails are stripped of 
the outer covering of paper, 


He also asks that the painting be put off 
until next year, 


In place of the repairs and painting he 
asks that $600.00 be spent in putting up a new 
warehouse, he has had estimates of the material 
which will come to about this sum, and the work 
would be done by the staff of the school. 


I still am of the opinion that the school 
should be painted imnediately, as it is in bad shape, 
but the school authorities have a new system of putting 
in their supplies in lots to laet a year and it is 
imperative that these supplies be looked after; at 
present there is no storehouse. 


Thig still leaves the old hospital building 
to be considered. As I have mentioned before the 
place is a ruin and an eyesore, the roofing is blown 
eff and the wall covering is going, the only good 
material in it is a good cellar wall, and the 
hardwood f8éors, with doors etc. Even the floors are 
going rotten now as the roof leaks everyplace, 


The whole question hinges now on whether 
the Department wishes to protect their owm property, 
the school building, or whether the supplies are the 
cost important.

Sir ,— 


I have the nonor to report that the 
electric lighting system at the McKay Boarding 
school has veen giving very poor satisfaction. 

I have had the plant gone over by the Superin- 
tenderit of utilities of this Town, and also by 
the electrician wno makes the instalations of 
electric wire, etc., Mr. Dickens, and they state 
thet it is impossible to have this plant give 
good satisfaction unless a full plan ié supplied 
to them of the wiring. They also inform me that 
the work preferaply should be done by the people 
who instalied the machinery. I would be obliged 
if the Department would ask the Star Blectric 
Company to have this machine over-hauled as soon 
as possible. 


As soon as an attempt is made to charge 
the battery the rheostat gets red not. fhe plant 
has never been able to store electricity, As soon 
as the machinery stops runnin the lights go out in 
very short oracer, although the storage batteries 
were supposed to carry on for quite a considerable 
time.

In further reference to letter 2795/135 
Grito regards the electric light plant 

at the ay Soarding School, I beg to state that 
the town electrician did not know I had written the 
letter referred to and he had studied out the 
trouble and made a trip to the school on the 
lst inst. When he cam back he informed me that 
he had tugced every wire in the whole system and 
found the ones which were causing the overheating 
of the rheostat. 

He states that he put the system in shape 
and that he stopped at the school and ran the 
engine for four hours afterwards, during which 
time the batteries were being charged, that the 
electricity was being stored in the batteries 
and tested out all right. 

When he told me this I thought it best 
to wire to the Star Electric Co of Winnipeg not 
to send a man to The Pas until further instructed, 
I considered that probably the Department had 
acted on my letter of the 24th ulto, and it is 
not necessary now that they come here. 

I trust my action is approved, 

I enclose the account for work on this 
engine from the time it went wrong. Mr, Dickens 
went to considerable trouble to get acquainted 
with the layout of the machinery, Il beg to 
recommend that the account be paid.

Unless good reagone can be given for the breakage 
of the glaee and the blocking of the goil pipes, it ie 
coneidered that there hae been poor management shown by the 
prineipal or the members of the etaff.

fails to have any ereat effeet, and then the hasina have te be & 
renewed, a8 in the ease here, many such cases are found dailv 
in the cities where the water is not se hard, 
According to the tngineer the Agent knew that we often

In further reference to my telegram of 
the 12th inst and your reply of same date, regards 
fire at the Mackay Boarding School, which destroyed 
the pump house, I beg to report as follows. 

The fire started when the staff of the 
school were at church on Jan llth, and flames were 
geen coming from the pump house when the ehurch 
service was over. The fire had got such a start 
that it was practically impossible to save 
any thing. Two members of the staff had been in 
the building at 9 A.M. at which time everything 
appeared to be alright. It is thought that the 
fire started in the chimney. 

The bkilding was composed of a pump 
house 18' X 21' attached to the store house and 
Work shop 16' X 43', the whole place was destroyed, 

Contents were as follows. 

_6 H.P. Fairbanks Engine. 
oosier deep well pump and jack, 
aectuueee #163 single cylinder double wheel 
air eOmpressor with check valve and stop cock. 
All necessary belting and pipes to connect above. 

Two stoves and pipes.

All the above should be replaced immediately 
and on instructions received in your telegram I 
have already started to get the lumber delivered 
for the pump house. I! will have the carpenters on th 
job to-morrow I expect. 


The matter of construction of the 16' X 43' 
store house and work shop can be left over for the 
present. 

I have had the plumber at the school for 
past three days and expect he will get things in 
shape to supply water to the building to#day, he 
has patched up the pump and put in an old engine 
to do until we get the new machinery, The fire took 
the life out of the mmchinery, it is just junk now, 
and we are in doubt if the old pump will stand up 
for the time being.

I very much @ret to have to report to you that the 
Engine House at the Mackay Boarding School, The Pas, Manitoba, 
was destroyed by fire on the morning of the llth inst. 


The Principal immediately informed me of this mise 
fortune by telegram which read as follows « 


" Bngine House and Store burned down, Letter 
following. All safe, " 


As I thought it well to await the receipt of his 
letter, this will explain the delay in forwarding this infore 
mation to you. 


In reporting on the fire, the Principal states as 
follows i-# 


“ As we were coming from church this morning 
we observed smoke coming from the roof of 
the Engine House, On arrival there I 
rushed in but was glad to close the door 
again, as the inside was such a mass of 
flame as to be a veritable inferno, We 

ed to get only a few tools out before 
it became too hot to get more, 


As the flames did not touch the printing 
house for a while, I was able to get out 
practically all the type, but in three 
Quarters of an hour only half the walls 
Were standing, and these were soon burned

" I sent Mr.Turner to town at 2 o'clock 
to notify the Agent, 


A new Pump and Engine will have to be 
installed, 


Mr.Turner and Mr.Grant were in the 
Engine House at 9.30 A.M. and every- 
thing was all right then, So far as 
we are able to tell the fire started 
at the bottom of the chimney where the 
bricks rested on the wooden support 
underneath. 


A large stock of moccasins, tools 
supplies etc. were completely destroyed. 


I am taking the liberty of purchasing a 
6mall galvanized Water Bank for melting 
tee by the kitchen fire until the water 
supply can be restored again " 


While deeply regretting this misfortune, I am 
unable to detect any culpable negligence, either on the 
part of the Principal or the Engineer. They are both very 
reliable men and have the complete confidence of our Society. 


As Mr.Waddy, your representative in that part 
kindly informed me of the action taken by him towards having 
the water system and the Engine House restored, it does not 
seem necessary for me to make any further statement in conn- 
ection with this matter, except that, I trust that these may 
be affected with the least possible delay.

The present 
arrangements are entirely hand work. I do not know 
the cost of this machinery, a whole outfit is 
required if anything is done, A new laundry is 
not needed in my opinion, the present place appears 
suitable. 

It would be well if the pig pen was made 
larger, and a hen house built on to it. This would 
leave the present hen house to be used as a carpenter 
shop and move the poultry further away from the 
school, it is too close now. I will advise of the 
probable cost after I measure up this place, 

A plan of the old hospital building is being 
sent to the Department to-day, I would be obliged if it 
ig returned to me later on. To make this place of 
use as a school room,'with a large play room, the 
following is necessary. 

Cover roof with shingles. 

“Al11 outside walle with siding. 

Paint whole place two coats, reof ohe coat. 

Remove verandah to allow light into the 

room used as school room, 

Remove all partitions downstairs. 

Instal partition down centre of place with 

large sliding doors, 

Paint inside walls two coats light color 

paint. 

Repair floors which have bulged with m@isture. 

Cut off stairs to top floor, and put in 

flooring to avoid having to heat up-stairs. 

Put in new window glass where required, 

Repair heating system, 

There is no way of draining this place so outside closets 
will have to be built. The place looks like a wreck 

as the paper on outside walls and roof is in such bad 
shape, but with outlay of about $3000.00 it could be 
fixed up; however a place like this eats up money when 
repair work is undertaken.

The inner cylinder shall be inches diameter by inches in length, and shall 
have doors and partitions, and hinges, latches and hoops. 


sylinder 

Shall have heads and staves of Crown Prime Long Leaf Yellow Pine, with ribs of hard Maple. 

Staves cut from 14-inch stock shall be nailed to heads cut from 2-inch stock. 

There shall be three large lifting ribs each cut from stock 214 inches by 414 inches; also a rib cut 
from 2% x 3-inch stock placed at front and back of door opening, rabbeted to receive door. Door 
shall be 1514 inches wide. Door battens shall be cast brass. 

Hinges shall be wide and heavy and shall rest on bottom of door opening and on brass plates on 
front door rib. Latches shall have wide lips. Cylinder shall be banded with wide, heavy hoops 
fastened to the staves by brass screws. 


Tub 

Shall be constructed of Clear and Better Fir, with staves cut from 2-inch stock 

Staves shall be tongued and grooved and gained to fit over heads cut from 2-inch stock, to which 
they shall be nailed. 

A galvanized-iron sliding door shall operate in grooves provided on adjustable encircling bands 
or hoops. Brass apron shall be fitted at bottom of door opening to protect staves 

A gauge glass shall be mounted on left tub head. 


Iron Frames 


Cast-iron frames of heavy design, rigidly bolted to the tub heads, shall support the weight of the 
inside cylinder and outside tub and the driving mechanism shall be bolted to these frames. Frames 
shall be bolted to the tub heads. 


Inlet and Outlet 


Located in the center bottom of the tub shall be a cast-iron flange tee, through which the steam 
and water shall enter and waste water be discharged. Steam shall enter washer through an annular

with the flange tee shall be an outlet pipe, on the end of which a 3-inch quick-opening valve of the 
hollow taper plug type shall be fitted. 

Provision shall be made for 2-inch water and 14-inch steam connections. 


Trunnions and Bearings 


Cast-iron trunnions shall be attached to cylinder heads by means of brass covered bolts and 
inside of cylinder heads shall be fitted with two brass trunnion rings. The journals of trunnions 
shall operate in solid bored bearings equipped with easily accessible lubricators. Journal bearings 
shall be supported by the cast-iron frames. 


Gearing 


Shall be machine cut from solid blanks and provided with solid paneled gear guards. The main 
gear shall be of the split hub type, bolted and keyed to trunnion shaft. A gear lock shall be provided 
for holding cylinder door in position while loading and unloading. 


Automatic Reverse Mechanism 


Shall consist of three 16-inch diameter pulleys and a worm and cam movement, producing a fixed 
number of reverse revolutions of the cylinder. tire shifting mechanism shall be mounted on heavy 
cast-iron swiveling arm, adjustable to belt at various angles. Header shall be supported by bracket 
arm bolted to cast-iron frame and shall embody strength, simplicity and reliability and be arranged 
for 134 and 2-inch belts.

Basket 


Shall be constructed with sides perforated with sufficient number of holes to permit free discharge 
of extracted water, heavily galvanized inside and out, and riveted to top and bottom of basket. 
Bottom shall be of cast iron, cored to make a double web, truly machined, and inside surface 
covered with sheet copper, heavily tinned. Top shall t reenforced with a steel ring spun into 
place.

Shall be equipped with locking device, to prevent sudden shock and hold brake in position until 
basket stops revolving 


Countershaft and Idlers 

Shall have countershaft bolted to curb and base, forming a self-contained part of the machine 
Shall consist of a éast-iron bracket supporting the shaft with its tight and loose pulleys and friction 
driving pulley, and also guide or idler pulleys. One of the idler pulleys shall be equipped with an 
adjustable device for taking up slack in belt.
